would   take   a   Peri^rinathn,    on  Horfeback 
or  by  Water,  beyond  the    Devil's  Arfe  zttf 
Peak,  to  fee  the  Religion,  CM  flows,  and  Man 
ners  of  foreign  People,    as    well  as  knowing 
thofe  of  my  own  Country  •  contrary  to.  the  Sen 
timents  of  Claud ian,  "who  mentions   it  as  a 
Happinefs,  for  Birth,  Life,  and  Burial,    to 
be  all  in  ane  Parifo. 

^  Some  Pilgrims  may  brag  of  their  bavin* 
feen  a  Vial  full  of  the  Virgin  Mary'j  Milk  • 
another  Vial  full  of  Mary  Magdalen'j  re 
penting  Tears  •  the  Pummel  of  the  Sword  ditb 
which  the  Ear  of  Malchus,  the  high  Prie/Ts 
Servant,  was  cut  off  •  the  Bill  of  the  Cock 
which  crowed  after  Saint  Peter  load deny  W  bit 
2%  fet  in  Silver  ;  an  Ell  Fkmithofthe 
B  Cord 
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Cord  with  which  Judas  hangd  himfelf  :,  a 
Linnen  Apron  worn  by  our  Saviour' *s  hwriorr- 
hoidal  Valient :,  a  Piece  of  the  feemlefs  Gar 
ment,  for  which  the  Jewifli  Soldiers  cap  Lots  ^ 
one  of  Saint  John  the  Baptift's  Eye-Teeth,  fet 
in  Gold  }  Saint  PaulV  Cloak,  which  he  left 
at  Troas,  never  the  rporfe  for  wearing  ,  and 
talk  alfo  of  their  often  meeting  with  the  wan 
dering  Jew  in  their  Travels  :,  thefe,  I  fay, 
r^ere  Curiofities  I  vain  V  not  feeing }  but  in  all 
Places  wherever  I  came,  I  made  general  0£- 
fervations  on  the  Folly  and  Vices  of  the  Inha 
bitants,  thereby  to  corretl  my  own  Manners^ 
ivhich^  indeed,  is  a  very  fine  Thing,  in  either 
Man  or  Beaft. 

In  Order  hereto^  I  have  travelled  in  three 
Parts  of  the  World  ^  namely^  Europe,  Africa, 
and  America  :,  and  tloo  Wickednefs  reigns  in 
all  Parts  of  the  World,  yet  tnuft  I  needs  fay -, 
that  it  is  not  fo  predominate  in  any  Place  as 
In  England,  Wales,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and 
Holland ,  -where  it  is  as  hard  to  find  Religion, 
Honejly  and  Virtue  walk  Hand  in  Hand^  as 
it  was  for  Diogenes  to  find  an  honeft  Woman 
in  Athens.  This  Dearth  of  good  Manners 
obligd  me,  with  the  abovefaid  Philosopher  to 
turn  Cynick  ,  and  if  by  thefe  Lucubrations^ 
lean  fo  far  put  Folly  and  Vice,  out  of  Coun 
tenance,  as  to  reclaim  a  wicked  Age^  it  is  all 
the  Author  de fires  for  the  Fatigue  of  taking 
a  Pilgrimage,  by  Land  and  Sea,  of  above 
Eleven  Thoufand  Miles,  which  is  more  than 
half  the  Circumference  of  the  whole  Earth.

••SSir^fp?.  S  London  is  the  Metropolis,  or  capi 
tal  City  in  the  World,  for  Pride, 
Luxury,  and  all  other  Vices  $  I  was 
very  curious  of  making  fome  Ob- 
fervations  on  them.  In  Order  here 
to,  I  frequented  feveral  Taverns, 
where  was  nothing  but  Drunkennefs,  and  young 
Rakes  vomiting  about  the  Room,  and  in  their 
Bacchanalian  Frolicks  (which  made  them  think, 
with  Copernicus,  the  Earth  turn  d  round)  breaking 
Pipes  and  GlafTes,  to  inflame  a  great  Reckoning 
to  a  larger  Sum.  I  alfo  haunted  Jelly-Houfes, 
where  was  no  other  Diverfion,  than  feeing 
proud  conceited  Coxombs  eating  Jellies,  with  a 
gilded  Pap-Spoon,  for  Provocation  to  venerial 
Sports  -,  which  by  lighting  on  a  Fire-Ship,  might 
bring  them  to  the  Charge  and  Mifery  of  Pills, 
Boluffes,  Electuaries,  and  Diet- Drinks  5  f  'h^t 
thefe  gallanting  Stallions,  need  no  other  In- 
junction'  of  Penance,  from  the  inojft  rigid  Con- 
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feflor :  Ar;d  at  every  ccmmon  Gaming-Houfe  about 
1  own,  the  Gamefteis  are  as  lavifhing  of  their  Oaths 
and  Curfes,  ?s  they  are  at  the  G»-oom  Porter's. 
Cpe,is  curling  the  Dice,,  another  biting  his  Thumbs, 
and  another  fcratching  where  it  doth  not  itch, 
vvhilil  others  are  flour ifhiug  their  Swords  in  the 
irjidft  of  twenty  G— d  s,  to  have  their  loft 
Money  again. 

}  ;;ink  I  to  myfclf,  the  frequenting  of  thefe 
Places,  will  return  to  no  better  Account  towards 
a  Reformation  of  bad  Mariners,  than  if  a  Man 
fhould  go  to  a  Bawdy-Houfe,  to  keep  out  of  ill 
Company.  So  having  heard  that  a  deal  of  goofl 
Mannei s,  and  Morality,  might  be  learnt,  in  feeing 
Plays  acted  oirthe>>^/z/7;  Stage  ^  I  then  flung  away 
many  a  Half  Crown  at  the  Theatres  in  Bridges- 
Street, .,m\$- Lincoln  s- bin  Fields,  but  by  the  immo 
ral,  pro.faue,  and  impious  Expreffions  us'd  in  the 
dramatick  Writings,  whether  tragical  or  comical, 
I  could.. reel  on  the  Piay-Houfes,  no  other  than 
Schools  of  Iniquity,  the  Si  ^ks  of  all  Wickednefs, 
and  Markets  for  the  Devil.  'Tis  out  of  doubt, 
that  even  the  Theatres  of  Greece  and  Rome,  under 
Heathenifm,."  were  lefs  olnoxious  and  offenflve, 
yet  neverthelefs  they  flood  condemned  by  the 
primitive  Fathers,  n  .  j  general  Councils. 

The  deteftable  lewd  Expreffions  in  the  Engliji) 
Plays,  can  do  no  lefs  than  debauch  the  Minds, 
and  corrupt  the  Manners  of  the  Audience  5  but 
it  rnuft  'needs  fcrike  every  good  CbriJKan  with 
Horror,,  to  hear  on  the  Stage  Almighty  God  bla£ 
prk:m'::l,  his  Providence  queftion'd  and  deny'd, 
his  Name  prophanM,  his  Attributes  afcrib'd  to  fin- 
fal  Creatures,  and  even  to  heathen  Gods,  hisi 
Loly  U'qrd  burlefqu'd,  and  treated  as  a  Fable, 
his  Grace  made  a  jell  of,  his  Minifters  defpis'd, 
Confcience  hugh'd  ^r,  Religion  ridicuFd,  the  Ca- 

tholick 
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tholick  Faith  and  Doctrine  expos'd,  the  fincere 
Practice  of  Religion,  reprefented  as  the  Effect  of 
Vapours  and  Meiancholly,  Virtue  difcountenanc'd, 
Vice  encouraged,  Evil  treated  as  Good,  and  Good 
as  Evil j  and  all  this  highly  aggravated,  by  being 
done  in  cool  Blood,  upon  Choice  and  Deliberation. 

The  Infidelity  and  Loofnefs  of  the  prefent  Age, 
is  very-  much  owing  to  the  Play-Houfes-,  where 
the  Infe6tion  of  moft  abominable  Wickednefs, 
fpreads  among  the  Spectators,  from  the  Lady  in 
the  Front  or  Side-Box,  to  the  tawdry  Chamber 
maid  in  upper  Gallery.  Men  and  Women  who 
frequent  the  Theatre,  are,  inftead  of  learning 
Virtue,  furrounded  with  inordinate  Temptations, 
which  incite  them  to  unlawful  Defires  and  Adtions, 
which  foon  end  in  the  utter  Ruin,  both  of  Body 
and  Soul.  Where  Lewdnefs  is  reprefented,  in  all 
the  DrefTes  that  can  vitiate  the  Imagination,  and 
faften  upon  the  Memory  •,  and  where  Pride  and 
Falfhood,  Malice  and  Revenge,  Injuftice  and 
Immodefty,  Contempt  of  Marriage,  and  falfe 
Notions  of  Honour  are  recommended,  no  Good 
can  be  learn'd,  either  by  old  or  young  ^  and  this 
not  among  Mahomet  am  and  Ivfdels,  not  at  Rome 
and  Venice,  not  in  France  and  Spain,  but  in  a  Pro- 
teftcwt  Country,  and  upon  the  c*$jh  Stage,  with 
out  any  Fear  that  the  Judgments  of  God  will  fall 
upon  them.  The  P/#jmexpofing  (as  they  pretend 
they  do)  Formality,  Humour,  and  Pedantry,  is 
not  an  equivalent  for  their  infulting  facred  Things, 
and  their  promoting  to  fo  high  a  Degree,  the  Pro- 
phanenefs  and  Debauchery  of  the  Nation. 

Thofe  who  frequent  the  Play-Houfe,  fay  (to 
palliate  the  fin)  a  great  deal  of  Morality  is  to 
be  learnt  from  Plays-,  but  I  cannot  perceive 
what  ^ood  Morals  can  be  obtain'd  from  fuch 
JExpreffions  as  thefe,  "  Sure,  if  Woman  had  been

"  ready  created,  the  Devil,  inftead  of  being  kickt 
«  down  to  Hell,    had   been  married.    Leonoras 
"Charms  turn  Vice  to  Virtue     Treafon   into

"  preme  Objeft  of  our  Defires,  muft  needs  have 
«  Tfiend  her  the  Regulaterof  our  Morals  She  s 
«  mad  with  the  Whimfies  of  Virtue,  and  the  DC- 
"  vil.    Damn'd  Lies,  by  Jyitar  and  /I("0'^nd 
"  the  reft  of  the  Heathen  Gods  and  Godddles; 
"  for  I  remember  I  paid  two  Guineas  for  fwear- 
•'    nz  Cb, iJK*»  Oaths  laft  Night1'.  As  may  befeen 
in  ffveral  of  the  comick  Writers.     However, 
the  Admirers  of  the  Stage  muft  have  f  ome  LscuCe 
fothri?  Fotly  i  and  thus  the  Devil too,  to  fuppott 
Vce  hangs  out  the  Colours  of  Virtue.    Again, 
we  cannot  fee  what  Morality  can  be  learnt  in 
Jheft rSpreffions  in  the  following  Tragedies  of 
CEdipis  and  Tbeodofus.

In  fhort,  no  good  Manners  can  be  acquired  on 

the  EngUJI)  Stage,  by  feeing  an  A6tor  going  a  Tip 

toe,  in  Derifion  of  mincing  Dames  ^   fometimes 

fpeaking    full  mouth'd,    to  mock    the  Country 

Clowns*,   and  fometimes   upon  the  Tip  of  the 

Tongue,  to  feoff  the  Citizen  ?  that  thus,by  the  Imi 

tation  of  all  ridiculous  Geftures,  or  Speeches,  in 

all  Kinds  of  Vocations,  they  may  provoke  Laugh 

ter.     When  Stages  were  firft  fet  up  in  Rome,  it 

was  accounted  infamous  to  frequent  them^  and 

in  England,  Players,   both  Men  and  Women,  are 

reckon'd  fo  fcandalcus,  that  tho'  they  ftile  them- 

felves  his  Majefty's  Servants,   yet  the    Statute 

Law  terms  them  Vagabonds:  "Indeed  they  are 

1  foinfamoufly  wicked,  that  one  who  never  faw 

"  them  in  this  Life,  may  neverthelefs  at  the  Re- 

.  "  furreclion,  know  their  Bodies'  and  Souls  are  Fel- 

w  lows}  infomuchthat  as  the  Pla)r-Houfe  in  Dm- 

*e  ry-Lane  has  been  burnt  once  already,  it  would 

"  be  a   Mercy  rather  than  a  Judgment,  if  God 

"  vouchfafed  to  finite  them  once  again. 

The  Audience  in  the  Upper  Gallery  is  general 
ly  composed  of  Lawyers  Clerks,  Valets  de  Cham- 
bre,  Exchange-  Girls,  Chamber-  Maids,  and  Skip- 
kennels,  who  at  the  laft  Adi  are  let  in  gratis,  in 
Favour  to  their  Mafters  being  Benefactors  to  the 
Devil's  Servants,  The  Middle-Gallery  is  taken  up 

by 
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by  the  midling  Sort  of  People,  as  Citizens,  their 
Wives,  and  Daughters,  and  other  jilts,  who  make 
it  their  Bufinefs  to  let  out  their  Commodities  in 
Fee-tail,  to  the  firft  Cully  (he  picks  up,  after 
Play  is  over,  for  a  fmall  Treat,  and  twelve  Pence 
dry.  The  Boxes  are  fnTd  with  Lords  and  La 
dies,  who  give  Money  to  fee  their  Follies  exposed 
fcy  Fellows  as  wicked  as  themfelves.  And  the 
Pit,  which  lively  reprefents  the  Pit  of  He'll,  is 
cramm'd  with  thofe  infignificant  Animals  cal 
led  Beaux,  whole  Character  nothing  but  Wonder 
3iid  Shame  can  compofe^  for  a  modern  Beaux 
(  you  muft  krw )  is  a  pretty  neat,  phantaftical 
Outfide  of  a  Man  ^  a  well  digefted  Bundle  of 
coftly  Vanities  ^  and  you  may  call  him  a  Vo- 
Inme  of  methodical  Errata's  bound  in  a  gilt  Co 
ver.  He's  a  curioufly  wrought  Cabinet  full  of 
Shells  and  other  Trumpery,  which  were  much  bet 
ter  quite  empty,  than  fo  emptily  full.  He's  a 
Man's  Skin  full  of  Prophanefs,  a  Paradife  full  of 
Weeds 5  a  Heaven  cramm'd  full  of  Devils,  or 
Satan s  Bed-Chamber,  hung  with  Arras  of  God's 
own  making.  He  can  be  thought  no  be'ter  than 
a  Promethean  Man  ^  at  beft  but  a  Lump  of  ani 
mated  Dirt  kneaded  into  Humane  Shape-,  and  if 
he  has  any  fuch  Thing  as  a  Soul,  it  feems  to  be 
patch'd  up  with  more  Vices  than  are  Patches  in 
a  poor  Spaniard's  Cloak.  His  general  Employ 
ment  is  to  fcorn  all  Bufinefs,  but  the  Study  of 
the  Modes  and  Vices  of  the  Times  •,  and  you  may 
look  upon  him  as  upon  the  painted  Sign  of  a  man 
hung  up  in  the  Air,  only  to  be  tofs'd  to  and  fro 
with  every  Wind  of  Temptation  and  Vanity. 
As  for  his  Apparel,  he  endeavours  to  that  all 
fhould  appear  new  about  him,  •  except  his  Vices 
and  Religion  ^  he's  too  much  in  Love  with  thefe 
to  change  them ,  befides,  the  latter  of  them  he 

cannot

cannot  change,  becaufe  he  never  had  any, 
When  you  look  upon  his  Cloaths,  you  will  be 
apt  to  fay,  he  wears  his  Heaven  upon  his  Back  $ 
and  truly  ( 'tis  much  to  be  fear'd  )  you  fee  as  much 
of  it  there,  as  He  ever  ihall,  Heistrick'd  up  in 
fuch  Gauderies,  as  if  he  was  refolv'd  to  make  his 
Body  a  Lure  for  the  Devil  ^  and  with  this  Bra 
very  would  make  a  Bait  ihould  tempt  the  Temp* 
ter  to  fall  in  Love  with  him.  By  this  Variety 
of  Fafhions  he  goes  nigh  to  cheat  his  Creditors  $ 
who  for  this  Reafon,  dare  never  fwear  him  to  be 
the  fame  Man  they  formerly  had  to  deal  withal. 
His  Draper  may  very  well  be  afraid  to  lofe  him 
in  a  Labyrinth  of  his  own  Cloth,  which  fits,  or 
hangs  (  fhall  I  fay  ? )  for  the  moft  part  fo  loofely 
about  him,  as  if  it  were  ever  ready  to  fly  away, 
for  Fear  of  a  Bailiff 

His  Language  and  Difcourfe  are  altogether  fuit- 
able  to  his  Garb  and  Habit,  all  affeded  and  apifh, 
but  indeed,  far  more  vile,  finful,  and  .abomina 
ble.  When  he  talks,  why  then  his  Time-obferv- 
ing  Hand  and  Foot  do  fo  point,  accent,  and  adorn 
all  his  phantaftick  Flourifhes,  that  his  Words  are 
often  as  much  loft  in  his  A&ions,  as  his  Senfe 
in  his  Words:  Withal  ufing  fooli(h  ExpreiTions,  as 
{tab  my  Vitals,  run  me  through  the  Diaphragma, 
pafitively  (  not  pofitively  )  it  is  fo  and  fo  ^  fpeak- 
ing  as  effeminately,  and  Molly-like,  as  the//Hj- 
xotes,  who  fay,  as  you  may  fee  in  Lillys  Gram 
mar,  Nyvc  for  Nwtc,  Tync  for  Tune.  By  Degrees 
he  fteps  from  Idlenefs  and  Emptinefs,  Foolery 
and  Drollery,  to  Scurrility  and  Obloquy  ^  fo  that 
if  his  black  Breath  could  blow  out,  or  eclipfe 
thofe  Lights  that  fhine  brighteft,  we  fhould  not 
have  one  Star  left  in  Virtue's  Heaven  ^  and  thofe 
Lights  which  were  once  lent  into  the  World,  to 
guide  him  timely  and  truly  out  of  it  into  a  bet* 
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ter,  he  firft  endeavours  to  extinguifh,  that  fo  he 
may,  without  Check  or  Shame,  wander  thro3  all 
the  Works  of  Darknefsinto  Hell.  Alas!  he  fees 
no  fuch  Lovelinefs  in  the  Things  above,  as  may 
oblige  him  to  the  fubmiflive  Courtfhip  of  faying 
his  Prayers  below  $  and  yet  is  fo  confident  to 
enjoy  Heaven  at  laft  $  as  if  he  thought  God  would 
fee  beholden  toihim  for  accepting  his  Bleffings  $ 
or  (as  fome  foolifh  Lovers  take  Occafion  to  double 
their  AddreiTes  from  the  Unkindnefs  of  a  coy 
Miftrefs)  God  would  the  moreearneftly  impbr- 
lune  him  to  be  fav'd,  the  more  difdainfully  he 
looks  upon  Salvation.  If  ever  he  appears  at 
Church,  it  is  but  to  meditate  upon  the'L'adies,  as 
they  fit  in  their  Sunday's  Beauties-,  and  then  he 
returns  from  the  Houfe  of  God,  as  moft  who  go 
thither  with  no  better  Intentions,  nay  ten  Times 
more  an  Atbeift  than  he  went. 

The  Theatre  in  the  Hay-Market  is  his  fole 
Delight,  where  half  a  Guinea  is  given  for  an 
Italian  Song,  fung  in  a  new  Opera  by  feme,  fo 
reign  Eunuch,  or  Jilt,  with  fuch  Quivering,  that 
the  Words  are  loft  and  confounded  with  more  af- 
fefted  Noife  than  Harmony.  Or  elfe  he  pafles 
his  Time  away  (  as  above  hinted  )  at  the  Play- 
Houfes  in  Driiiy-Lane,  or  Lincoln  s-lvn  Fields ,  to 
cgle  an  impudeut  Adtrefs,  or  fome  female  Dancer, 
who  crane's  her  Neck  with  fuch  various  Motions, 
that  one  would  think  me  was  going  to  break  it 
without  the  Affiftanceof  a  Hangman.,  Or  if  he  is 
not  at  thefe  Places  of  Pollution  and  Wickednefs, 
the  Tavern  he  then  makes  his  Exchange  ^  where 
he  endeavours  to  drink  himfelf  fo  far  into  a 
Beaft,  as  if  it  was  his  Defign  to  become  thereby 
incapable  of  Damnation,  except  he  be  forc'd  to 
fleep  out  the  laft  Night's  Intemperance  j  and 
thinks  himfelf  a  Champion,  when  lie  can  kick 

two 
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two  down  Stairs  at  once,  the  Drawer  and  his  Bot 
tle  $  and  found  the  Alarm  to  the  Skirmiih,  in  a 
loud  Peal  of  new-fafhion'd  Curfes.  After  all  is 
done  there,  he  walks  the  Streets  as  light  in  his 
Head,  as  his  Purfe  •,  and  much  oftner  falutes  the 
Pavement  than  the  PaiTengers.  The  Beau  hates 
no  Name  fo  much  as  that  of  a  Cbriftian,  he  is  a- 
fraid  it  would  make  him  melancholy :  He  travels 
over  the  wide  World  of  Sin,  till  he  hath  as  little 
Money  as  Religion,  and  no  more  Credit  than  Mo 
ney  •,  whereby  he  is  ufually  at  laft  conftrain'd 
either  to  lie  hid,  and  fo  become  his  own  Prifo- 
ner,  or  to  pawn  his  Body  to  the  Marihal  of  the 
Kings  Bench  Prifon  in  Southwark,  or  the  Warden 
of  the  Fleet;  for  his  Chamber  5  or  elfe,  to  become 
a  Citizen  of  the  World,  and  fo  at  laft  is  every 
where  at  Home,  becaufe  he  is  indeed  at  Home 
no  where.  In  fine,  I  never  faw  an  affeded  Beau 
have  any  Bravery  5  which  makes  me  think  they 
are  related  to  a  certain  Attorney,  who  once  refen- 
ting  my  fending  an  affronting  Letter  to  his  Sweet 
heart,  had  not  the  Courage  to  draw  his  Tilter, 
when  I  ex  tempore  fpoke  to  him  the  following 
Lines : 

Know,  Szr,  that  I  was  really  bred  and  born 
To  lajl)  the  Vices  of  the  Age  ^   and  fworn 
To  lampoon  Beaux,  and  Jilts  ^  and  to  condemn 
What  Pulpits,   nor  the  Stage  dare  not  contemn : 
So  Anger ,  Frank,  can  no  Redrefs  afford, 
For  to  defend  my  Pen,  fee  heres  my  Sword. 

Now  think  I  with  myfelf,  if  this  be  the  Way 
of  London^  Drinking,  Gaming,  and  Whoring  $  I'll 
e'en  retire  into  the  Country,  where  I  thought  was 
more  Simplicity  and  Honefty  among  the  Rufticks 
than  the  Citizens  •>  but  I  found  my felf  miftaken, 
C  2  for 
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forgoing  toDeptford, I  perceiv'das  muchDrunken- 
nefs  among  the  Tarpaulins,  as  among  the  Admi 
rers  of  Geneva,  at  the  Frenchman's  Bob -Shop, 
or  dirty -Face  Dick  in  the  Strand-,  but  however, 
the  Tarpaulin's  Froes  of  this  Place,  as  well  as  at 
Trapping,  are  pretty  virtuous,  thro  their  Hujbanfs 
making  them  go  without  Smocks,  to  prevent  their 
Neighbours  from  taking  up  their  Wives  Linnen.  From 
hence,  I  went  to  Greenwich-Park,  where  I  found 
as  many  Affignations  made  betwixt  Whore  and 
Cully,  as  in  St.  James\  or  Hyde  Park.  Here  was 
as  much  Lying  by  the  Fops  in  Praife  of  their  Mi- 
ftrefTes,  as  is  among  Lawyers  ^  as  much  Flatter 
ing,  as  there  is  at  Court  $  and  as  much  Diflem- 
bling,  as  in  a  Prejbyterian  or  Anabaptift  Meeting- 
Houfe-,  a  Folly,  which  I  muft  own,  I  have  been 
formerly  guilty  of  mvfelf,  when  I  fent  to  a 
young  Gentlewoman  this  amorous  Petition,  for 
Flattery  is  the  only  Bait  to  decoy  the  coyeft 
Virgin  in  England.

Thy  Wit,  as  well  as  Beauty,  lovely  Dame, 
Whofrft  my  Breaft,and  more  than  Wealth,  or  Fame, 
Exerts  my  Soul^  and  is  my  conftant  Aim. 
The  genuine  Blufies  that  your  Cheeks  adorn, 
Were  ravijftdfrom  the  Rofe,  or  crimfon  Morn ; 
The  Perfian  Infefls  laboring,  wrought  with  Care 
The  JJender  Jilken  Threads  that  form  your  Hair  ^ 
The  clear,  quick  Luflre  of  your  piercing  Eyes, 
Was  fiot  from  Diamonds,  or  thefpangled  Skies  5 
Vermilion  Coral  left  its  ozie  Bed, 
To  fluff)  your  balmy  Lips  with  glowing  Red ; 
To  frame  your  Teeth, choice  Pearls  did  crowding  come> 
Each  from  itsfecret  Cell  in  Ocean's  Womb : 

Arabian 
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Arabian  Sweets  did  all  their  Stores  transfer. 
And  fed  from  Home,  to  breath  in  you,  bright  Star. 
Eden  once  flourijlid  like  your  blooming  Face, 
Tow  Shape,  your  Mem,  and  unaffected  Grace, 
From  Heavn  thefrft  of  Females  once  poffejid9 
Created  as  a  Pattern  to  the  reft  : 
From  Spring  your  Gaiety,  from  calmejl  Brooks 
Was  wafted  the  Serenenefs  of  your  Looks  $ 
Sweet  Philomel,  as  fie  departing,  Jung, 
Bequeath' d  the  Mufck  of  your  flvsr  Tongue; 
The  Down  of  Swans,  and  Lillies,  or  the  gay 
And  fragrant  Bloom  that  crowns  the  youthful  May, 
To  frame  your  Skin,  did  gracefully  unite 
Their  yielding  Softnefs,  and  unblemijlfd  White: 
The  vaft  Cerulean  Sky,  Earth,  Sea,  and  Air, 
Did  then  combind,  and  various  Stores  prepare 
(At  Heavens  commanding  Call  )  to  frame  you  fair. 
They  framd  you  of  their  rarejl  Treasures  joyrid, 
And  in  the  Mould  an  AngeTs  Soul  unflmnd. 
Therefore,  fair  Virgin,  whofe  moft  dazling  Charm* 
Can  Saints  and  Anchorites  bring  to  your  Arms, 
Let  us  this  Day,  for  zYs  a  Law  divine, 
Offer  our  mutual  Hearts  on  Cupid's  Shrine  $ 
Revel,  whilfl  living,  in  the  Joys  of  Love, 
Like  thundering  Jove,  and  other  Gods  above ;   - 
For  if  we  flight  bright  Venus  whilfl  we've  Breath, 
There'll  he  no  Thoughts  of  loving  after  Death, 

But  being  foon  tir'd  of  Greenwich,  I  proceeded 
on  my  Pilgrimage  to  Gravefend,  where,  (  and  at 
Stroud,  Rochefter,  and  Chatham  )  the  Vintners,  Inn 
keepers,  and  Victuallers,  are  more  extortioning 
than  any  Pawn-Broker,  who  has  the  Honefty  to 
take  no  more  than  Cent,  per  Cent,  for  what  Money 
they  lend.  Hereupon,  bidding  adieu  to  the 
County  of  Kent,  I  rambled  through  the  County 
of  Surry^  but  it  being  Affize»Time  when  I^ar- 

riir'/l 
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riv'd  at  Kivgjlon  upon  Thames^    I  found   I    was 
leap'd  out  of  the  Fryingpan  into  the  Fire,   for 
Provifions  and  Lodging  were  then  as  dear  as  a 
Suit  of  Law  in  Chancery  ^    fo  that  '  I  rid  forth 
with  into  the  County  of  Sitfjex,  where  I  faw  no 
thing  but  a  Parcel  of  Bumpkins  and  Milk- Wen 
ches  returning  all  home,  as  drunk  as  David's  Sow, 
from  a    Country-Wake.     Thence,   I  went  into 
Hampfoire,   where   Rufticks  are  as  fat    as  their 
Hogs  ^   arid  as  liquorifh  as  thofe  who  buy  their 
Honey.     In  this  County  is  Southampton,   where 
the  Sword  of  Sir  Bevis  is  held  in  as  much  Venera 
tion   by  the  Towns  People,  as  a  Piece  of  Paper 
wora  by  JPrentice-Boys,  and  Servant- Wenches  on 
Valentine*  Day.   Hence,  I  went  to  Portfmouth,  be 
twixt  which  Place  and  Hell,  the  Soldiers  garri- 
fon'd  here  fay,  there  is  but  only  a  Sheet  of  brown 
Paper^   however,   it  is    honoured  by  giving  the 
Title  of  a  Dutchefs   to  Squintabella,    alias  Mada- 
moifelle   Lovife  de  jjhierouattle.     At  this  Sea- port, 
croffing  the  Water,  1  reached  at  the  Diftance  of 
three  Leagues,  the  IJle  of  Wight,  and  proceeded 
to    Cari/broofi  Caftle,  which  inwardly,  ( as  well 
as   outwardly)  is  much  out  of  Repair,  efpecially 
the  Room  in    which   King  Charles  I.   was  con- 
fin'd  a  Prifoner,  a  little  before   the  horrid  Mur 
der   perpetrated  on  him,  the  then  prevailing  Par 
ty,    who   under  a  Stratocracy    or  Army-Power, 
brought  him   to    the  Block,   and  then  confpir'd

And  weeps,  till  fruitful  Albion  is  freed 
From  ffo  Fanaticks  peftilwtial  Breed  $ 
-dn  0 f fpr ing  fpriwg from  that  mojl  odious  Race, 
Whoje  Hanging  iff oitd  the  Tripple-Tree  difgrace. 
The.  Royal  Captive  here  remamd  in  Tears, 
Till  BradfhavV1  doomd  a  Period  to  his  Tears  ^ 
But  new  'the  injurd  Saint  in  Peace  does  dwell^ 
Whilfl  tho/e  that  judged  him,  burning  are  in  Hell.

Getting'  crofs.'-the  Water  again,  from  this  dif- 
.mal  Ifle,  I  no  fooner  fet  Foot  upon  'Terra  frma, 
rbut  I  rrtade  the  beft  of  my  Way  for  BerkJIrire  ^ 
.where  I  tcok  a  Survey  of  Windsor  Gaftle,  and^then 
thought_myfelf  as  well  qualify Pd  as  any  Knight 
of  the  Garter,  to  take  a  Pilgrimage  whither  i 
pleas'd:  So  with  a  full  Body,  and  an  empty  Sto 
mach,  (for  you  muft  know,  we  Pilgrims  live  not 
very  daintily )  I  went  into  Wiltfhir-.e,  where  I  as 
much  admiral  the  Cathedral  of  Soli/bury ,  (as  an 
Antiquary,  doth  an  old  Tomb :,  \vho  will  go  for 
ty  Miles,  and  more  to  fee  it)  becaufe  it  contained 
as  many  Windows  about  it,  as  a  German  Countefs 
did  once  Children  in  her  Womb,  which  were  juft 
three  hundred  fixty  five,  the  precife  Number  of 
Days  in.  the.

Next,  I  went  a  pilgramaeing  into  Devon/hire, 
which  might  be  properly  call  d  DevilJKre,  for  fee 
ing  how  the  Inhabitants  would  eat  White-Pots  red 
hot  in  a  Manner,  a  Stranger  would  be  apt  to  con 
clude,  they  came  from  whence  they  have  nothing 
elfe  for  their  Food  but  Brimftone  and  Fire.    Here 
upon,  I  galloped  ftrait  into  Cornwal,  a  County  ve 
ry  plentiful  of  Wood-Cocks,  not  only  flying  in 
the  Air,  but  you  fhould  alfo  fee  them  fmoaking 
or  tipling  in  every  Chimney- Corner,  in  Winter. 
Thence,!  rambled  into  Somerfetflrire,  where,  at  the 
JBath,  I  faw  fo  much  Whoredom  committed,  that 
I  thought  the  Men,  or  Women  neither  had  Occafion 
to  wafh  themfelves  in  hot  Water,  when  their  Bo 
dies  were  all  on  Fire  befote',    unlefs  it  was  to 
make  an  Experiment  of  that  Aphorifm  in  Phy- 
fick,   which  fays,  one  Heat  drives  out  another. 
Not  liking  this  Place,  I  took  a  Pilgrimage  (I  can't 
fay  Tour,  or  Progrefs.    becaufe  Pilgrims  are  not 
Noblemen)  into  Gloucejterfiire,  where  I  faw  the  Sins 
of  the  People  were  as  red  as  the  Scarlet  they  die , 
fo  I  foon  (hook  the  Duft  off  my  Shoes,  as  a  Tefti- 
mony  againft  their  Wickednefs,  and  went  to  Oxon. 

No 
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fooner  was  I  enter'd  into  Oxfordfihe,  but 
I  was  in  as  longing  a  Condition,  as  the  big-bellied 
Woman  was  for  a  bite  of  a  Butcher  s  Arm,  to  fee 
the  moft  famous  Univerfity  of  Oxford  -,  thinking 
that  in  that  Academy  and  Nurfery  of  .Learning, 
I  ihouid  fee  Piety,  and  Virtue,  climb  up  to  the 
very  Apex  of  Glory  $  but  too  foon  were  my 
Hopes  fruftrated,  for  inilead  of  Religion  and  good

being  religious,  that  they  were  afham'd  of  no 
thing  fo  much  as  that  any  mould  have  the  Cha 
rity  to  think  them  fo.  They  feem'd  to  cry  out 
upon  Eve,  for  a  lazy  and  dull  Sinner  j  whilft  in 
every  Oath  they  loudly  fwore,  that  Soul  not  worth 
damning,  that  could  not  fin  without  a  Tempta 
tion.  By  their  horrible  and  hideous  Oaths  they 
fhew'd,  as  if  indeed  they  had  this  defperate  De- 
fign  upon  Almighty  God,  to  render  his  facred 
Name  odious  to  the  World,  by  taking  it  often  in 
their  profane  Mouths.  Their  chief  Delight  was 
to  dwell  upon  the  fore  Place  of  an  obfcene  Poem  ^ 
at  the  fame  Time  never  commending  the  Poet, 
but  for  his  Infirmities.

Here  thofe  who 
have  Money  enough  allow'd  them  by  their  Friends, 
learn.,  firft  of  all  to  make  Choice  of  their  boon 
Co,"1' fc  lions,  how  to  rail  at  the  Statutes,  and 
jail '  good  Orders  5  how  to  wear  a  sraudv 
D  Suit, 
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Suit,  and  a  torn  Gown  *  to  curfe  their  Tutors 
by  the  Name  of  Baal's  Priefts,  and  to  fell  more 
Books  in  half  an  Hour,  than  they  had  bought 
them  in  a  -Year  ^  to  forget  the  fecond  Year  what, 
perhaps  for  want  of  Acquaintance  with  the  Vices 
of  the  Place,  they  were  forc'd  for  a  Pafs-Time 
to  learn  in  the  firft,  and  then  they  think  they 
have  Learning  enough  for  them  and  their  Heirs 
for  ever. 

Thought  I  to  my  fell,  if  this  is  Oxford,  the 
Devil  take  the  Collegians  and  Citizens  too,  for 
there  was  never  Barrel  the  better  Herring  betwixt 
either  of  'em  $  one  was  full  as  bad  as  the  other^ 
fo  I  e'en  made  the  beft  of  my  Way  into  Buck- 
ivgbamjlrire,  where,  at  Eaton  College,  finding  the 
Scholars  to  have  more  Guts  than  Brains,  and  lefs 
Learning  and  good  Manners  than  either  ol  the 
two,  Utmm  borwn  mavis  accipe,  as  you  may  fee 
in  Syntaxls.  I  rambl'd  through  Oxfordf/iire,  again 
Into  WurceflerJIme,  where  I  obferv'd  nothing  ma 
terial,  but  poor  Skeletons  of  Men  and  Women, 
knitting  Mittins  and  Stockings  ^  and  Children, 
both  Boys  and  Girls,  fmoaking  Tobacco,  in  Pipes 
as  black  as  their  Faces,  and  about  an  Inch  in 
Length,  for  a  Breakfaft.  Hence  I  went  into 
HerefordJIwe,  where  I  thought  myfelf  under  the 
fame  Punifhment,  as  Tantalus  was  when  in  Hell,  for 
the  Hedge- Rows  all  along  the  Roads,  being  full 
of  Apple-Trees,  the  Apples  would  bob  at  my 
Mouth,  but  I  could  not  catch  'em,  which  I  think 
was  tantalizing  me  with  a  Ye.lgtdnce. 

I  had  not  been  long  in  this  County,  before  I 
fteer'd  my  Courfe  for  WavwicliJInre,  where  in.  the 
City  of  Coventry,  I  was  fhew'd  the  wooda/Teft^6 
of  a  Cobler,  which  (as  the  People  told  me;  -was 
made  to  perpetuate  the  Memory  of  one  of  Crifpins 

Occupa- 
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Occupation,  whofe  Mouth  watering  to  peep  thro* 
his  Garret  Window,  to  fee  the  Lady  Godivas  Ay- 
forfootb,  as  fhe  rid  naked  on  Horfeback  through 
the  City,  to  releafe  the  Inhabitants  from  heavy 
Taxes  laid  upon  them  by  her  Hufband  Leofric, 
he  was  ftruck  blind  for  his  Saucinefs  of  prefum- 
ing  to  look  at  lac'd  Mutton.  But  above  all,  this 
County  glories  much  in  that  it  gave  Birth  to 
Guy  Earl  of  Warwick,  who  killing  a  fierce  dun  Cow 
upon  Dunmoor- Heath,  by  Duncburcb,  both  which 
Places  (I  fuppofe)  take  their  Names  from  this 
heroick  Bravery  •,  and  for  this  Piece  of  Service 
and  other  Exploits,  as  killing  a  wild  Boar  •,  his 
Memory  is  alfo  ftill  perpetuated,  as  well  as  the 
abovefaid  Coblers,  in  many  Victuallers  Signs,  to 
this  Day. 

Next,  going  into  NortbamptonJInre,  and  Night 
beginning  to  creep  upon  me,  I  began  to  be  migh 
ty  Melancholly,  as  being  all  alone  -,  but  as  good 
Luck  would  have  it,  I  overtook  a  Cordwainer, 
who  fas  he  told  me)  was  newly  recovered  from  a 
fad  Mifchance  \  for  walking  carelefly  one  Day,  he 
happen'd  to  have  a  Fall,  and  to  fquat  his  Breech 
upon  a  Hedge-Hog,  which  he  carry'd  away  as 
cleverly  (it  clinging  to  his  Buttocks)  as  if  he  had 
fate  upon  a  Ball  of  his  Wax.  Whether  there  is 
a  Sympathy  between  a  Shoemaker's  Tail,  and 
the  Skin  of  an  Urchin,  or  whether  the  Briftles 
of  the  Creature  enter'd  the  Pores  of  his  Backfide, 
I  lift  not  to  decide  that  Controverfy  now  5  but  how 
ever,  the  Mortal  complain'd,  that  it  was  an  unea- 
fy  CuOiion,and  that  that  Spinny  of  Awls,  had  made 
a  Cullender  of  his  Backfide.  But  being  not  much 
concern'd  at  the  Cerebrofity  of  his  fcievy  Bum,  the 
Eyelet-Holes  whereof  being  not  very  deep,  we 
went  together,  till  we  came  to  a  Church,  ftand-

ing  like  an  Ace,  and  moping  by  itfelf,  at  fome 
Diitance  from  a*  little  Village  *,  which,  whether 
it  ran  from  the  Parifh,  or  the  Parifh  from  it,  I 
was  not  then  informal ,  though  I  have  moil  Rea- 
fon  to  fufped  the  latter,  in  Regard  as  to  outward 
Appearance  the  weak  Conftitution  of  the  Fa- 
brick  feenul  not  much  to  be  addided  to  run.  It 
feeiml  to  be  very  crazy,  and  had  a  Muffler  of 
Ivy,  which  I  prefume  was  inftead  of  Crutches-, 
for  whereas  that  feeble  Vegetable  is  ufually  up 
held  by  the  Walls  it  clings  to,  I  believe  it  was  a 
Buttrefs  here  to  fupport  the  Walls.  But  having 
faddenM  ourAfped  with  the  melancholly  Looks  of 
this  defolate  Temple,  we  took  our  leave  of  it,  and 
fliot  diredly  into  the  Village  ^  at  our  firft  Saluta 
tion  whereof  we  chanc'd  to  p  :p  into  a  dapper  Ale- 
Houfe,  mightily  ftuft  with  a  huge  Hoftefs,  whofe 
Moiflure  diftilling  through  the  Pores  of  her  Body, 
and  being  fomewhat  turn'd  through  exceilive 
Heat,  ftruck  our  olfadive  Nerves  with  fo  great 
a  Sbwernefs,  that  we  had  quite  been  overcome 
with  this  Veilel  of  Vinegar,  had  (he  not  too 
much  jogg'd  herfelf  by  an  unhappy  Fall,  and  fpilt 
a  great  Quantity  of  her  unduous  Liquor.  The 
Shoemaker  conjedur'd  ihe  had  loft  about  five 
or  fix  Pounds  Avoirdupois,  from  her  Rear,  and 
prefently  concluded  ihe  was  in  great  Danger 
of  hanging  all  a-one-Side,  unlefs  fome  charitable 
Perfon  fhould  help  her  with  Thruft  of  affifting 
Nofe.  We  had  fcarce  prinVd  our  Pipes,  but  in 
comes  a  Law-jobber,  accompanied  with  a  Bum- 
Brufher,  or  School- Mafter  ot  the  Place,  who,  af 
ter  fome  Time,  took  Occafion  to  try  their  Skill  and 
Breeding  at  Fiftycuffs,  but  (Thanks  to  theStars) 
w  tho  t  any  Danger  to  their  Profeflions  ;  for  they 
did  not  fo  much  Aim  at  the  Head,  as  level  their 

Firy 
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Fury  at  each  others  Heels,  where  their  Know 
ledge  was  not  fnppos'd  to  lie,  tho'  fome  there  held 
that  they  had  as  much  Learning  at  one  End,  as 
they  had  at  t'other. 

At  this  blind  Alehoufe,  I  and  Crifpins  Difci- 
ple  lay  one  Night,  whence,  we  fojourn'd  toge 
ther  into  Bedfordflrire,  till  we  came  to  Diw/}abley 
a  Town  builded  by  King  Hemy  .1.  to  bridle  the 
Outrageoufnefs  of-  one  Dun,  a  notable  Thief,  from 
whom  it  takes  its  Name.  Here,  Mr.  Snob  ha 
ving  a  Miftrefs,  and  being  almoft  within  the 
Atmofphere  of  her  Prefence,  began  to  wind  her, 
and  had  a  great  Tendency  to  the  Place  were  (he 
was-,  fo  that  I  might  as  foon  expert  a  Stone 
to  fall  beyond  the  Centre,  as  that  this  Gentle- 
Craftfman  fhould  budge  further  ^  wherefore,  no 
thing  was  expected  now,  but  an  immediate  Di 
vorce  from  each  others  Company  •,  but  before  we 
parted,  he  oblig'd  me  with  the  ProfpecT:  both  of 
her  Perfon  and  Fortune.  As  for  the  firft,  as  fbon 
as  I  faw  it,  I  had  greater  Reafon  to  congratulate 
my  Eye- fight  than  before  ^  for  me  was  bleft  with 
the  moft  ravifhing  Afpecl,  and  a  fnug  Face,  moft 
prodigioufly  grac'd  with  a  dainty  fine  Nole,  fa- 
ften'd  in  the  Middle  5  which  was  not  like  fome 
Snouts  that  look  more  upon  one  Cheek,  than 
they  do  upon  the  other,  but  fhew'd  equal  Prof- 
peft  to  both,  not  at  all  difobligingthe  K.ight,  by 
fleering  too  much  orithe  Left.  And  then  for  her 
Eyes,  they  are  excellent  at  twiring,  and  would 
(I  warrant  you)  be  fure  to  keep  theNofe  fafe, 
for  one  look'd  one  Way,  and  the  other,  another. 
The  Woman  had  a  Mouth  too,  which  was  fome- 
what  bigger  than  that  of  a  Blunderbufs,  tho3  not 
twice  as  big  as  the  capacious  Bore  of  a  Wmclefter 
Quart-pot.  This  Mouth,  {he  put  but  to  one  Ufe, 

and 
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and  that's  the  fame  we  put  ours  to,  that  is,  to 
eat  three  or  four  Meals  in  a  Dayj  for  it  feems, 
whereas  other  Women  often  ufe  theirs  in  Pra 
ting  and  Twatling,  we  perceiv'd,  that  this 
fav'd  her  Mouth,  and  fpake  through  the  Nofe. 
As  I  have  given  you  the  Pidure  ot  her  Perfon, 
fo  now  I'll  prefent  you  with  a  Landikip  of  her 
Fortune.  As  for  her  Lands,  that  is,  Pafture- 
Ground,  and  Meadow,  we  could  not  difcern, 
but  that  (like  a  Spot  upon  the  Globe)  they 
took  but  little  Room  upon  the  Surface  of  the 
Earth  •,  and  (  like  the  Poffcflions  of  Alcibiades ) 
were  but  a  little  Speck  to  the  World.  A  little 
Muck  would  dung  her  Fallow  $  one  high  Table 
T---(to  fpeak  in  the  Oxford  Dialedt)  would 
much  enrich  it,  and  an  Ear  of  Corn  would  go 
near  to  fow  it :  'Tis  like,  (he  had  Grafs  enough 
for  a  Couple  of  Rabbits.  Having  furveyed  the 
Paramour,  and  the  Portion  of  this  fnivelling 
Cobler,  after  a  Treble  go-down  out  of  a  Tin-Pot, 
a  right  Line  Scrape  with  Left- Leg,  and  uncouth 
Doffing  off  a  bad  Bonnet,  I  return'd  his  Cobler- 
fhip  Thanks  for  his  Society,  and  folemnly  took 
Leave  of  my  Fellow- Traveller. 

After  this  Departure,  I  was  forc'd  to  beguile 
away  the  Time  in  the  Ihady  Solitude  of  filent 
Thoughts,  which,  before,  I  fpent  in  the  briiker 
Entertainments  of  Difcourfe  and  Dialogue.  At 
length  I  came  into  Cambridge/lure,  fome  Parts 
whereof  feem'd  to  be  a  little  Arabia  of  Sand,  e- 
nough  (as  I  thought)  to  fupply  all  the  Hour- 
Glafles  in  the  County  $  nay,  perhaps,  and  that 
of  Time  too,  till  the  laft  Minute.  Arriving  at 
the  LTniverfity  of  Cambridge,  I  lay  at  Jefm  Col 
lege,  in  the  Garden  of  which  Place,  I  difcover'd  a- 
mong  fome  Ruins,the  Snout;and  fome  other  Limbs 

of 
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of  a  mureler'd  Dial ,  )ret  it  was  not  fo  defac'd, 
but  that  I  could  difcover  in  its  Phyfiognomy,fome 
martynl  Figures,  that  were  yet  legible,  and  there 
were  fome  Reliques  of  Lines,  that  were  not  quite 
obliterated  by  Tatie,  who,  I  prefume,  being  vext 
that  it  fhould  obferve  his  Motions,  had  out  of  En 
vy  and  Malice,  thus  far  fet  his  Grinders  in  it,  to 
deface  it.  Here,  the  Students,  at  Oxford,  would 
be  as  drunk  as  any  Woman,  outfwear  a  Life 
guard-Man,  or  Hone- Grenadier  •,  and  eat,  drink, 
and  lie  with  any  Body.  But  when  I  faw  whole 
Shoals  of  great  hulking  Fellows,  in  fbch  ragged 
Gowns,  that  our  London  Bunters  would  fcorn  to 
pick  'em  up,  flocking  about  the  Kitchen-door* 
fome  with  Bafons,  fome  with  Porringers,  fome 
with  Pipkins,  fome  with  Pans,  fome  with  Cham- 
ber-Pots,  and  fome  \vith  their  very  Caps,  to 
beg  College  Broth  $  I  thought  the  Scene  a  very 
lively  Reiemblance  of  poor  Lazarus,  begging  for 
the  Crumbs  which  fell  from  the  Table  of  Dives. 

Hence,  I  went  into  Himtingdonffiire,  which  is  a 
very  proper  County  for  unfuccefsful  Lovers  to 
live  in  •,  for  upon  the  Lofs  of  their  Sweethearts, 
they  will  here  find  an  Abundance  of  Willow- Trees, 
fo  that  they  may  either  wear  the  Willow  green, 
or  hang  themfelves,  which  they  pleafe  ^  but  the 
latter  is  reckon'd  the  beft  Remedy  for  flighted 
Love.  Paffing  through  Godmanchefter,  I  rambled 
to  J^atfordin  fe?t/on^zYe,  near  which  Town,  for 
merly  Rood  Langley- Abbey,  the  Birth  Place  of 
Nicholas  fii  e.tkfiear.  who  in  the  Year  i  T  54,  being 
advanced  to  the  Papal  Dignity,  affum'd  the  Name 
of  Adrian  IV.  and  tho'  he  had  been  a  poor  Ser 
vant,  was  (o  proud,  as  to  excommunicate  an  Em 
peror  of  Germany,  a  Sicilian  King,  and  the  Sena 
tors  of  Rome ,  for  thefe  Popes  are  fawcy  Fellows, 

when 
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when  they  come  to  wear  triple  Crowns,  as  Kings 
of  Heaven,  Earth,  and  Hell  ^  which  laft  Place, 
they  have  enjoy 'd  by  Hereditary  Right  and  Suc- 
ceffion,  many  Ages  before  the  Reign  of  Pope 
Joan. 

Going  next  into  Effex,  which  is  asfubjecl:  to 
Agues,  as  the  Hundreds  of  Dtwy  is  to  the  Pox, 
and  the  whole  County  much  noted  for  its  excel 
lent  Calves,  but  the  biggeft  of  that  Sort  of  Cat 
tle  are  the  Inhabitants.  I  pafs'd  through  Colcbe- 
Jter,  and  crofiing  the  County,  got  into  Stafford- 
Jlrire,  where  being  inform'd  at  the  City  of  Lkb* 
'feld,  that  the  Thief-taker- General  of  England  firft 
receiv'd  his  damn'd  ftinking  Breath  it  that  Coun 
ty  •,  I  did  not  care  for  ftaying  long  there,  for 
Fear,  the  Change  of  this  Air  fhould  make  me  as 

vile,  and  double  corrupted  a as  himfelf. 

In  cafe  it  (hould  be  this  Fellow's  good  Fortune  to 
dance  at  Tyburn,  betwixt  Heaven  and  Earth,  as 
being  unworthy  of  either,  the  Ordinary  of  New 
gate  may  give  this  Account  of  him  in  his  dying 
Speech  -,  how  that  his  Parentage  was  very  ob- 
fcure  and  mean  5  his  Livelihood  at  firft  was  ob 
taining  Charity  from  Milk-Maids,  and  other 
Country  Lafles,  by  fqueezing  pretty  Ditties  out  of 
the  Womb  of  a  Bladder,  with  a  Piece  of  Pack 
thread  }  and  if  he  fhould  prove  fo  harden'd  at  the 
Gallows,  as  to  make  no  larger  ConfefHon  of  him 
felf,  fet  him  down  (like  Paul  Lorrain)  obftinate.  In 
fine,  he  had  fuch  a  bad  Charader  among  his  own 
Country-Men,  that  feme  faid,  it  was  great  Pity 
he  had  not  been  hang'd  as  foon  as  he  was  breech'd  ^ 
whilft  others  reply  5d,  that  he  ought  never  to  die, 

but  be  toCs'd  from  D — -1  to  D 1,  till  there 

was  no  Hell  left  to  tofs  him  in  any  longer. 

I  foon 
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I  foon  made  the  beft  of  my  Way  into  Sbrop- 
Jl)ire,  where,  at  a  little  Town,  or  rather  Village, 
call'd  Woor,  happened  a  fad  Misfortune  -3  for  a  cer 
tain  Glafs-Cafe,  by  Reafon  of  the  Rudenefs  of 
two  lufty  PufTes,  but  whether  affrighted  at  their 
CatterwauJiijg,  or  it  being  not  able  to  bear  them 
in  the  Ads  of  Love,  I  cannot  tell  which,  but 
certain  it  was,  it  let  go  its  Hold,  and  after  a  dif- 
mal  Mannercame  blundering  down,  attended  with 
the  Ruin  of  feveraljiggumbobs,  andjimcracks,  as 
the  Ivory  Gums  of  a  toothlefs  Comb,  a  little 
bottle- brecch'd  Glafs  replenifh'd  with  Love  Pow 
der  \  a  Brace  of  blind  Needles,  that  loft  their  Eyes 
in  the  Fall  ^  a  double  Scut  of  a  Kare  ty'd  up  with 
a  fingle  Packthread  \  the  latter  End  of  an  old 
Broomftick}  the  Butt  End  of  an  old  Sugar- Loaf  j 
the  true  Lovers  Knot  made  in  Wire,  a  fquare  bit 
of  Tin,  the  Margin  of  a  broad  Hat,  one  Finger- 
Stall,  two  Taggs,  a  Fefcue  made  of  Brafs  Wire,  a 
crackM  Glafs  with  a  Club-Foot,  the  Skin  of  an 
Onion  ftuft  with  Arfenick,  and  one  Whisker  of  a 
bearded  Arrow.  But  as  one  Misfortune  feldom 
comes  alone,  fo  this  was  attended  with  another, 
for  a  young  Salopian  La  is  who  was  the  Proprietor 
of  thefe  Things,  took  the  Accident  of  them  fo 
much  to  Heart,  that  fhe  very  decently  hang'd 
herfelf,  to  the  no  fmall  Comfort,  to  be  fure,  of  her 
Parents,  who  had  fix  or  feven  Children,  befides 
this  unhappy  Daughter,  whom  nobody  could 
blame  for  this  Piece  of  Rafhnefs  ^  for  is  it  not  a  fad 
Thing  to  lofe  fo  commodious  a  Place,  to  lay  pretty 
Things  in,  and  all  by  the  Mifdeme^nour  of  two 
unmannerly  Cats  ?  For  where  could  this  poor 
Creamre  afterwards  have  laid  her  Gaily- Pots, 
Gums,  and  Pomatum  ?  Had  thefe  Moufehunters 
only  eas'd  Nature  there,  and  then  jingerly  deparr 

E  ted, 
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ted,  they  had  been  very  excufable  ^  but  firft  .to 
come  (lily  into  a  Ladies  Chamber,  and  then  to 
fquabble  and  fall  out  there,  and  in  the  Midft  of 
their  Quarrel  to  purfue  one  another  to  the  Top  of 
£  Shelf,  and  there  to  renew  the  Battle  again,  and 
to  box  one  another  'till  they  fell  themfelves,  and 
demoliftul  that  very  Thing  which  fupported  them 
in  their  bickering,  as  the  Fool  in  the  Fable  faw'd 
off  the  Bough  he  fat  on,  Oh  !  this  is  a  very  fad 
Thing  indeed  •,  and  would  make  any  other  young 
Woman,  who  had  no  more  Senfe  then  fhe,  hang 
herfelf  like  wife. 

But  bidding  Adieu  to  the  proud  Salopians,  I 
went  into  Cbejlrire,  where  the  Towns  ending  much 
upon  the  Wich,  as  Nantwicb,  Middlewicb,  North- 
vlch  -,  I  thought  they  affected  the  Dutch  Way  of 
putting  one  Same  to  the  End  of  their  Towns,  as 
Rotterdam,  Schiedam,  Amfterdam,  and  fo  forth. 

In  the  City  of  Cbejler,  I  happen'd  to  lie  at  a 
Phyfician's  Houfe,  whofe  Pretences  to  Learning 
were  very  great,  but  by  our  Converfation,  I 
found  him  to  have  more  Stomach  than  Brains, 
and  therefore  was  more  like  to  have  more  Con- 
folation  in  tbeKitchin,  than  in  a  Study-,  for  there, 
perhaps  he  might  find  a  Jobb  of  Work  for  his 
Grinders  •,  whereas  he  knew  not  what  to  do  with 
his  Books,  unlefs  he  Ihould  ad  the  Moth,  and  eat 
them.  I  perceiv'd  his  Parts  to  lie  more  towards 
the  Powderingtub,  than  his  Pharmacopeia  $  for 
whilft  he  was  bufy  in  the  former,  he  might  keep 
himfelf  alive,  but  when  he  read  in  the  latter, 
he  would  kill  his  Patients.  We  had  fome  roaft 
Beef  for  Supper ;  and  I  commonly  found  him 
within  an  Inch  of  the  Dripping-pan,  with  an  Acre 
of  Bread  in  his  Hand,  which  he  callM  a  Sop, 
and  with  it,  when  my  Back  was  turn'd,  he  ufu- 
ally  fpung'd  up  the  Dripping,  whereby  he  chea 
ted 
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ted  Sir-Loyn,  and  robb'd  his  Knighthood  of  its 
due  Moifture.  Hence,  I  went  into  the  County  of 
Northumberland,  where  I  found  Newcaftle,  almoft 
entirely  furrounded  with  Coal  Pits,  whence  feeing 
Myriads  of  Men,  as  black  as  Old  Nick,  afcending 
out  of  the  fubterranean  Shops,  upon  the  Surface 
of  the  Earth,  I  imagin'd  them  to  have  been  fo 
many  Cyclops  who  had  been  helping  Vulcan  to  forge 
Thunderbolts  for  Jupiter.  Not  liking  the  Con- 
verfation  of  thefe  EngliJI)  Negroes,  I  ftept  over  the 
River  Tine  into  the  County  of  Durham,  where, 
in  the  City  bearing  the  fame  Name,  I  lay  one 
Night  ^  and  next  Morning  taking  my  Leave  of 
my  Landlady,  about  half  a  Mile  from  the  Town, 
I  faw  a  Church-Yard,  where  was  a  whole  Herd 
of  Swine  a  routing,  as  if  they  had  beenturn'd 
in  on  Purpofe  to  root  up  Chriflians,  as  they  are  in 
the  Fields  in  Italy,  to  dig  up  Turtles.  A  little 
Wall  lay  fculking  abouF  this  Territory  of  the 
dead,  which  I  fuppofe,  was  plac'd  there  as  a  Bul 
wark  to  their  Alhes  $  but  it  prov'd  but  a  feeble 
Fence  againft  the  Intrufion  of  the  Lambs,  who 
made  frequent  Capreols  into  this  filent  Dormi 
tory  :  The  Mound  was  raised  a  little,  capt  with 
Turf,  and  ehviron'd  with  the  Hollownefs  of  a 
good  handfome  Ditch  ^  but  yet,  neither  Cap,  nor 
Ditch  could  keep  thefe  Animals  from  leap-frog 
ging  over  them,  from  grazing  in  a  Charnel- 
Houfe,  and  from  turning  a  Ccemitery  of  Shades, 
and  Ghofts  into  a  feeding  Pafture  of  hungry 
Bealrs. 

At  laft,  I  got  into  Tork/I)ire,  where,  beyond 
Northallerton,  meeting  with  a  Herdfman,  I  was 
almoft  frighted  out  of  my  Wits,  for  this  Fellow 
wss  a  ftrange  Creature,  wonderfully  GotWd,  and 
even  to  Barbarity  itfelf.  He  was 
E  2  really 
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really  a  Clown  in  grain,  an  uncultivated  Boor, 
a  Beaft  of  the  Herd  in  Humane  Shape.    I  pro- 
posM  a  Query  or  two   about  the  Genius  of  the 
County-,  he  told  me  the  Soil  was  cold,  and  big 
with  Clay,   and  would  doubtlefs  yield  a    good 
Harveft  of  Tobacco-Pipes :,  and  as  for  the  Inha 
bitants,  he  faid,  they  were  a  Pap-Pudding  Sort  of 
People,  much  addided  to  that  vile  Sort  of  Crea 
ture.     As  he  faid,  I  faw  a  whole  Table    at  a 
Chriftening,    fpread  with    a  Yard   of  Pudding, 
and  a  Balk  of  Beef,  a  Ridge  at  one  End  and  a 
Furrow  at   the  other  ^  which  did  fo  wonderfully 
work  upon  the  Chaps  of  the  Goffips,  and  make 
their  Mouths  water,   that  the   Godfathers  and 
Godmothers  fell  furioufly  to   Snouting  for  feme- 
few  Morfels}  mean  while  the  two  ear'd  Pitcher, 
that  flood  upon  the  Bench,  was  Mr.  Prymd  in 
Scuffle,  that  is,  loft  a  Lug  in  the  Fray  ^  and  as  I 
was  afterwards1  informM,  the  Diftaff  loft  a  Lock 
or  two  of  its  flaxen  Perriwig.    The  Women  of 
this  Country  are  very  coming,  and  are  as  great 
Breeders,  as  any   of  our  Evglifi  ^itakers  •,  and  as 
for  the  Men,   they  are  naturally  born  Thieves, 
being  as  dextrous  Rogues  at  Horfe- Stealing  as  a 
Serjeant  at  the  Poultry,   or  J^oodftreet-Compter  in 
felling  Minutes  dearer  than  a  Watchmaker.    But 
among  rational    Wonders    in  a  Village,  where 
I  fay,  the    moft  remarkable   WONDER    was 
an  eminent  Cot-Quean,  a  meer  Woman  in  the 
Habit  of   a     Man,    a    Kind  of   Mol  Cut-Purfe 
Creature,  an  Epicene  Animal  of  a  twifted  Gen 
der,  who  had  a  Petticoat  Soul  in  a  trunk-breeched 
Body,  and  fcandaliz'd  Virility,  by  Skill  in  Houfe- 
wifery.     He  fpun  (the  Neighbours  faid)  like  & 
Spider,  and  made    his  Wheel  giddy  by  a   fwift 
He  was  a  learned  Craftfman  in  the  ma 
king 
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king  of  Diet,  a  notable  Food-Framer,  who  buffet 
ed  Cream,  till  he  frighted  it  into  a  Confiftence, 
and  then  knocking  it  into  Butter,  fqueez'd  it 
afterwards  with  Dexterity  of  Fifl.  He  was  alfo 
endow'd  with  the  Gift  of  toffing  Pancakes,  and 
had  a  wonderful  Knack  at  tempering  the  Materials 
of  a  Bag-Pudding,  infomuch,  that  he  furpafs'd  all 
the  Dairy-Maids  in  the  Milk-Pan  Accomplifh- 
ments ,  and  was  alfo  excellently  well  qualify'd 
for  a  Meal- Tub  Office.  Here  I  tafted  of  the 
Hofpitality  of  this  foemafculine  Wight,  who 
fpread  ajointftool  with  feveral  Sorts  of  Viands, 
which  though  not  very  delicate,  yet  the  Varie 
ty  might  attone  and  make  amends  for  their 
Meannefs.  Here  was  the  Epidermis  of  a  Hog, 
the  outward  Skin,  calFd  the  Sword  of  Bacon, 
which  was  infected  with  the  Jaundies,  for  it 
look'd  very  yellow  5  next,  was  the  Hull  of  a 
Pefcod,  plunder'd  of  its  Peafe,  a.nd  corn'd  with 
Salt  ^  fome  broken  Fragments  of  Sheeps  Trotters, 
St.  Ldnrenc'd  on  a  Gridiron  $  the  minc'd  Spurs 
of  a  bootlefs  Cock,  a  fkin'd  Quadrant  of  foft 
Cheefe,  well  fa  we'd  with  the  Butt-ends  of  forked 
Scallions  ^  and  the  mouldy  Reverfion  of  an  an 
tiquated  Loaf,  dipt  in  the  Verdure  WatercrefTes 
Pottage,  which  afforded  me  the  Refrefhment  of 
a  pretty  Collation :  After  which  I  went  to  BeJ^ 
and  flept  very  found  till  next  Morning.  When, 
getting  that  Day,  into  Newark  upon  Trent,  Not- 
tinghamflnre,  I  was  no  (boner  arriv'd  into  the  Na 
vel  of  the  Town,  but  I  faw  fuch  an  Alfembly  of 
Provifion  as  reprefented  a  Market,  which  was 
unhappily  diftuf Kd  by  an  unfortunate  Accident  j 
fora  certain  Bull  of  an  uncertain  Man,  having 
irriftaken  his  Box,  and  taken  Pepper  in  the  Nofe 
inftead  of  Snuff,  and  being  enrag'd  and  heated 
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by  Virtue  of  the  Spice,  took  a  frifk  about  the 
Crofs,  and  ernpty'd  by  his  Ramble  all  Stalls  and 
Panniers-,  fo  that  this  brifk  Cuftomer  made  a 
fcrambling  kind  of  Dinner  for  the  whole  County  .5 
for  the  Mob,  alias  the  civilized  Rabble,  was  rid 
ing  upon  one  anothers  Backs  for  Viands  and  Boo 
ty,  and  was  tumbling  among  the  Ruins  of  Ba- 
kers,  Butchers,  and  Coftermongers. 

Hence  I  made    a  Pilgrimage  to  Grantbam  in 
Iwcdnjlnre,  where  a  little  out  of  Town  I  ever  took 
a  Fellow,  who  began  to  ftrike  up  with  his  Pipe, 
and  thinking  he  had  but  one,   he  prefently  per- 
Ceiv'd  it  to   be   multiply  "d  into  an  Organ,  and 
wondered  (with  the  Bumpkin  that  pmTd  at  the 
Bellows)  that  he  had  fo  much  Harmony  in  him. 
For  you  mud  know  hereabouts  dwelt  a  Thing 
calfd  an  Eccbo,  who  as  foon  as  fhe  heard  Sol,  fa, 
whip!  fhe  improv'd  the  Melody  into  Noife  and 
Confort  j  prefently  increafing  thofe  fingle  Notes 
into  the  whole  Gamut  -,  and  moft  neatly  play'd 
the  Wag  with  the  Tail  of  his  Voice,  being  a  very 
pretty  Songfter,  that  fings  well  by  the  Ear,    But 
leaving  the  Piper  by  himfelf  to  folaee  with  the 
tatling  Reverberation  of  Voice,  I  proceeded  on 
jiiy  Journey  into  Rutland/we,  the  leaff  County  in 
England,   where  at  Oakbam,  the  Shire-Town,  is  a 
Cuftom,  that  when  a  Nobleman  comes  on  Horfe- 
bftk  within  its  Precinds,  the  Inhabitants  make 
him  pay  the  Homage  of  a  Shoe  from  his  Horfe, 
or  take  Money  for  it.    And  fo  exorbitant  is  this 
Cuftom  grown  now,  that  if  a  Lady,  be  fhe  as  tall 
as  long  Meg  of  Wejlm'mfter,  or  as  fhort  as  the  little 
Woman,    that   was  carried  formerly  about  the 
Country  in  a  Box,   as  fat  as  the  Royal  Sovereign 
the  largeft  firft  Rate  Fire-Ship  that  fails  Dnn-y- 
,  and  the  narrow  Seas  contiguous  to  it,  or 
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as  lank  as  Pharaotfs  lean  Kine,  they  would  fwear 
fhe  was  a  Flanders  Mare,  and  prefently  take  toll 
from  her  Foot.    This  Sharpneis  hath  made  moil 
of  the  Riitlavdf/rire  People,  much  addided  to  the 
Vice  of  Theft  ^  every  Thing  (licks  to  their  pitchy 
Fingers  ^  and  they  have  fuch  an  attractive  Virtue* 
that  wherever  they  come,  all  Things  trot  after 
the  Magnetifm  of  their  Perfons.     A  Fellow  fquat- 
ing  upon  a  Criket  in  a  Room  I  was  in,  and  rifing 
up  from  his  Seat,   the  Stool  on  a  Sudden  (as 
if  tackt  to  his  Backfide)  immediately  march'd 
after  him,  to  the  great  Amazement  of  the  Wo 
man  of  the  Houfe,  who  did  not  fufpeft,  that  his 
Bum  had  Hands,  or  that  her  Stool  fo  nimbly 
could  have    us'd  its    Legs.     Another  efpying  a 
Cylinder  of  Bag-Pudding  pretty  Thick  in  the 
Wafte,  lolling  upon  the  Table,  whilft  the  Hoftefs 
turn'd  her  Back,  in  the  very  twinkling  of  her 
Head,  pocufs'd  it  into  Fob,  and  fo  fhrouded  its 
Dirnenfions  into  a  fecond  Bag.    Moreover  obferv- 
ing  a  joulter  headed  Fellow,  looking  very  wilh* 
fully  at  rny  Head,  fearing  he  had  fome  Defign  up 
on  what  few  Brains  I  had,  to  furnifh  his  own 
empty  Noddle  ^  I  prefently  paid  my  Reckoning, 
and 'made  the  beft  of  my  Way  for  London  ^  where 
I  was  no  fooner  arriv'd,  but  perceiving  moft  Peo 
ple  murmuring  at  the  great  Indulgence  then  ex 
tended  to  the  Dilfarters,  I  composed   (at  the  earn 
ed  Requeft  of  fome  Friends)  the  following  Lines 
on  Toleration. 

Religion!  Now  a  meer  fantaflick  Name, 
The  Heathens  Glory,  but  the  Chriftians  Shame*, 
A  Cloak  for  Hyprocites,  the  Tool  of  Statc> 
And,  to  decoy  dull  Fools,  the  Levites  Bait  j 
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Thy  Luflre  was  not  tavnijlid  in  the  Time 

When  Vice  was  ill,  and  Virtue  was  no  Crime  ? 

W'hen  holy  Folks  from  Sin  for  Refuge  fad, 

And  no  Diffention  in  Opinions  bred. 

In  the  frjl  Infancy  of  humane  Race, 

The  World  was  overfiadowed  with  Grace  ; 

The  very  Light  of  Nature  Goodnefs  taught, 

And  bumble  Vofries  to  the  Altar  brought  5 

Where  Hecatombs,  no  longer  doomd  to  live, 

Sincere  Devotion  did  to  Heaven  give. 

Again,  the  Jews  were  not  f§  very  blind, 

But  they  in  Rites  and  Types  cou'd  Bleffings  find  •, 

Mofaic  Cujloms,  and  Levitic  Rules, 

Was  all  the  Doftrine  of  the  Rabbins  Schools : 

In  myftic  Rites,  and  ceremonial  Laws, 

With  GOD  and  Angels  they  cond  plead  their  Caufe 

But  now  the  Temple- Veil  is  drawn  afide, 

Which  did  the  Truth  in  Hieroglyphicks  hide, 

The  great  MeiHah,  by  a  wonfrous  Birth, 

From  Heaven  came,  to  preach  to  Men  on  Earth  5 

Wbofef acred  Sermons  flew^d  the  certain 

How  all  the  World  JEHOVAH  mujt  obey: 

And  by  his  feamlefs  Garment  we  may  fee, 

One  only  Faiih  doespleafe  the  Deity. 
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So  Toleration's  but  a  Wile,  to  draw 
DifTenters  from  tfo  Gofpel  and  tie  Law  5 
But  none  by  fiich  Indulgence  mil  be  Jlmmmdy 
But  Fools,  that  will  in  fpite  of  Fate  be  d— -'d. 
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AVING  had  a  Suit  of  Law  in 
Chancery,  which  was  loft  thro'  my 
Lawyers  Mifmanagement,  at  the 
Charge  of  twenty  five  Pounds  out 
of  Pocket,  i  could  not  forbear  mak 
ing  the  following  Obfervations  on 
the  Unhappinefs  of  thqfe  'eople  who  go  to  Law. 
Some  are  fo  zealous  to  ruin  one  another,  that 
WeJlmnf.eY'Hall  is  every  Term  made  the  Place  of 
Definition.  They  fatten  upon,  worry  and  tear 
one  another  \  and  he  that  gets  the  better,  gene 
rally  pays  fo  dear  for  his  Vi&ory  that  he  had 
better  have  fat  down  by  the  Lofs.  Not  that  I 
would,  with  the  Sorinjaw,  ftretch  that  Command 
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of  our  Saviour  to  his  Difciples,  to  let  the  Coat  go 
after  the  Cloak,  and  make  it  a  Sin  againft  the  Gof- 
pel,  for  Chriftians  to  go  to  Law,  any  farther,  than 
that  they  fhould  not  contend  for  Trifles.  Chrijti- 
amty  lays  no  Body  open  to  be  abus'd,  and  impos'd 
upon,  where  a  regular  Remedy  may  be  had.  It 
forbids  doing  as  we  would  not  be  done  by,  and 
obliges  us  to  bearing  and  forbearing,  rather  than 
to  be  litigious  ;  but  takes  away  no  Body's  Proper 
ty,  nor  gives  fo  much  Countenance  to  Injuftice, 
as  to  dilarm  the  opprefs'd  from  recovering  iheir 
Right,  Had  going  to  Law  been  a  Crime  in  it- 
felf,  it  had  never  been  permitted  to  the  Jews. 
They  were  allow'd  it,  and  had  Courts  by  divine 
Appointment  eredted  for  the  Determination,  of 
what  belonged  to  every  Man.  And  it  is  too  much  for 
a  few  finguiar  DifTenters  upon  a  Text,  to  take  upon 
themfelves  the  putting  a  Bar  to  Cbrijtian  Liberty, 
which  in  all  Ages  has  been  admitted.  Nor  can 
we  fee  here  that  thefe  Precepts  of  the  Sermon  upon 
the  Mount,  be  confin'd  as  fome  would  have  them, 
to  the  firft  Ages  only:  That  what  was  legal  in 
thofe  Days,  it  is  not  the  fame  now.  It  feems  to 
be  from  too  much  Inclination  to  the  World,  fuch 
Expofitions  have  been  fet  up,  that  make  a  Diffe 
rence  in  Times  and  Seafons,  as  if  the  Precepts 
of  the  Gofpel  were  not  always  of  the  fame  Ob 
ligation  -,  and  we  could  excufe  ourfelves  in  the 
Contempt  of  them,  bccaufe  we  are  not  the  Per- 
fons  they  were  immediately  deliver'd  to. 

Tho"1  the  litigious  Humour  of  fome  Men  rich 
ly  deferve  a  chargeable  Remedy,  there  is  yet  a 
Commiferation  due  fometimesto  their  Antagonifir. 
A-Man  may,  whether  he  will  or  not,  be  engaged 
in  thefe  bloody  Conflicts  at  the  Suit  of  his  Neigh- 
hour's  Pride  or  Malice.  And  fince  the  mod  peace, 
able  Temper  may  be  oblig'd  to  complain  of  Op« 
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preffion,  or  anfwer  the  Charge  of  Picque  and  Re 
venge  •,  'tis  Pity  but  Juftice  were  to  be  obtained 
at  a  cheaper  Rate,  and  a  flight  Wound  maybe 
cur'd  without  Amputation,  which  nothing  but  a 
Gangrene  can  juftify.  We  could  wifh  the  Law 
were  lefs  chargeable  ^  that  feeking  Right  were 
not  as  bad  as  fuffering  Wrong :  That  the  Avenues 
to  Juftice  were  not  to  be  fet  with  Robbers,  that  a 
Man  muft  loie  one  Purfe  to  recover  another,  and 
be  ftript  into  the  Bargain.  Jujfice  (we  are  told) 
fhould  be  blind,  and  fo  we  think  fheis,  when  fhe 
can't  fee  the  exorbitant  Fees  of  her  Attendants. 
When  to  be  let  in  and  let  out,  cofts  fo  much  Op- 
prefilon,  nothing  could  have  been  feverer.  When 
the  Man  that's  fummon'd  to  anfwer  in  a  litigious 
Suit,  muft  go  thro1  fo  many  Toils,  and  be  fo  often 
fpung'd  in  his  Paifage,  he  might  as  well  have 
pafs'd  for  Guilty,  as  pleaded  Innocence  :  Like 
the  Chriftians  in  Turkey,  who  pay  double  Taxes 
for  their  Religion,  and  hire  infidel  Moderation 
to  connive  at  their  Patriarch's  Jurifdi&ion.  Why 
thefe  Imports  were  laid  upon  the  Road  to  Juftice, 
\ve  never  could  underftand.  How  that  can  be 
made  out,  we  are  much  at  a  Lofs.  Which  of  the 
liberal  Arts  or  Sciences  thrives  upon  the  Fees  of 
Door-Keepers  ?  Is  copying  and  Abbreviation  fo 
effential  a  Point  to  Learning,  a  Nation  could 
not  have  maintained  a  Character  without  it  >  Are 
fo  many  Lines  a  Sheet,  and  fo  many  Words  in  a 
Line,  fo  Mathematical  a  Subtraction  of  ones 
Money,  that  the  Credit  of  the  Nation  muft  rife 
In  Proportion  to  the  Lofles  of  the  poor  Meagre, 
xvafted  Culprit  ?  We  are  told  too  'tis  upon  a  poli 
tick  Account,  to  prevent  Contention :  That  the 
more  difficult  is  the  Way  to  Juftice,  the  more 
People  are  inclin'd  to  be  quiet,  "if  the  Courts 
were  open  to  every  Grievance,  there  would  be 
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Complaints  without  End.  A  Hog  could  not  go 
thro"  a  Stone  Yard,  but  the  Law  muft  be  rais'd 
againft  theTrefpafler.  A  Man  could  not  be  an  Hour 
without  a  SitbpviM  or  Attachment,  if  there  was 
Room  for  every  Body's  Impertinence.  3Twould 
prevent  Contention  as  effectually,  if  the  Perfon 
in  Fault  were  puniftYd  ^  if  paying  fufficient  Coft 
to  the  Adverfary  or  Fine,  were  inflicted  by  the 
Court  upon  a  litigious  Plaintiff,  or  roguiih  De 
fendant. 

As  the  Caufe  (lands,  the  Law  is  a  Weapon  for 
the  Proud,  and  revengeful.  Thefe  may  be  in 
the  Right,  at  leaft  have  their  Revenge,  if  their 
Purfe  be  the  longed.  So  chargeable  have  been 
the  Methods  of  bringing  Oppreflbrs  to  Account, 
fo  expenfive  the  Armour  to  defend  the  Innocent, 
that  one  may  think  the  firft  Lofs  had  been  the 
bcft,  and  the  other  wifti  he  had  let  the  Coat  go 
to  him  that  had  taken  away  the  Cloak.  There's 
a  Revolution  indeed  of  Kftates,  and  where  the 
Law  has  broke  one  Family,  it  has  rais'd  another. 
If  the  Defolation  the  Law  has  made,  were  re 
corded,  and  the  Enfigns  of  the 'Orphans  and  Wi 
dows  were  hungup,  whofe forlorn  Relations  have 
been  prefs'd  into  the  Service,  there  would  be  no 
Foorn  for  thofe  brought  from  the  Danube  and 
Ramellies.  'Tis  true,  much  may  be  faid  in  Favour  of 
a  miitaken  Client,  in  Excufe  of  Ignorance,  PaiTion, 
and  the  like  :  But  where  a  Man  engages  in  a 
Caufe  palpably  litigious  and  unjuft,  he  becomes 
a  Party  to  the  Injuftice,  and  deferves  at  leait 
equal  Punifhment  with  him  he  appears  for.  Thou 
farveft  a  Thief,  and  confevtedjl  wito  him,  is  charge 
able  upon  the  Pleader,  as  a  Perfon  concern'd. 
Should  thefe  Maintainers  of  Learning  be  merce 
nary,  and  like  Sergeants  at  the  Compter ,  gape  at 
every  Retainer  ?  Should  they  have  an  Indul 
gence 
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gence  to  crofs-bite  an  Evidence,  to  abufe  the  Ad- 
verfary,  and  rip  up  the  Misfortunes  of  his  Fami 
ly,  and  belch  a  few  Witticifms  inftead  of  Ar 
guments  ?  How  ihall  the  World  maintain  Reve 
rence  to  their  Opinion  ?  How  fliall  we  take  them 
for  the  Guides  of  Confcience,  fet.afide  the  re 
ceive!  Interpretation  of  the  Law,  and  believe  them 
when  they  Ciy,  The  Cafe  is  alter  d  ?  I  ihall  fay 
no  more  upon  this  Point,  but  only  ufe  thefe 
Words  of  our  Saviour,  Woe  unto  you  alfo,  ye  Law 
yers  :  For  ye  lade  Men  with  Burdens  grievous  to  be 
born,  and  ye  \ourfelves  touch  not  the  Burdens  with  one 
of  your  Fingers.  Ifo  unto  you  Lawyers  :  For  ye  have 
taken  away  the  Key  of  Knowledge  :  Te  entered  not  in 
yowfelves,  and  they  that  were  entring  in,  ye  kindred. 

Being quitefurfeited  with  feeingthe  Legerdemain, 
or  hocus  pocus  Tricks  of  Madam  Aflr&a.  alias  Juflice, 
the  Day  after  Trinity -Term  being,  dreft  with  Aurora, 
nay  before  (he  had  put  on  her  Indian  Gown,  I  fet 
out  with  the  San  in  order  to  take  a  Pilgrimage  in 
to  Wales,  who  bearing  me  Company  but  little 
xvhile,  withdrew  into  an  Appartment  behind  a 
Cloud,  at  whofe  Ablence,  the  Heavens  frowning 
and  contracting  their  Brows,  did  prefently  fall 
,a  crying,  and  wept  fuch  plentiful  Showers  of 
Tears  that  they  moiftned  my  Skin  with  the 
Deluge  of  their  Grief.  At  the  End  of  8  or  9 
Days,  I  reached  IFales,  which  is  the  moft  mon- 
ftrous  Limb  in  the  whole  Body  of  Geography  ^ 
tor  'tis  generally  reported  to  be  without  a  Mid- 
file,  or  if  it  hath  a  Navel,  it  is  3^et  a  Terra  in 
cognita  ^  for  I  never  could  find  that  ever  any 
Man  dwelt  there,  the  Natives  confeifing  them- 
felves  only  Borderers.  Surely  the  Reafori  why 
they  do  fo  much  affed  the  Circumference  of  their 
Country,  and  abominate  the  Centre,  is,  becaufe. 
are  afharru}  of  the  Dominion  5  and  indeed, 
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'tis  a  Sign  they  have  but  a  little  Kindnefs  tor 
their  Nation,  who  (like  unnatural  Sons)  run  irom 
their  Mother  their  Country,  and  when  out  of  her 
Embraces,  i.ever  return  again.  A  Weljhmajf9 
when  once  abroad,  hath  no  more  Tendency  Home, 
than  a  Stone  an  Inclination  to  fall  upward: 
He  will  trot  o'er  the  Globe,  and  rather  endure 
the  Affliction  of  any  Exile,  than  the  cruel  Punifli- 
ment  of  being  banifh'd  Home  $  if  he  is  once  on 
this  Side  Dee,  neither  Hunger,  nor  Hufks,  nor 
any  Kind  of  Hardfhip  {hall  drive  him  on  the 
other. 

No  fooner  had  I  fet  my  Feet  upon  Tfrelfl)  Turf, 
but  in  a  little  Time  I  found  the  Country   was 
tuckt  in  on  all  Sides  with  the  Sea,  except  on 
the  Eaft,  on  which  Part  it  was  ditch'd  in  from 
England  by  that  notable  Delver,  King  O/Ii,  King 
of  the  Mercians :  Over  this  Dike,  if  any  Welfoimn 
chance  to  fkip  with  his  Sword  by  his  Side,  by 
King  Harolds  Law,   he  was  to  lofe  a  Branch  of 
his  Body,  I  e.  his  right  Arm  was  lopt  off  by  the 
King's  Officers.     Some  think  it  had    its  Name 
from  its  Godfather  Idwallo,    Son   to  Cadwallader^ 
who  with  a  fmall  Crew  of  Britons,  at  the  Arrival 
of  the  Saxons,   hid   themfelves  in    this  Corner. 
Others  fuppcfe   them  to    be  the   Spawn   of  the 
Garls,  from  whom  they  feem  to  be  but  a  few  Aps 
rem- Vd  •,  ap  G alloys,  up  Gauls,  ap  TFallois,  dp  Wales. 
As  for  the  Inhabitants,  they  are  a  pretty  Sort 
of  Creatures,  which   when  I  faw,  I  was  fo  far 
from   ilroaking  them   with  the  Palms  of  Love, 
that  I  was  almoft  ready  to  buffet  them  with  the 
Fift   of  Indignation.    They  are  a  rude  People, 
and  want    much  Inftrndlion.    Not  one  Jfeljhman 
islharp,  rznlefs  his  Mother  happens  to  pour  Vine 
gar  into  his  Ear,    when  young.     When  I   confi- 
der  the  Soil  from  whence  they  fprang,  and  the 
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De  farts*  and  Mountains  wherein  they  wander, 
I  cannot  but  think,  that  greater  Pains  fhould  be 
taken  in  cultivating  and  manuring,  in  difcipli- 
ning,  and  taming  them,  in  Regard  'tis  harder  for 
a  Bearward  to  teach  Civility  to  the  Beafts  of 
Afritk,  tha;i  thofe  who  come  from  a  more  man 
nerly  Country.  I  have  been  in form'd  that  they 
were  dug  from  a  Quarry,  and  that  they  dwell 
in  a  ftony  Land}  fo  that  if  we  compare  this 
Kingdom  to  a  Man,  as  fome  do  Italy  to  a  Man's 
Leg,  they  inhabit  the  very  Tefticles  of  the  Nation. 
And  I  pray  what  are  thofe  but  the  vileft  of  Crea 
tures  that  breed  as  well  in  the  Privities  of  the 
greater  Britift  World,  as  thofe  that  are  hatcht 
in  the  Pudenda  of  the  lefTer  ?  But  whether  Weljh- 
men  are  the  Aborigines  of  their  Country,  as  Crab- 
Lice  are  the  Autottboves  of  theirs,  and  proceed 
only  (like  them)  from  the  Excrements  of  their 
Soil,  I  (hall  not  here  difpute.  They  are  of  a 
boorifh  Behaviour,  of  a  favage  Phyfiognomy  j 
the  Shabbinefs  of  their  Bodies,  and  the  Baotical- 
nefs  of  their  Souls,  and  that,  which  cannot  any 
otherwife  be  expreft,  the  Jfelcbnef*  of  both,  will 
fright  a  Man  as  faft  from  them,  as  the  Odnefs 
©f  their  Perfons  invites  one  to  behold  them.  Some 
of  them  are  fuch  rude  and  indigefted  Lumps,  fo 
far  from  being  Men,  that  they  can  fcarce  be 
advanced  into  living  Creatures  •,  nay  they  are  fuch 
unmanageable  Materials,  that  they  can  fcarce  be 
hewn  into  the  Shape  of  Blocks  \  much  Labour 
and  Art  is  requir'd  therefore  to  make  them  Sta 
tues. 

The  whole  Nation  (like  a  German  Family)  is 
of  one  Quality  .t  fi>r  as  every  Lord  s  Son  is  a  Lord 
in  Germany,  fo  every  one  is  nown'd  with  the 
Title  of  Gentleman  htre-,  fo  that  hur  Country 
is  a  good  Pafture  for  an  Heiaid  to  bite  in.  In 
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their  Travels  they  care  not  much  that  their 
Horfes  fhould  drink  with  a  Toaft,  as  appears  by 
the  which  a  Shiwkin  difcover'd,  whom  his  quaf 
fing  Beaft  had  pitch-poFd  into  a  River.  Udfplut- 
ter-a-nails  quoth  he  in  great  Fury,  what  cannot 
hur  drink  without  a  Toaft  ?  He  took  it  much  in 
dudgeon,  that  the  Jade  fhould  be  fo  bold  as  to 
make  a  Sop  of  his  Matter. 

The  Materials  cf  his  Apparel  are  ufually  a 
well  fhagg'd  Freeze,  fo  that  we  cannot  call  it 
fleepy,  being  fleec'd  with  a  Nap  like  any  Sheep- 
Skin:  It  affords  excellent  Harbour  to  the  Ver 
min  of  his  Body,  which  whether  it  be  ftcckt 
with  Store  of  Joicements  of  them,  he  common 
ly  fignifies  by  the  Symbol  of  a  Shrug.  The  Per- 
fedtion  of  a  Weinmans  Equipage,  the  Cream  (as 
it  were)  of  his  Accoutrements,  and  that  which 
compleats  ever  his  moft  feftival  Attire,  is  (as  the 
Story  goes)  an  old  Sword  of  hur  nov/n  breeding, 
which  hur  hath  brought  up  from  a  Tagger  :  And 
this  he  can  brandifh  with  much  Valour  againft 
the  tremenduous  on-fet  of  dragooning  Bees  ;  a 
kind  of  Enemy  which  the  Taffy  is  much  afraid 
of,  in  Regard  he  is  always  arm'd  with  a  Pike  in's 
Reer,  which  once  upon  a  Time  fattening  in  his 
Forehead,  broach'd  fuch  a  Pore  in  his  Phyfiog- 
nomy,  that  he  could  never  endure  thofe  hum- 
buzzing  Gentlemen  (as  he  calls  them)  in  yellow 
Doublets. 

The  Country  is  mountanious,  and  yields  pretty 
Handfome  clambering  for  Goats,  and  hath  Va 
riety  of  Precipice  to  break  orres  Neck^  which  a 
Man  may  fooner  do  than  fill  his  Belly,  the 
Soil  being  barren,  and  an  excellent  Place  to 
breed  a  Famine  in.  It  is  reported  of  Cawftwia, 
that  it  was  the  moft  noble  Region  in  the 
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World,  the  Air  pleafant,  the  Soil  fertil,  the 
Theatre  of  Bacchus  and  Ceres,  where  they  were  at 
fifty-cuffs  for  the  Preheminence :  But  I  perceiv'd 
no  fuch  Scuffle  in  Wales  ^  for  thofe  Deities  are  fo 
far  from  fighting  there,  that  I  could  not  difcern 
they  were  fo  much  as  ever  there  -,  there  being 
fcarce  Water  and  Oatmeal  to  give  a  Man  Being, 
I  could  not  expeft  Egypt  and  the  Canaries  Buts 
and  Granaries  to  give  me  a  well  Being :  There 
is  no  Canaan  to  be  found  in  a  Defart.  As  for 
the  Diet  of  a  Briton,  a  good  Mefs  of  Flummery, 
and  a  Pair  of  Eggs,  he  rejoyces  at,  as  a  Feaft, 
efy<  dally  if  he  may  clofe  his  Stomach  with 
toalted  Cheefe,  for  a  Morfel  of  which  he  hath 
a  great  Kinclnefs.  You  may  fee  him  pidtur'd  fome- 
tiines  with  that  Crevice  in  his  Head  call'd  a 
Mouth,  charged  at  both  Corners  with  a  Crefent 
of  Cheefe,  and  himfelf  a  Cock-Horfe  on  a  red 
Herring,  and  his  Hat  adorn'd  with  a  Plume  of 
Leeks  :  Good  edible  Equipage  !  Which  when 
hunger  pinches,  he  makes  bold  to  nibble  ^  he 
firit  eats  his  Cheefe  and  his  Leeks  together,  and 
for  fecond  Courfe  he  devours  his  Horfe.  But 
he  never  much  cared  for  a  Sop,  fince  once  upon 
a  Time  it  drank  up  all  his  Drink,  and  would 
not  club  to  pay  his  Shot. 

The  Cambro  Britons  are  great  Admirers  of  he- 
roick  Adi  Ions,  anr1  much  Honour  the  Memory 
of  r  TV.  -us  Aichitvements  $  infomuch,  that  ra 
ther  than  a  dead- doing  Man  lhali  perifh  in  Ob- 
livior,  they  will  eternize  his  Memory  by  the 
Monument  of  a  Straw,  or  fome  fuch  inconfidera- 
ble  Trifle  5  as  appears  by  the  famous  Example 
of  that  Saint  of  their  Country,  Bifhop  David,  who 
being  a  pert  Fighter,  and  having  foundly  bailed 
and  fwadled  their  Foes,  is  at  this  Day  confecrat. 
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ed  to  Pofterity  by  the  Trophy  of  a  Leek  5  and 
fmells  as  rank  of  Renown  from  that  vegetable 
Prefervative  that  embalms  his  Fame,  as  they 
do  of  a  Scallion  that  carry  it  about  for  his  Glory. 
Their  Hats  are  fet  with  this  anniverfary  Badge, 
and  Emblem  of  Honour  and  Triumph,  on  the  firft 
of  March  -,  which  Day  hath  been  chriften'd  by 
his  Name,  and  being  dubb'd  an  Holyday,  hath 
worn  yearly  a  black  Livery  in  the  Almanack. 

Neverthelefs,  the  Welchmen  being  curfedly  thick- 
fculFd,  they  are  fo  far  from  being  Plotters,  that 
they  fwear  they  will  never  fight  tor  any  King 
upon  Earth,  but  the  Prince  of  Wales  $  becaufe 
there  can  be  no  true  Royal  Blood  running  in 
the  Veins  of  any  great  Man,  but  what  borrows 
his  Title  from  their  Country,  let  him  be  born 
where  he  will  :  And  confidering  \vhat  wicked 
plotting  Times  we  now  live  in,  no  Body  can 
blame  them  for  their  Cautioufnefs  of  being  hang'dj 
for  tho'  it  is  a  Death  natural  to  them,  yet  they 
fay,  fleeping  in  a  whole  Skin  is  beft.  Not  that 
they  value  hanging,  but  only  they  abhor  the 
Death,  unlefs  the  Office  is  perform  a  by  a  Welch 
Hangman,  inftead  of  an  Englljl)  one. 

They  are  much  inclined  to  Choler,  for  hur 
Welch  Plood  is  foon  mov'd,  and  then  hur  ftamp 
and  ftare,  and  fcrat  hur  Pole,  and  vent  hur  Fury  in 
Ud-fplutter-a- nails,  and  will  fight  for  hur  Life  in 
Battle  at  fifty -cuffs.  They  are  polite  in  nothirg 
but  Faction  and  Sedition,  for  there  are  high  and 
low  Church  Parties  among  them  too,  which  oc- 
cafions  much  Contention  and  Quarrels. 

The  Mufick  a  Welchman  plays  upon,  is  a  Tool 
ftiled  an  Harp,  with  which,  when  Suftenance 
fails  him,  he  flukes  up  for  a  Morfel,  anAfo  lives 
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by  Sounds,  and  (Camelion  like)  hath  Alimony 
from  Air.  He  ferenades  Victuals  in  every  Vil 
lage,  as  the  pide  Piper  did  Rats  at  Hamel,  and 
he  allures  Luncheons  after  him,  as  much  as  the 
other  did  Vermin  :  Eere  a  Nob  of  Bacon  wags 
after  him,  for  one  Strain  •,  and  there  a  Crufl  follows 
him,  as  the  Reward  of  another ,  one  hits  him 
in  the  Mouth  with  the  Payment  of  Pottage,  ano 
ther  pops  him  in  the  Pocket  with  the  Gratuity 
of  a  Carrot  ;,  all  which  Variety  of  Fragments 
is  the  moft  ample  Income,  and  wonderful  Re 
venue  of  his  Skill  in  Mufick,  His  ufual  Admirers 
are  Country  Milk -Maids,  whom  Vibration  of 
String  doth  move  and  ftir  into  Jigg  and  Meafure  •, 
and  whom  Breeze  of  Inftrument  (like  thofe  in 
Tail)  do  chafe  and  tickle  into  Dance  and  Caper. 

I  could  not  perceive  that  the  Welch  were  guil 
ty  of  much  Learning,  which  made  a  Man  ikill'd  in 
Orthography  admir'd  as  a  Sophy  ^  and  a  Writer 
of  his  Name,  to  be  term'd  a  Rabbi.  As  for  the 
Loves  of  the  Entom^  the  Intrigues  of  their  Amours 
are  not  a  little  remarkable,  they  being  very  pret 
ty  Animals  when  difguis'd  with  that  Palfion : 
They  are  Tinder  to  fuch  Flames,  being  quickly 
fet  on  fire,  even  by  the  leaft  Spark,  which  when 
it  hath  catch'd  the  Match  of  their  Souls  (for  they 
have  Brimftone  in  them  as  well  as  in  their  Bodies) 
they  are  prefently  kindled  into  Tranfport  and 
£xtafy$  and  thefe  model  them  into  the  Shapes 
of  a  thoufand  Antkks,  and  make  them  fhew  more 
Tricks  than  old  Prejlorfs  Bears.  Sometimes  they 
are  fhaking  the  Globules  of  their  Noddles,  and 
fometimes  dancing  fome  Geometry  with  the  Fi 
gures  of  their  Feet  •,  now  they  finite  with  Clap 
per  of  Fift  their  troubled  Breafts,  and  anon 
found  out  fome  Knels  of  difmal  Groans  ^  being 
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varioufly  affeded  as  the  Weather  is  in  their  Clo- 
rindas  Faces  j  if  Afpec"l  be  clear,  then  is  Taffy 
ferene  ,  if  broxv  be  cloudy,  then  is  Morgan  Sho wry. 
Whilft  I  was  in  this  Country,  I  heard  of  a  Welch- 
man  that  went  a  wooing  with  a  Gun  upon  his 
Shoulder,  being  refolv'd  (it  feems)  if  Love  be 
a  Warfare,  not  to  enter  unarm'd  into  the  Camp 
of  Venus  ^  ftill  as  his  coy  Daphne  fhifted  from  his 
Prefence,  he  march 'd  mulketeering  about  the  Room, 
and  moft  fiercely  purfu'd  her,  till  at  laft  in  the 
brifk  Encounter  of  a  clofe  Embrace,  this  warlike 
Inftrument  took  an  Occafion  fomewhat  unmanner 
ly  to  go  off,  and  blunderbufs'd  the  Miftrefs  on 
her  Breech  on  one  Side  of  the  Houfe,  and  poor 
Tafy  on  his  Nofe  on  the  other  ;  fo  that  being 
much  difmay'd  at  this  unhappy  Accident,  one 
fcrabled  one  Way,  and  the  other  another,  to  the 
utter  fpilling  of  a  Mefs  of  Love,  and  total  Se 
paration  of  a  Pair  of  Lovers  for  ever. 

They  are  pretty  devout  in  their  Worfhip,  tho* 
the  Exercife  of  Religion  is  fomewhat  fcarce,  and 
have  a  pretty  glowing  Zeal,  tho'  their  Churches 
are  few,  and  at  a  great  Diftance.  3Tis  almoft 
incredible  how  far  they  are  fain  to  trudge  for  a 
little  Homily  \  which  when  they  have  expected, 
have  been  mump'd  with  a  Sermon  ten  Times 
worfe.  For  on  fuch  raw- bone  Livings,  there  can 
not  be  expected  very  plump  Parts.  The  ordinary 
Revenue  of  a  fpiritual  Preferment  may  potfibly 
be  about  five  Marks  per  Annum  •,  a  Bay  of  Wat- 
ling  for  a  Dwelling,  endow'd  with  no  more  Glebe 
than  juft  what  it  ftands  upon,  only  perhaps  it 
may  be  how-ftall'd  with  as  much  Ground  as  may 
hold  a  Sty  for  the  Pig,  arid  a  Rooft  for  the  Pul- 
len.  Thefe  divine  Cottages  are  ufually  fituated 
fojne  Leagues  from  the  Temple,  fo  that  the 
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Holy  Man  with  Crab-Tree  Truncheon  fets  out 
with  the  Sun,  and  ftretches  his  Legs  with  a  good 
handfome  Walk,  before  he  arrives  at  the  Pulpit  to 
ftretch  his  Lungs,  and  wears  out  much  of  his  Soles 
before  he  can  reach  his  Stall  to  mend 'their  Souls, 
Their  Houfes  of  Prayer  are  generally  thatcht  Ta 
bernacles,  which  are  wainfcoted  towards  the  Eaft 
with  little  Defks,  like  Pounds,  where  Levite  im- 
prifon'd  for  about  half  an  Hour,  fodders  the  poor 
Taffies  with  fome  melancholy  Tear-fetching  Story 
about  a  grim  Fellow  call'd  Death,  who  ambles 
Folks  on  his  Back  into  another  World  ^  a  Thing 
which  he  heard  from  the  oracular  Gums  of  his 
edentulous  old  Granurn,  as  {he  fate  on  the  Settle 
in  the  Chimney-Corner.  Some  of  the  moft  reve 
rend  Re&ors  are  dignify'd  with  a  Stipend  of  fix 
Pounds  a  Year,  befides  the  Perquifities  of  a  Drum 
and  Fiddle  ^  which  well  manag'd  on  a  Holiday, 
make  up  a  very  pretty  Thing.  Others  have  an 
Augmentation  of  a  Bull  or  a  Bear,  which  being 
ibletnnly  baited  about  twice  in  a  Quarter,  do 
pick  pretty  comfortable  Tyth  from  the  Specta 
tors  Pockets,  and  makes  the  poor  Parfen's  Purfe 
to  fmile  and  mantle. 

As  f|r  as  I  could  perceive,  the  Welch  People 
love  Holiday  Fingers,  and  care  not  much  for 
encumbring  them  with  that  Inconvenience  call'd 
Work,  They  can  (Shepherd  like)  loll  upon  a 
Crook  pretty  handfomely  in  the  Field,  and  can 
difcharge  a  Superintendency  over  the  Goats.  They 
are  moft  accomplifh'd  Drovers,  to  which  lauda 
ble  Function  they  ars  fo  naturally  prone,  that 
they  are  apt  to  drive  fometimes  more  than  their 
own.  They  are  much  addicted  to  the  Sin  of  Nafti- 
nefs,  wallowing  in  Filthinefs  like  fo  many  Swine  * 
fo  that  the  whole  Nation  feems  but  a  general 
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Sty.  The  meaner  Sort  of  Women  are  generally 
fuch  draggle  Tails,  that  the  Cattle  in  their  Bo- 
ibms  are  quag-mir'd  in  the  Filth  of  their  well- 
glebTd  Attire  -5  fo  that  the  frifking  Fleas  are  fo  far 
from  Levaltos,  that  I  was  verily  perfuaded  they 
can  fcarce  pull  out  Probofcis,  and  their  Feet  from 
the  Bogs.  The  Tenements  they  live  in  are  fuit- 
able  to  the  Guefts  that  polfefs  them  •,  for  as  thefe 
feem  to  be  Dirt  moulded  into  Men,  fo  thofe  are 
the  fame  Matter  kneaded  into  Houfes*,  they  are 
ufually  very  humble  Cottages,  and  low  in  Stature, 
fo  that  a  Man  may  ride  upon  the  Ridge,  and  yet 
have  his  Legs  hang  in  the  Diet.  I  was  not  fo 
vain  as  to  expert  very  fplendid  Furniture  in  fuch 
contemptible  Huts^  but  I  foon  perceiv'd  what 
Utenfils  were  moft  neceflary,  a  Dim-Clout  and 
a  Befom,  and  fuch  cleanfing  Implements  are  very 
proper  to  correct  the  Filthinefs  of  their  Manfions. 
I  found  no  Apartments  in  thefe  their  Habitations, 
every  Edifice  being  a  Noah's  Ark,  where  a  pro- 
mifcueus  Family,  a  mifcellaneous  Heap  of  all 
Kind  of  Creatures  did  converfe  together  in  one 
Room  j  the  Pigs  and  the  Pullen,  and  other  BruteS 
either  truckling  under,  or  lying  at  the  Bed's- Feet 
of  the  little  more  refin'd,  yet  their  Brother  Ani 
mals. 

But  that  which  I  admir'd  moft  of  all  amongft 
them,  was  the  Virginity  of  their  Language,  not 
defiowerd  by  the  Mixture  of  any  other  Dialed!:. 
The  Purity  of  the  Latin  was  debauch'd  by  the 
Vandals,  and  hunn'd  into  Corruption  by  that 
barbarous  People  ^  but  the  Sincerity  of  the  Britifb 
Tongue  remains  inviolable.  3Tis  a  Tongue  (it 
leems)  not  made  for  every  Mouth,  as  appears  by 
an  Ewglijf}  Gentleman  one  Day  in  my  Company, 
who  having  got  a  WelJI)  Polyfyllable  into  his 
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Throat,  was  almoft  choak'd  with  Confonants, 
had  I  not,  by  clapping  him  on  the  Back,  made 
him  difgorge  a  Guttural  or  two,  and  fo  fav'd 
him.  Whether  the  Welfi  Tongue  be  a  Splinter  of 
that  univerfal  one  that  was  ihatter'd  at  Babel,  I 
have  fome  Reafon  to  doubt,  in  Regard  'tis  unlike 
the  Dialeds  that  were  crumbled  there.  However, 
'tis  now  cafhir'd  out  of  Gentlemen's  Houfes,  there 
being  fcarcely  to  be  heard  even  one  fingle  Welfo 
Tone  in  many  Families  ^  for  their  Children  are 
inflrudted  in  the  Anglican  Idiom,  and  their  Schools 
are  p^dagogu'd  with  Profefibrs  of  the  fame  ^  fo 
that  (if  the  Stars  prove  lucky)  there  may  be 
fome  glimmering  Hopes  that  the  Britijf)  Tongue 
may  be  quite  extinct,  and  may  be  EngliUfd  out  of 
Wales ^  as  Latin  was  barbaroufly  GotVd  out  of 
Italy. 

But  in  fine,  being  quite  out  of  Conceit  with 
the  ihort  Commons  I  met  with  in  this  Moun 
tainous  Country,  which  was  much  inferiour  to  the 
delicious  Dainties  of  Water-Gruel,  Bread  and 
Butter,  and  Small  Beer,  allowed  to  the  poor  Lu- 
naticks  of  Bedlam,  after  they  come  to  pig  in 
Straw,  and  have  their  Heads  fhav'd  as  an  Intro 
duction  to  Phlebotomy,  three  or  four  Times  a 
Week,  I  e'en  bade  adieu  to  the  miferable  Taffies^ 
and  made  the.  beft  of  my  ^  ay  to  England  again, 
to  recover  that  Flelh  in  a  plentiful  Nation, 
which  I  had  loft  in  a  Land  of  meer  Poverty 
smd  Famine. 
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EING  returned  out  of  Wales  in 
to  England  again,  I  was  no  fooner 
got  into  London^but  thro*  an  a- 
varicious  Temper,  I  foon  begaa 
to  haunt  moft  of  the  Gaming- 
Houfes  in  Town,  which  Day  and 
Night  were  as  well  cram'd  as  the  Groom-Por 
ter's  Table.  In  thefe  Schools  of  inevitable  Ruin 
and  Deftruftion,  I  loft  a  great  deal  of  Money, 
and  when  too  late  to  recover  it,  I  began  feriouf. 
ly  to  refled  with  myfelf,  that  let  a  Man  be  ever 
fuch  a  good  Gamefter  at  Cards  or  Dice,  yet  fo 
many  Sharpers  were  always  flocking  about  him, 
that  they  would  drain  his  Pockets  in  fpite  of  all 
the  greateft  Favours  of  Fortune  ;  or  elfe  how 
could  thefe  Gaming-Houfes  clear  fometimes 
100  Pounds,  but  never  lefs  than  50  or  do  Pounds 
a  Night,  befides  paying  Salaries  to  the  feveral 
Officers  depending  fbfely  on  them  f  For  there 
Commiffioners  are  maintain'd  by  whom  the  Weeks 
Accompt  is  Audited,  viz.  .D*rf#0r/,whoSuperin* 
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tend  the  Room.  Operators,  or  Dealers  at  Faro." 
Croupeesj  to  watch  the  Cards,,  and  gather  the 
Money  for  the  Bank.  Puffs,  who  have  Money 
given  them  to  play,  in  order  to  decoy  others. 
Clerks,  who  are  Checks  upon  the  Puffs,  to  fee 
that  they  fink  none  of  that  Money.  Squibs,  who 
are  Puffs  of  a  lower  Rank,  having  half  their  Sa- 
lery  ;  Flajljes,  who  fit  by  to  Swear  how  often 
they  have  ftript  the  Bank;  Dunners,  or  Wai 
ters  •,  Attornies,  or  Sollicitors ;  Captains,  who 
are  to  Fight  any  Men  that  are  Peevifh,  or  out 
of  Humour  at  the  lofs  of  their  Money  ',  Porters, 
who  at  mod  of  the  Gaming-Houfes  are  Sol 
diers  ;  Ufljers,  who  take  care  that  the  Porters 
at  the  Door  fuffer  none  to  come  in  but  thofe 
they  know  :,  and  Runners,  to  get  Intelligence  of 
all  the  Meetings  of  the  Juftices  of-  the  Peace, 
and  when  the  Conflables  go  upon  the  Search  : 
Befides  giving  half  a  Guinea  to  any  Link- Boy, 
Coach-man,  Chair- man,  Drawer,  or  other  Per- 
fon,  who  gives  Notice  of  the  Conftables  being 
upon  the  Search. 

Now  to  break  myfelf  from  this  bewitched" 
Gaming,  Ibid  adieu  to  Hazard,  Backgammon,, 
Tick-tack,  TOmbre,  Picquet,  Cribbidge.,  and 
Baflet,  and  was  refolv'd  to  take  a  Pilgrimage  in 
to  Scotland,  where  I  found  the  Inhabitants  ad- 
dided  to  no  fort  of  Game  but  One  and  Thirty^ 
at  which  they  are  as  dextrous  as  a  Milk-Maid 
at  Dancing  on  May-Day,  with  one  Foot  upon 
the  Ground,  and  t'other  never  off-,  for  from 
Fergus  their  fir  ft  King  down  to  Charles  the  Firfr,. 
whom  they  Sold  for  a  Sacrifice  to  Stratocracy 
or  Army  Power,  they  had  Murder'd  no  lefs  than 
Thirty  One  of  their  Sovereigns,  which  is  juft. 
the  Game  at  Regicide  :  Hereupon  to  call  them 
Traytors  is  a  Favour,  for  they  will  hatch  Trea- 
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Ton  as  foon  as  they  do  Chickens  ^Grand-Cairo^  by 
the  Adoption  of  an  Oven  •,  but  now  the  Scots  are 
bound  to  their  good  Behaviour,  by  a  Union, 
they  ought  to  be  asCircumfpeft  in  their  Loyal 
ty,' as  the  Ambaflador  that  Beds  a  Queen,  with 
the  nice  Caution  of  a  Sword  between  them. 

It  is  faid  that  Scot  a  the  Daughter  of  Pharaoh 
-King  of  Egypt,  who  was  Drown'd  in  the  Red- 
Seay  gave  Name  to  Scotland,  when  (he  went  thi 
ther,  and  betwixt  which  People  and  the  valiant 
Englift,  a  Qjiarrel  continued  longer  than  ever 
did  any  between  any  other  two  Nations  in  the 
World,  for  they  have  moft  obftinately  conten 
ded  (like  -Rome  and  Carthage)  for  Empire  above 
2oco  Years-,  which  is  the  moft  tenacious  Suit 
that  ever  depended  between  any  two  People  in 
the  Court  of  Mars.  Since  the  Norman  Invafi- 
on,  there  have  been  30  pitcht  Battles  betwixt 
us  and  them ;  of  which  the  Englijh  have  obtain'd 
of  the  Scots  at  leaft  four  for  one,  and  thofe  of 
greateft  Confeqnence.  The  South  Part  of  Great- 
Britain  being  Champian,  hath  been  fometimes  in 
its  Borders  harrafs'd,  and  laid  waft  by  the  Scots, 
never  poflefs'd,  but  their  Country,  defended  by 
inaccefllble Hills,  and  by  two  invincibleEnemies, 
Hunger  and  Cold,  hath  been  wholly  reduc'd  by 
the  Englifo)  who  have  Slain  four  Scotch  Kings, 
and  took  twoPrifoners  •,  whereas  they  have  ne 
ver  Slain  nor  took  Prifoner  one  Englijh  King,  to 
whom  the  Kings  of  Scotland  were  Homager s  for 
a  long  Time. 

Thofe  Scots,  who  dwell  by  the  Sea,  dung  their 
Land  with  the  Weeds  which  it  cafts  on  the 
Shore;  and  all  Women  throughout  the  Coun 
try  in  Writing  life  their  Maiden  Names  after 
Marriage.  About  the  High  and  Solitary  Hills 
of  Genap  I  fayv  good  Store  of  Magpyes  and 
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Goats ;  but  few  Hogs,  to  whofe  Fleih  they  bear 
as  utter  an  Averfion  as  the  Jews  j  and  among 
all  their  Flocks  of  Sheep,  where  you'll  fee  one 
White,  there's  ten  Black,  fo  that  you  may  foon 
know  a  Scotchman  from  a  black  Sheep.  The  far 
ther  I  Travell'd,  I  obferv'd  Geefe  were  not  over 
plentiful ;  Parfnips  very  fcarce  •,  Venifon  not 
to  be  had  for  want  of  Deer  }  Boys  Knitted,  and 
Men,  Women,  and  Children  went  bare-legg'd. 

As  for  their  Coyn,  the  molt  remarkable  of 
their  Coyning  is  a  Baubee,  which  is  the  value  of 
our  Half- penny,  bearing  the  royal  Effigy  on  one 
fide,  and  on  the  Re verfe  the  Thiftle  and  Crow  n, 
with  this  Motto,  Nemo  me  impune  laceffit.  In 
the  Kirk- Yard  at  Girvan  are  feveral  Carv'd 
Grave-ftones j  and  at  the  Kirk-Door  in  this 
Town  are  faften'd  Jogs  or  Brad-Irons  to  Chains 
three  or  four  Feet  long  ,  which  are  put  round 
Perfons  Necks,  who  Swear,  get  Drunk,  or  break 
the  Sabbath.  Thus  by  countenancing  Religion 
in  allowing  their  Paftors  to  have  an  Authority 
over  Mifdemeanors,  it  is  that  the  tumultuary 
Scottish  Inftitution  has  gain'd  Ground,  and  infi- 
nuated  itfelf  into  popular  Credit  and  Efteem  : 
JFor  on  every  Sunday^  when  the  Office  of  the 
Day  is  over,  they  have  a  Kirk-Seffions,  where 
in  the  Minifter,  with  a  Number  of  his  Congre 
gation  Elefted  to  that  end,  is  Authorized  to 
meet  and  take  Cognizance,  and  to  punifh  all 
Offenders  the  foregoing  Week.  So  (ome  fuch 
Authority,  and  a  few  more  infultingPriviledges, 
feem  to  be  fome  of  thofe  Defiderata's  aim'd  at 
by  our  pretended  Reformers  of  Manners  in£w£- 
Und,  to  make  up  their  Temporal  Advantages, 
under  a  fpecious  Ihow  of  defiguing  to  reftore 
the  more  Primitive  and  Chriftian  Difcipline. 
I  hope  this  Age  will  never  experience  what 
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it  is  to  come  under  the  Pharifaical  Conftitutioti 
of  fuch  pious  Cheats.  Neverthelefs,  fince 
Knowledge  without  Virtue  has  abus'd  the 
World  with  too  much  Impiety,  I  applaud  that 
one  Thing  of  the  reforming  Societies  in  England, 
in  putting  poor  Children  out  to  Trades  j  for 
of  what  Ufe  is  Learning  (any  farther  than 
Reading  and  Writing)  to  ordinary  Vocations 2 
Whatfoever  exceeds,  is  Ufelefs,  and  makes 
them  Pragmatical :  Moreover,  as  it  is  not  their 
Happinefs  to  obtain  Advantages  of  a  more  li 
beral  or  academical  Education,  it  will  much 
more  commend  the  Goodnefs  of  their  fmall 
Breeding,  that  they  have  learnt  to  fpeak.  Truth 
rather  than  Latin,  which  the  Mailers  of  our 
Parifh  Schools  undei  ftand  not  •  and  that  they 
are  more  knowing  and  exad  in  the  Rules  of 
Juftice  (a  tranfcendent  Quality  unknown  to 
fome  of  their  Benefadors)  than  the  Diftin&ioa 
of  Languages. 

In  my  Journey  not  far  from  the  Town  of 
rj4yrt,  many  Sales  are  to  be  taken  on  the  Sea- 
Coafts  ;  but  on  the  Land  not  many  Pidgeons, 
nor  great  Store  of  wild  Ducks :  However,  the 
Country  is  well  ftockt  with  other  fort  of  Foul, 
as  foul  Plates,  foul  Difhes,  foul  Trenchers,  foul 
Knives,  foul  Forks,  foul  Napkins,  and  by  Hea 
vens  foul  ever  thing  elfe,  even  to  their  very 
Women,  who  you'll  fee  Handing  on  a  Saturday 
by  a  lolling  Wafti-block,  which  is  a  Wooden 
kind  of  Anvil,  where  the  She-Fulcans  are  ham 
mering  out  with  Battledore,  or  elfe  with  their 
Feet  in  a  wafhing  Tub,  the  Filth  of  Linnen, 
whofe  unftious  Diftillations  are  the  Nile  that 
water'd  the  little  Egyft  of  their  adjacent  Gar 
dens.  Staring  very  earneftly  with  all  the 
Eyes  that  I  had,  as  if  looking  thro'  a  Perfpe- 
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&ive  Glafs,  I  perceiv'd  every  Scotchman's  Face 
u fua  11  y  bubbled  into  Bubbles  and  Puftulees,  be- 
iides  the  natural  Hout-gouft  of  Body  that 
breathed  from  Oatmeal,  which  made  him  fend 
forth  an  Artificial  Smell,  which  you  might 
wind  as  far  as  the  extream  UndYton  of  20  Ro- 
mifii  Funerals,  only  the  Scent  is  not  fo  Sweet} 
.befides  the  bonny  Scot  fmells  as  rankly  of  the 
fingle  Stink  of  Brimftone,  as  a  Goldfinder,  AliUj 
Tom-Turd-Man  of  a  Medley  •,  for  a  fcurvey 
Difeafe,  commonly  call'd  the  Scrubbado,  other- 
wife  the  Itch,  makes  frequently  an  Inroad  into 
his  Perfon,  and  invades  his  Body  ;  fo  that  he  is 
force  to  choak  his  Enemy  by  Stink  of  Sulphur. 
*Tis-  a  Creeping  Diftempcr,  whofe  Progrefs  is 
checkt  by  Mortification,  fo  that  when  he  leaves 
off  his  Shirt,  that  is,  when  it  leaves  him,  and 
can  bang  on  no  longer,  it  is  excellent  Furniture 
/or  a  Tinder- Box,  as  virtually  containing  in  it 
both  Match  and  Tinder. 

The  common  People  wear  Plads  and  Bonnets, 
which  is  a  great  Fafhion  in  this  Country*  where 
the  Poltman  gpes  a  Foot  ,  and  poor  Folks  eat 
the  Stalks  of  raw  Kale.  The  Elders  of  the 
Kirks  on  Saturday  Night  duly  haunt  the  Ale- 
6pufes9  which  they  call  Changes,  to  turn  but 
People  to  prepare  themfelves  for  the  Sabbath-^ 
and,  Women  here  ride  aftride,  without  any  Dan 
ger.,  The  Kirks  or  Places  of  Worfhip  have  all 
one  Bell,,  rung  by  aa  Iron  Chain  }  but  put  at 
either  End  of  the  Houfe  of  Prayer,  without  any 
Diftindion  of  Eaft  or  Weft,  fo  thac  Travellers 
jiiuft  not  Icok  upon  their  diminutive  Steeples 
for  the  Guide  of  a  true  Courfe  to  the  Compafs. 

At  theUniverfity  of  GUfcow, which  like  their 
other  poor  Univerfities  has  but, one  College,  I 
faw  no  pther  Learning  but  the  infipid  Colle 
gians 
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gians  wearing  red  hanging- fleev'd  Gowns  ;  and 
the  Cathedral  here  was  built  by  one  Mr.  Mon~ 
gou,  I  can't  call  him  Saint,  becaufe  he  was  the 
Son  of  a  Whore  begot  by  a  Danijh  Prince  on  a 
Scotch  King's  Daughter.  Bccaufe  our  main  or 
chief  Gallows  in  England,  calFdTytar^hath  three 
Beams,  and  which  is  famous  for  flocking  the 
Romijk  Calendar  for  roguifli  Saints,  the  Scotch  to 
exceed  us  will  have  four  Beams  on  their  hang 
ing  Places,  made  in  the  manner  of  a  Turn-  Stile  ; 
having  on  each  Beam  an  Iron  Hook,  on  which 
the  Malefa&or  is  to  be  expos'd  in  a  pendent  Po- 
flure  betwixt  Heaven  and  Earth,  as  being  un 
worthy  of  either.  The  Men  for  the  moft  part 
wear  Stockings  made  of  Plad-Stuff ;  and  their 
Quarters  are  Candlemas- Day,  May  Day,  Lammas * 
Day,  and  All- hallow  Tide,  which  are  as  welcome 
to  their  Landlords  as  our  Quarter-Days  are  a- 
mong  us. 

Bad  Cooks  are  every  where  in  this  Nationy 
becaufe  they  have  feldom  any  Viftuals  to  drefs  ; 
and  the  Chiidrens  Cradles  here  made  ot  old 
Wainfcot  without  Heads  to  them.  The  Scots 
have  feveral  old  Ways  to  diftinguifh  themfelves 
from  Chriftiant,  for  their  Chimes  always  ring 
before  the  Clock  ftrikes  ;  inftead  of  Candles 
they  burn  in  moft  Places  the  Shavings  of  Fir 
dipt  in  Tallow  }  their  Spoons  are  generally 
made  of  Horn  quite  circular  or  round,  about 
3  Inches  Diameter,  with  the  Length  of  the  Han 
dle  fuitable  to  its  Circumference,  which  Large- 
nefs  (1  fuppofej  they  take  from  the  old  Proverb^ 
He  mufl  have  a  long  Spoon  that  eats  with  the  Devil  ? 
and  thole  People  that  can  but  fill  their  Bellies 
with  thin  Bannock,  Sourings,  or  Bruis,  which 
laft  fort  of  Food  is  only  raw  Oatmeal  put  into 
wWat,er  when^it's  warm,  and  thought  by  them  a 
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great  deal  better  than  to  dine  with  Duke  Hum* 
phrey.  Hemp  and  Flax  for  Linnen  are  the  Staple 
Commodities  of  this  Nation  ;  but  the  Scots  bear 
a  mortal  Hatred  to  the  former,  becaufe  by  the 
Production  thereof,  a  great  many  of  'em  come 
to  an  untimely  End. 

When  1  came  into  the  City  of  Edinburgh, 
which  is  theCapital  of  the  Kingdom,!  thought  I 
was  got  into  Wett-Smithfield,  for  fuch  a  Place 
for  Naftinefs  was  not  to  be  found  upon  Earth, 
for  as  the  latter  was  but  fifl'd  with  Beafts  Dung, 
the  other  was  more  nafty  than  a  common  Jakes 
or  Inns-of-Court  Houfe  of  Office,  for  having  a 
Dung-Tub  at  the  Head  of  every  Pair  of  Stairs 
in  their  Houfes,  which  are  14  or  15  low  Stories 
high,  they  are  emptied  a- nights  on  Peoples 
Heads  without  any  refped  of  Perfons,  fo  that 
till  8  or  9  o'  th'  Clock  in  the  Morning,  the 
whole  City,  which  may  be  a  Mile  in  Length,  is 
fcented  with  the  excellent  Perfume  of  Scotch 
Civit  Cats  -,  and  all  the  Woman  here  look  as  ug 
ly  as  the  Four  ofClubs^  which  fome  call  Writing's 
Witch,  from  one  James  Wibling,  who  in  the 
Reign  of  King  James  the  Firft  grew  rich  by  pri 
vate  Gaming,  and  was  commonly  obferv'd  to 
have  this  Card  in  hisHand,  fo  that  he  never  loft 
a  Game  but  when  he  mift  it. 

All  the  Scots  are  generally  as  great  Enemies  to 
Gentility  and  nice  Drefling,  as  Diogenes  the  mo- 
rofe  Cynic  was  to  Plato,  becaufe  or  his  courtly 
Compliance  with  the  World  ;  and  to  be  honeft 
would  be  as  great  a  Mortification  to  them  as 
Lent  to  a  poor  Player.  They'll  fit  as  lovingly 
about  Oaten  Cakes  and  Butter,  as  a  Parcel  of 
Tarpaulins  round  a  Platter  of  Burgue  ;  and 
they  love  Hunger  and  Eafe,  as  well  as  a  Lawyer 
does  Term-Time.  Tho'  they  hate  the  folemn 
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Feftival  of  Chriftma*,  and  other  Holy-days,  yet 
they  pay  fome  Veneration  to  St.  Andrew ;  and 
will  be  as  Drunk  on  the  $oth  of  November,  as  a- 
ny  Shoemaker  once  a  Year  to  the  Remembrance 
of  Crifpin.  They  hold  Fairs  in  many  Places,  at 
which  is  much  Mobbing,  Whoring  and  Drun- 
kennefs  as  at  our  Shirking-Fair  by  Tyburn:  And 
Mrs.  Cicilia,  they  fay,  is  no  Saint,  but  a  com 
mon  Strumpet  bred  up  at  a  Three- penny  Hop 
in  London.  1  never  faw  the  Sign  of  the  Brats- 
Tumbler  any  where,  which  makes  me  believe 
every  Scotch  Woman  brings  her  Urchins  into 
the  World,  without  the  Afliftance  of  Madam 
Grofe,  to  fave  Charges  •,  on  a  Sunday  Morning 
the  Scots  will  run  4  or  5  Miles  to  a  Conventi 
cle  •,  and  in  the  Afternoon  to  th£  Mountains' 
to  loufe  themfelves. 

It  is  fuppos'd  by  fbme,  that  Scotland  is  the 
Land  of  Nod,  lo  which  Cain  was  exil'd  a  Vaga 
bond  for  the  Murther  of  his  Brother  Abel  -,  and 
truly  in  my  Opinion  the  Suppofition  may  be 
very  probable,    for  Cains    being    an   Inhabi 
tant  there,  the  Ground   hath  been  ciirfl  ever 
fince,  for  it  is  a  moil  barren  Place  to  this  very 
Day.     Had  grazing  Nebuchadnezzar  been  here, 
he  would  have  found  but  bad  Pafture  ;  and  Ju 
das  as  much  plagu'd  for  a  Tree  to  hang  himielf 
on.     Bag-Pipes    they  efleem  before  Organs  V 
there's   as  much   Hypocrify   in  their  Pantile- 
Houfes  as  Irreligion  in  a  Jews  Synagogue  •  and 
the  Dog-Diys  are  not  fo  warm  here  as  in  more 
Southerly  Climates,  but  their  Bitches  Nights 
every    where  are   too  hot  with   a  Vengeance. 
Here  is  every  Day  an  Autumn  among  the  Wo* 
men  •,  for,  for  a  Noggin  of  Brandy   they  will 
fall  as  thick  on  their  B^cks  as  the  Leaves  in  St. 
Jamcis  Park  do  in  September  }  and  Law  and  E- 
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quity  are  as  great  Strangers  to  the  Scot j,  as  Ho- 
nefty  to  thejuftice  of  Peace  that's  lately  run 
from  Clare-Court  to  the  Mint,  and  who  (when 
in  Coramiffion)  was  fitter  to  fit  on  a  Butcher's 
Block,  as  his  Father  did  before  him,  than  in  a 
Magiftrate's  Chair. 

The  Caltle  at  Edinburgh  is  reckoned  as  im 
pregnable   as  a  Scotchman's  fear'd  Confcience  ^ 
and  their  Capital  contains  but  one  Broad  Street, 
by  which  is  an  Univerfity  containing  one  Col 
lege  of  Scholars   poor  both  in  Purfe  and  Head. 
Here  are  no  Carts,  but  Hiding  Cars  \  and  the 
liigheft  Number  I  ever  faw  on  their  Hackney 
Coaches  exceeded  not  29.     The  Scots  reckon 
their  Children  fpurious  if  they  have  not  the 
Itch  }  and  there's  as  much  Whoring  every  Day, 
as  at  Bartholomew  or   Southwark  Fair.      They 
Bury  the  Dead  at  Noon,  to  fave  the  Charge  of 
Torches }   and  as  here  are  no  Linkmen,  only 
Boys  and  Girls  light  Paflengers  with  Candles  in 
Paper  Lanthorns  all  about  Town  for  a  Baubee. 
IMoft  of  the  People  are  generally  of  the  Religi 
on  with  them  who  marry  without  a   Ring, 
Chriften  without  the  Crofs,  and  Die  without 
Baptifm.    Their  Paftors,  who  are  of  the  true 
Stamp  of  Geneva,  endeavour  by  longextempo- 
raryPrayers  and  tediousGraces,to  fave  the  poor 
Souls  of  thofe  Mountaineers  j  but  yet  their  Hy- 
pocrifie  Damns  more  than  ever  Sampfon  Slew, 
and  with  the  fame  Weapon  too,  the  Jaw  Bone  of 
an  Afs~     The  Presbyterian  Government  is  upper- 
moft  here  -,  which  Religion  being  a  good  quiet 
SubjecT:,  I  could  not  forbear  fettiag  forth  the 
Piety  of  a  Scotch  Presbyterian,  in  the  following

In  fine,  he's  Born^  he  Lives,  and  Dies  in  Sin  ? 
A  Saint  without,  and  Devil  all  within  : 
Nay,  as  hit  Sanftity's  a  fions  fraud, 
Which  none  hut  Knaves  and  Villains  can  applaud, 
He  it  all  Hypocrite,  and  what  is  worfe  / 
The  Scorn  of  Men,  and  God's  eternal  Curfe* 

A-Scotchmans  Tongue  runs  high  Fullanis,there 
is  a  Cheat  in  his  Idiom  ^  for  the  Senfe  ebbs  from 
the  bold  Expreflion,  like  the  Citizen's  Gallon  in 
London,  which  the  Drawer  interprets  but  half  a 
Pint.  As  they  never  fpeak  as  they  think,  their 
falfe  Tongues  may  be  compared  to  the  Cards  at 
Primiviftc,  in  which  Game  6  is  18,  and  7  is  21. 
The  poorer  fort  have  a  piece  of  Linnen  peeping 
out  at  their  Collars  for  fhow  of  a  Shirt  •,  but 
with  long  wearing  it  is  fo  black  and  ragged, 

I  2  that 
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.that  it  is  going  to  the  Paper-Mill  as  faft  -as  it 
can.  When  the  Beafts  enter'd  into  jthe  Ark  by 
fairs,  I  wqnder  how  Noah  coupFd  the  Scots,  for 
they  are  ftrange  Creatures  both  by  Sea  and. 
Land  -,  and  an  Afs  is  fcarce  to  be  had.  in  this 
Nation  either  for  Love  or  Money,  becauie  they 
put  'em  all  into  Commiffions  of  the  Peace.  They 
retain  one  barbarous  Cuftom  ftill,  and  that  is, 
if  any  tvyo  be  difpleas'd  they  expe&  no  Law, 
but  bang  it  out,  one  and  his  kindred  againft  the 
other  and  his  *,  being  fo  implacable  in  their  ha 
tred,  that  on  each  fide  they  ufe  a  Scale  of  De- 
ftruc\ion?  by  ftriving  to  ruin  the  Father,  beg 
gar  the  Son>  and  fbrangle  the  Hopes  of  ail  Po- 
fterity :  And  this  Fighting  they  call  their  F«- 
der,  a  Word  fo  barbarous,  that  was  it  to  be  ex- 
prefs'd  in  Latin,  it  mufl  be  by  Circumlocution. 

Their  ill  Manners  make  them  look  more  fal- 
vage  than  the  Monfters  put  by  jlftroiogfrs  to 
the  Humane  Limbs  in  Anatomy,  wherefore  it  is 
ftrange  that  Phyficians  do  not  apply  a  Scotchman 
to  the  Soles  of  the  Feet  in  a  defperate  Fever, 
for  he  would  draw  far  beyond  Pidgeons  }  and  it 
is  thought  fome  of  our  Engltjh  Quacks,  Empe- 
ricks  or  Mountebanks  will  (lice  one  to  try  the 
Experiment.  The  Scots  were  ever  as  great 
Friends  to  the  King  of  France,  as  Don  Quixot 
was  to  Sancho  Pancho,  who  fought  at  alT  Ad 
ventures  to  purchafe  the  other  the  Government 
of  an  Ifland  which  was  none  of  his  }  and  they 
think  themfelves  as  brave  Fellows  as  the  Spanifh 
Knight  Errant,  when  he  fought  a  Windmill,  to 
the  great  Danger  of  breaking  the  Necks  of  him 
and  his  Horfe  Rofinante^  when  it  flung  'em  both 
into  a  Pond.  Their  Godlinefs  is  of  the  fame 
Parentage  with  good  Laws,  both  extra&ed  out 
of  bad  Manners  ,  and  their  Teachers  live  up 
on 
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on  the  Sins  of  their  Congregations,  which  veri 
fies  the  Axiom,  hfdem  nutritur  ex  quibus  compo- 
nitur.  They  dread  to  be  civilized  ;  and  they 
have  a  great  Antipathy  againft  Church  Win- 
clows  which  are  painted,  when  a  Looking  Glafs 
would  fhew  them  more  Superftition  :  In  fine,  a 
Scotchman  is  fuch  a  Hater  of  Images,  that  he 
hath  defac'd  God's  in  his  own  Countenance.

This 
Country  js  feperated  from  England  by  a  very 
dangerous  Sea,  in  which  meeting  with  a  moft 
dreadful  Hurricane,  as  foon  as  the  tempeltuous 
Weather  was  over,  my  Mufe  incited  me  to  de- 
Henate  the  Seamens  Devotion  in  bad  Weather, 
in  the  following  Meditation.

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When  Nature  fbcws  the  Seaman  various 
Of  Death,  in  Tempers,  Hurricanes,  and 
The  Ship  in  Danger,  Mafter,  or  the  Mate,

ll>—~n  ye,  hoi  ft  out  the  Long*  Bo  at,  Wind  defies 
Our  Art,  the  Gunhil  under  Water  lies  ;

Tour  Luffs  nor  Ports  can  do  us  now  no  Good. 
Mean  while  the  Chaplain,  who  fhoujdfor  'em  pray, 
Inftead  of  fraying,  [wears  as  faft  as  they  : 
And  juft  on  drowning,  in  cne  hideous  Tell, 
They  cur  ft  their  Fate,  andfwim  with  fpeed  to  Hell 

But  being  got  upon  firm  Land  again,  as  I  faid 
before,  I  was  very  glad  of  vifjting  the  Irijh 
Natives,  tho'  they  are  not  yet  wholly  brought 

to 
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to  a  civil  Courfe  of  Life,  thro'  the  Fathers  in-' 
fliding  an  heavy  Curfe  on  all  their  Pofterity,  if

Ire 
land,  is  divided  into  4  Provinces ;  namely,  Mun- 
Iter  ;  Lcinftcr,  where  Stonekenge  once  flood,  but 
by  Afagick  Art  fidsrlin  remov'd  thofe  ponde 
rous  Stones  out  of  this  Territory  into  Wilt- 
fbire  ,  Cortnaught,  where  are  fome  Vines,  but  ra 
ther  ferving  for  Shade  than  Profit,  for  in  thefe 
Parts  the  Sun  entring  into  F%g»)  caufeth  cold 
Gales  to  blow,  and  in  Autumn  the  Afternoon's 
Heat  is  fo  faint  and  fhort,  that  it  cannot  ripen 
the  Clutters  }  and  Vlfttr,  whofe  antient  Cuftom 
in  making  their  King  Was  by  taking  a  white 
Cow,  which  his  Irifb  M^jefty  muft  kill,  and 
feeth  the  fame  in  Water  whole,  then  muft  he 
bath  hirrtfelf  therein  ftark  caked  5  and  fitting 
in  the  Caldron  wherein  it  is  fod,  accompanied 
with  the  People  round  about  him,  he  and  they 
eat  the  Fleffy  and  drink  the  Broth  fmuch  Good 
may't  do  'em)  without  Cup,  Dilh  or  Spoon. 
No  fooner  was  I  arriv'd  at  Dublin^  but  being  in 
Company  with  fome  Collegians  of  Trinity- College 
there,  which  is  all  the  Colleges  their  Univevfity 
contains,  they  to  (hew  their  extraordinary  Parts 
to  me  a  Stranger  in  a  poetick  Way,  made  Ver- 
fes  ex  tcmporc,  and  I  to  Oblige  them  writ  off  of 
Hand  the  following  Lines.

And  honeft  Principles  they  all  Difpifc. 
Devotion  is  a  Stranger  to  their  7  Noughts, 
And  fmall  Temptations  make  their  Women  Mori& 
But  that  which  adds  to  iheir  int  ailed  Curfe^ 
Is  ftore  of  Children,  but  an  empty  Purfe» 
Jhttf,  if  thefe  are  not  Plagues  enough,  may  Pox, 
And  all  the  Ails  which  cranfd  Pandora  ys

how  well  it  pleas'd  the  Irifo  Collegians  may  be 
eafilyguefs'd,  however  taking  leave  of  my  lear 
ned  Company,  I  went  out  to  look  about  me  in 
the  City  .,  where  I  ftar'd  and  gap'd  around, 
like  our  Country  Hicks  upon  the  Signs  in  Lon- 
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don,  the  Monument,  or  Tombs  in  Weftminfter- 
j4bby.   Ringfend  Coaches,  fo  call'd  from  a  Place 
of  that  Name  about  a  Mile  or  two  out  of  the 
Dublinian  Suburbs,  I  faw  were  more  numerous 
than  Hackney  or  Gentlemen's  Coaches  •,   and 
which  being  a  fort  of  Carts  made  with  a  Seat 
before,  wherein  People  may   be  jolted  3  or  4 
Miles  for  2  Pence,  your  topping  City  Cuckolds 
and  their  Wives  very  often  ride  out  of  Town 
in  'em,  to  make  a  Demolition  of  Cakes   and 
Ale.     Being  mounted  next  upon  Loupe-Hill,  and 
asking  whence  the  Place  deriv'd  its  Name,  fome 
Knowing  People  inform'd  me,  that  an  old  Wo 
man  once  dwelling  there,  to  whom  honeft  St. 
Patrick,  a  Swineherd,  and  tutelary  Patron  of 
that  Kingdom  promis'd  to  clear  that  Nation  of 
Lice,  (he  fell  a  weeping,  and  humbly  befought 
the  good  old  Man  not  to  deflroy  them,  becaufe 
the  Inhabitants  had  no  other  Diverfion  on  Sun- 
days,  than  to  Jit  at  home  and  loufe  themfelves  ; 
whereupon  her  Requeft  being  granted,  the  Jriflj 
enjoy   the  Company   of  their  native  Cattle  to 
this  Day,  in  Memory  of  which  peculiar  Favour 
this  Street  ever  fince  bears  the  Name  of  Loufie- 
HHL     At  laft  1  rambled  into  Smock- Alley,  where 
the  Irijh  Theatre  is  fituated  *,  Curiolity  led  me 
foon  into  it,  when  Dry  den's  Opera,  caird  King 
Arthur,  was  to  be  afted,  which  is  a  Play  I  lik'd 
well  enough,  excepting  thefe  two  Lines  in  Ad 
1.  Scene  I. 

On  yon  proud  Towers,  before  the  Day  be  done, 
My  glittering  Banners  fiall  be  wav'd  againft  the 

(fetting  Sun* 

For  tho'  the  Creek  and  Latin  Poets,  in  their 
Compofitions,  made  their  Hexameter  or  Heroick 

Verfe, 
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Verfe,  compos'd  of  Dattyls  and  Spondees,  yet 
always  obferving  to  have  each  Line  to  end  with 
an  Adonick  likewife,  it  runs  fmoother  than 
what  our  Language  will  with  15  or  more  Sylla 
bles,  for  we  cannol  excted  10  Feet,  or  12  at 
the  moft,  without  offending  a  delicate  Ear. 

Farther,  let  me  obferve,  that  the  Irijb  Stage 
is  now  as  much  cumber'd  as  the  Etglijb  Stage, 
with  Inventions  not  ufed  in  former  Ages  ,  I 
mean  with  Opera's  and  Farce  •,  the  firft  ftupify- 
ing  the  Audience  in  fuch  a  quivering  Manner  in 
their  Songs,  that  the  Words  and  Senfe  too  are 
both  loft  in  the  Tune  :  And  the  other  is  a  Re- 
prefentation  of  Things  not  natural,  and  is  but 
one,  or  3  Ads  at  moft  }  contrary  to  the  Rule 
of  dramatick  Poetry,  which,  Horace  fays  in  his 
Book  de  Arte  Poetica,  muft  have  no  more  or  lefs 
than  5  Afts.  As  for  Comedy,  ic  is  as  much,  nay 
more  corrupted  in  Ireland,  than  in  England, 
France  or  Italy,  in  too  much  admitting  the  Mi- 
mick  in  the  Drama  :  And  let  me  tell  you  (tho' 
a  Pilgrim  )  that  fince  I  am  entered  upon  this 
Difcourfe,  I  muft  take  Notice,  that  tho'  Co 
medy  is  an  Imitation  of  inferior  People  in  Ri 
dicule,  yet  ought  not  the  Ridicule  to  be  extra 
vagant,  but  gracefully  and  flightly  touch'd,  as 
by  Terence  in  Ms  Pieces.  Again,  altho  Come 
dy  reprefents  low  Perfons,  yet  are  they  not  the 
meaneft,  fince  it  brings  eminent  Citizens  and 
Magiftrates  on  the  Stage  ;  nay,  Plautut  in  his 
^mphytrio  introduces  Gods  and  Kings,  but  ne- 
verthelefs  it  is  a  true  Comedy,  becaufe  he  hath 
turn'd  the  Subjeft  of  Tragedy  into  Ridicule  j 
and  it  looks  beautiful  enough,  if  the  Aftors 
have  a  Regard  to  their  Pronunciation  and  Ge- 
fture,  according  to  Qulntilian's  Rule,  in  the 
nth  Chapter  of  his  Firft  Book,  which  is  this  i 
K  2  DebeP 
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T)e\>tt  etiam  docere  comceditt  quomodo  narrandum] 
&c.  That  is,  a  Comedian  ought  to  teach  how 
we  fhould  fpeak,  with  what  Authority  we 
Jhonld  perfuade,  with  what  Emotion  Anger 
fliould  be  rais'd,and  with  what  Change  of  Voice 
we  may  excite  Pity :  I  can't  blame  thofe  who 
fpend  fome  Time  with  the  Matters  of  the  pa- 
leftrick  Art  ;  that  is,  thofe  who  form  theGe- 
ftures  and  Motions,  teach  frow  to  hold  the 
Arms,  and  the  Hands,  that  we  feem  not  to  be 
ruftick,  or  ignorant,  to  have  no  unfeemly  Car 
riage,  no  unbecoming  Pofture  of  the  Feet,  and 
that  the  Head  and  Eyes  don't  differ  from  the 
other  Motions  of  the  Bod/.  But  thefe  Rules 
are  no  where  ftriftly  obferv'd  by  Players  : 
Moreover,  as  the  Defign  of  Comedy  is  to  reftify 
the  Manners  of  Men  and  Women,  nothing 
ought  to  be  reprefented  which  may  vitiate  the 
Audience,  for  the  People  being  generally  the 
fame,  they  obftinately  retain  the  mott  licen 
tious  and  obfcene  Things  •,  efpecially  when  they 
are  impioufly  joyn'd  to  Religion.  Indeed  Men 
Jobnfon  is  often  guilty  of  this  Fault  in  his  Vol- 
pone,  efpecially  where  he  brings  in  Sir  Politick 
Would  be  talking  thus  prophanely  to  Peregrine. 

And  then,  for  your  Religion^  profefs  none  \ 

Hut  wonder  at  tks  Diversity  of  all.  Act  4.  Sc.  I. 

Alfo  Ben  Jobnfon  in  his  dlchymift  fa  much  dif- 
honours  his  Maker,  as  to  fuffer  the  moft  tre. 
jnendous  Name  of  God  to  be  made  fo  vile  and 
cheap,  as  to  be  us'd  often  as  an  expletive  Parti 
cle  to  prevent  a  Chafme,  or  make  up  a  Gap  in 
a  Sentence,  that  it  may  run  more  fmoothly  •,  as 
appears  by  fome  of  his  Perfons  thus  fpeaking. 
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God's  Will  then.  Queen  of  Furies, 

On  with  your  Tire  •,  and,Dottor,with  yourRobe^. 

Let's  difyatch  him  for  God's  fake.  Aft  3.  Sc.  3. 

Fore  God, 

She  is  a  deliicate  Dab  chick  !  I  muft  have  her. 

Aft  4.  Seen,  z* 

As  for  Tragedies,  thofe  are  the  moft  perfeft 
ones  in  which  there  are  Peripeties,  that  is,  Re 
volutions,  Changes  of  Fortune,  and  Remem 
brances,  as  in  the  Oedipus  of  Sophocles,  the  firfb 
Tragedy  of  all  Antiquity,  where  in  the  3d  Scene 
of  the  4th  Aft,  the  Peripetie,  or  Change  of  one 
Fortune  into  another,  is  contrary  to  what  was 
expected,  in  the  Man  that  comes  from  Corinth  to 
acquaint  Oediyw  of  the  Death  of  King  Polybius. 
I  fhall  not  take  Notice  of  the  Duration  of  the 
Reprefentation  of  a  Play,  which  ought  not  to 
exceed  the  Space  of  a  natural  Day  ;  but  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  Seel:  of  the  Peripateticks  believ 
ing  neither  Providence  nor  fatal  Neceffity,  but 
imputes  all  Accidents  to  Chance,  the  antient 
tragick  Poets  chofe  rather  to  follow  the  Opi 
nion  of  the  Stoicksi  who  acknowledge  a  Provi~ 
dence  and  fatal  Neceffity  •,  as  very  well  perceiv 
ing,  that  that  was  the  the  only  Means  to  pre 
fer  ve  the  Theatre,  thofe  wonderful  Surprrz^s, 
which  are  produc'd  by  Accidents  that  feem  for 
tuitous,  and  yet  neverthelefs  have  Caufes  af- 
fign'd  to  them,  which  are  certain.  Again,  it  is 
to  be  noted,  that  the  Prologue  fhould  be  plac'd 
before  the  Play  }  but  Plautus  hath  took  the  Li 
berty  of  the  Greeks,  in  placing  the  Prologue  in 
the  Play,  as  particularly  in  the  firft  Adi:  of  his 
Miles  gloriof^s^  and  after  the  firft  Aft  in  Ciftel- 

laria 
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laria •,  however,  as  I  hint  above,  this  Cuftom 
ought  not  to  be  follow'd  by  any  prudent  and 
regular  Poet  ^  and  therefore  Terence  hath  took 
Care  not  to  be  guilty  of  fo  great  a  Fault. 
The  Cataflropbe  of  a  Play  muft  be  happy  or  fa 
tal  ;  but  Euripides  has  made  his  Pieces  to  have 
a  miferable  one,  wherefore  he  appears  to  be  the 
moil  tragical  of  all  the  Poets.  Now  the  Ufe  of 
Machines,  which  makes  the  Gods  and  Goddef- 
fes  appear  upon  the  Stage,  is  founded  on  the 
generally  received  Opinion  of  the  Ethnicbs,  who 
fuppofe  the  Gods  can  fee  all  things,  and  take 
Care  of  Men  ,  for  if  there  were  none  but  Epi 
cureans  in  the  World,  the  Machines  would  be 
ridiculous,  or  not  fuffer'd,  becaufe  they  would 
directly  thwart  their  Opinion,  in  affirming  the 
Gods  lead  a  quiet  Life,  free  from  all  Sorts  of 
Care,  and  if  Nature  fometimes  doth  thofe 
Things  which  feem  miraculous,  the  Gods  take 
no  Notice  of  it,  and  don't  interrupt  their  Plea- 
fure.  By  the  Way  alfo  1  muft  note,  that  the 
Imitation  of  Lightning  and  Thunder  may  be 
put  into  the  Number  of  the  Machines,  and  alfo 
that  furious  Storm,  which  makes  the  unravel 
ling  of  the  fecond  Oedipus  in  Sophocles  ,  for  al- 
tho'  Jupiter  doth  not  appear,  yet  'tis  he  who 
fends  that  Tempeft,  during  which  Oedipus  is  bu 
ried  :  And  from  hence  I  infer,  that  Machines 
may  be  employed,  not  only  out  of,  but  alfo  in 
the  Adion  of  Tragedy,  provided  there  be  an 
abfoluteNeceffity  for  them. 

But  many  of  our  modern  Dramatifts  have 
not  exactly  obferv'd  the  aforefaid  Difcourfe,  or 
kept  thenifeives  ftriftly  to  the  Unity  of  Action, 
Time,  and  Place.  For  Sbakefpear  in  his  Trage 
dy  of  Othello,  the  Moor  of  Venice,  makes  the 
Duration  of  what  he  reprefents  to  be  above  3 

Weeks- 
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Weeks  or  a  Month  *,  1  think  the  Reprefentation 
of  his  Play  begins  in  Italy,  whence  his  'black 
General  went  to  Cyprus,  an  Ifland  on  the  Coafb 
of  Syria,  and  to  which  he  could  not  well  arrive 
under  a  Fortnight,  according  as  the  Storm  lie 
met  with  held  longer  or  fhorter.  The  Abfur- 
dities  and  Blunders  of  this  illiterate  Poetaftcr 
being  fo  many,  that  whatever  he  writ  was  not 
worth  ading  in  Bartholomew  Fair,  I  fhall  only 
take  Notice  of  the  little  Knowledge  he  had  in 
Jlftronomy,  when  in  A&  I.  Seen,  2.  he  fays, 

For  do  but  ft  and  upon  the  foaming  Shore, 

The  chiding  Willows  feem  to  pelt  the  Clouds, 

The  Wind  fiake  Surge  ,  with  high  a^d  mon  /Front 


Seems  to  caft  Water  on  the  burning  Bear, 
Ano\  quench  the  Guards  of  the  ever  -fired  Pole. 

In  thefe  Lines  I  reckon  he  hath  given  a  falfe 
Epithet  to  the  Bear,  which  ought  to  have  been 
leffer  inftead  of  burning,  by  talking  of  the  Guards 
prefently  after,  which  are  the  two  foremoft 
Stars  in  Vrfa  minor,  whereof  that  which  is  in 
the  Shoulder  of  this  Conitellation,  hath  Longi 
tude  1  28  Degrees,  23  Minutes,  and  North  La* 
titude  72  Degrees,  40  Minutes,  infomuch  that 
being  neareft  of  all  the  Northern  Conftella- 
tions  to  the  North  Pole,  1  wonder  how  there 
can  be  any  extraordinary  Heat  within  the  fri 
gid  Zone.  Alfo  in  the  fame  Play  he  fuppofes 
the.  Soul  to  be  the  Production  of  fome  mortal 
Subftance,  according  to  thefe  Words  of  Emilia, 
Ad  5.  Seen.  K 


If  he  fay  fo,  may  his  pernicious   Soul 
Rot  half  a  Grain  a- day

r  being  no  Scholar,  I  fuppofe  he 
had  fo  little  Skill  in  Rhetorick,  that  by  a  Synec 
doche  he  did  not  put  a  Whole  for  a  Part,  as  Vir 
gil  do's  Anima  for  Homo,  in  defcribing  the  Fu 
neral  of  Polydorus,  in  ^neid*  lib.  3.  The  Faults 
of  this  fame  Poetafter  are  not  a  few  alfo  in  his 
Tragedy*  calPd  Hamlet,  Prince  of  Denmark  ;  ia 
which  he  is  mighty  drolling,  particularly  where 
he  tells  an  old  Woman's  Story  of  the  Cocks 
crowing  always  at  Chriflmas,  in  Ad  i.  Seen.  i. 

It  faded  at  the  Crowing  of  the  Cock. 
Some  fay,  that  ever  'gainft  that  Seafon  comes* 
Wherein  our  Saviour's  Birth  is  Celebrated, 
This  Bird  of  dawning  fingeth  all  Night  long, 
And  then,  they  fay,  no  Spirit  dares  ftir  abroad, 
The  Nights  are  wholfome  ',  then  no  Plannfts  ftrikc, 
No  Fairy  takes,  no  Witch  hath  Power  to  Charm* 
So  hallow"  d  and  fo  gracious  is  that  Time. 

Truly  Mr.  Lee  was  in  my  Opinion,  the  moft 
exact  of  all  our  modern  Dramatifts  in  his 
Plays;  but  yet  he  is  not  without  his  Irregulari 
ties  and  Foibles,  efpecially  in  religious  Matters, 
of  which  we  (hall  only  take  notice  of  this  in  his 
Tragedy  call  Theodofius,  or  the  Force  of  Love, 
where,  in  Aft  3.  Seen-.  T  .  he  reprefents  the  Em 
peror  Theodofius  a  hopeful  Convert,  when  at  the 
fight  of  Athenais  he  makes  one  of  the  Articles 
of  the  ChrifHan  Faith  a  Simile  for  his  Cod-piece 
Paffion  in  thefe  Words, 

What  hinders  now  but  in  fplte  of  Rules 
1  burft  thro'  all  the  Bands  of  Death  that  hold  me, 
And  fly  with  fuch  a  hafte  to  that  Appearance, 
As  bury'd  Saints  (hdl  make  at  the  laft  Summons. 

'  ia 
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In  Mr.  Le is  Tragedy  call'd  the  Rival  Queens; 
or  the  Death  of  Alexander  the  Great,  in  Aft  i. 
Seen.  I.  he  makes  Polyperchon  give  a  Defcription 
of  Hell  after  the  Chriftian  Manner  ;  for  tho'  it 
was  the  Theology  of  the  Grecians  to  believe  a  fu 
ture  State,  yet  it  does  not  occur  to  my  Memo 
ry  that  I  ever  read  they  allotted  any  Punifh- 
ment  to  the  Wicked  by  Fire,  as  he  intimates  in 
thefe  Lines. 

The?  tht  Earth  yawn  fo  wide, 

That  all  the  Labours  of  the  Deep  were  feet?, 

And  Alexander  flood  on  the  other  Side, 

jd  leaf  the  burning  Ditch  to  give  him  Death*, 

Or  fink  my  ftlf  for  ever* 

And  in  Aft  4.  Seen.  I.  he  introduces  Cajfander 
fpeaking  fo  prophanely,  that  it  muft  rather  vi 
tiate  the  Audience  than  make  them  virtuous. 

'Tit  nobler  far  to  be  a  King  of  Hell, 

To  Head  infernal  Legions,  Chiefs  below, 

To  let  'em  loofe  for  Earth,  to  call  'em  in* 

And  take  Account  of  what  dark  Deeds  are  dones 

Than  be  a  Subjjftt  God  in  Heaven  unbleft. 

And  without  Aiifchief  have  eternal  Reft. 

A*  for  Mr.  Shadwett,\\z  hath  mixt  his  Tragedy 
call'd  the  Libertine  with  fo  much  Comedy,  that 
the  Play  is  rather  cragi- comical  than  tragical ; 
tho'  there  is  Blood  enough  fpik  in  it  which 
might,  with  good  Husbandry,  ferve  very  well 
for  two  or  three  Tragedies:  But  to  make  Don 
John  the  Libertine  talk  o't  a  Soul,  in  Aft  f:  when 
an  Atheift  believes  no  fuch  Thing  exiiting  in  a 
Man,  it  is  very  abfurd,  as  you  may  fee  in  the 
L  following 
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following  Lines,  which  plainly  defcribe  the  Per- 
fon's  Chaiufter. 

Let's  on^  and  live  the  nobler  Life  of  Senfe  ? 
To  all  tke  Powers  of  Love  and  mighty  Luftj 
In  fate  of  formal  Fops  1  will  bt  juft. 
What  Ways  foe*  er  csnduce  to  my  Delight, 
My  Senfe  inflrutts  me,  I  mufi  think*cm  right. 
On,  on  my  Soul,  and  make  no  Stop  in  Pleafure9 
They're  dull  infipid  Fools^  who  live  by  Meafurc. 

Was  I  to  criticife  on  all  the  Errors  occurring 
in  the  Greek,  Latin  and  Englijh  Dramatifts,  I 
ihould  fwell  my  Criticifms  to  a  Bulk  exceeding 
thefe  fwelling  Expreflions  of  Seneca,  in  the 
firft  Aft  of  his  Hercules  Oet&us,  whom  he  makes 
t;o  fpeak  in  thefe  bragging,  bouncing,  and  rant 
ing  Strains. 

Vel  fl  times  ne  terra  concipiat  feras, 
Properet.malum  quodcunque  dum  terra  Hercitlem 


Da,  da  tuendos  Jupiter  faltem  decs  : 
Jlla  licebit  fulmina  partt  aufcras, 
Ego  quam  tuebor  :  five  glacialtm  folum, 
Sen  me  tueri  fervidam  partem  jubeSj 
Hac  effe  fuperos  pane  fecuros  jut  a. 

By  thefe  Lines  we  plainly  fee  how  miferable 
Jupiter  mud  be,  who  cannot  be  fafe  from  wild 
Beafts  without  an  Hercules  •,  and  then  again 
how  little  and  weak  the  Poet  makes  the  Gods,  in 
reprefenting  them  to  ftand  in  Need  of  Human 
Help  :  But  the  tragick  Poets  do  very  often  err 
in  this  Manner,  by  extolling  Things  above  Na 
ture.  Moreover,  altho'  fome  Morality  may  be 
learnt  by  the  Judicious  either  from  tragick  or 

cornicle 
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comick  Writers,  yet  there  are  none  of  the 
dramatick  Poets  but  what  have  too  much  Im 
morality  and  Prophanefs  in  their  Writings  5 
and  hence  it  follows  that  either  Tragedy  or  Co~ 
medy,  as  being  a  Reprefentation  of  Things, 
muft  be  of  a  more  pernicious  Confequence  than 
an  Epick  Poem,  which  is  only  a  Recitation.  A 
dramatick  Poet  mufb  make  the  Perfon  which  he 
'  brings  on  the  Stage  to  fpeak  exactly  to  the  Cha- 
rafter  which  he  or  Ihe  reprefents  :  Thus  whe 
ther  the  Perfon  that  reprefents  another,  is  to 
aft  the  Part  of  a  Tyrant,  Adulterer,  Villain, 
Drunkard,  or  any  other  wicked  profligate 
Wretch,  as  the  Humour  of  fuch  Perfons  muft 
be  reprefented  always  the  fame,  without  any 
Variety,  the  Reprefentation  of  fuch  notorious 
Crimes  may  be  of  an  ill  Confequence  to  green 
Heads  ^  and  efpecially  in  being  Spectators  of 
fuch  Plays,  which  treat  of  thofe  Subjects  whofe 
Stones  are  taken  from,  or  belonging  to  Hell. 
Farthermore  there  is  a$  much  BufFoonry  and 
Drollery  afted  on  the  Irifli  Stage  as  on  the  £0- 
glijh  Stage,  as  having  Harlequins  fliewing  Merry- 
Andrew's  Tricks  }  Scaramouches  jumping  into 
Barrels  j  Dame  Ragonda  skipping  about  with  9 
Brats  at  her  Heels  j  or  a  brainlefs  Fellow,  who 
has  more  Grimace  than  Senfe,  riding  upon  an 
Afs,  which  (Tm  fu re)  is  falfe  Heraldry  to  put 
IVletai  upon  Metal. 

But  being  as  foon  tir'd  of  Dublin^  as  a  Dr#- 
ry  Lane  Strumpet  is  of  Beetle  and  Punny  in 
2>ridewsllt  I  left  that  lewd  Town  to  vifit  the 
Country  }  accordingly  I  went  to  Manooth.  a 
Town  in  the  County  of  Kildare^  where  I  faw 
nothing  memorable,  but  an  old  Caftle  much 
ruinated  by  the  famous  Ufurper  Oliver  Cromwell^ 
of  inglorious  Memory.  Hence  I  went  to  Kil- 
L  2  cock. 
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cock,  a  Mile 'beyond  which  is  a  Stone- Mill,  faid 
to  be  builc  by  the  Pevil ;    and   truly   by  its 
ftrange  Contrivance,  I'm  apt  to  believe  it  may 
be  the  Workmanfhip  of  fome   infernal    Anift. 
Bour  Miles  forward  hClenardy  on  the  Skirts  of 
which  Town  is  a  Bridge  over  the  River  fioyn  j 
memorable  for  the  enriie  Defeat  King  William 
gave  his  Royal  Competitor  for  the  Diadem  of 
three  Kingdoms.     Hence  I  went  to  Mulllnga,r  ; 
and  from  thence  to  Balimore,   otherwife  call'd 
Jtalimorc-Lougl?  Sunderlandy  or   Sivcddie,  in    the 
County  of  Weft-McAtb  •,  but  how  improper  the 
Derivation  is  in  one  Refpeft,  as  well   as  incre 
dulous  in  another,  I   leave  to  your  judicious^ 
Senfe  to  determine  ;  for  Bali  (ignifies  a  Town 
in   the    fiogtrottcrs  Jargon,  and  More,    great  } 
which  Epithet  is  not  at  all  fuitable  to  this  Place, 
when  there  arefcarce40  Houfes  in  it.  But  then 
again  to  name  itSunderland,  or  Swede  lie,  which 
frgnifies  a  Beetle  to  beat  wet  Linnen,  the  Acci 
dent  I  am  going  to  recite,  methinks  could  not 
impofe  upon  the  Faith  of  any  but  a  Papift,  who 
makes  Traditions  an  effential  Part  of  his  Credo  ; 
for  as  I  was  inform'd  by  fome  dwelling   here, 
there  goes  a  Story  of  a  Maid,  living  in  former 
Ages,  when  a  Grove  grew  where  this  Lough 
now  is,  on  the  North  Side  of  the  Town,  with 
a  fmall  Brook  running  thro'  it;  and  one  Day 
warning  in  this  folitary  Place,  and  accidentally 
dropping  her  Beetle  into  the  Water,  the  Trees 
iu  the  Grove  inftantly  vanifhed,  and  the  Ground 
"became   a  large  Lough  :    Thus  by  giving  too 
much  Credulity  to  a  Lie,  this  Town  begoc  a 
Jsame   as  long   as    a  Spanifi    Nobleman's.    In 
the  Church-Yard  here  I  took  Notice  of  a  Grave- 
jlone,  on  which  was  this  infigaificant  Infcrip- 
tion  :  Pray  fir  the  Soul  of  Mtjor  John  Duneel, 

who

departed  the  6th  of  November,  1694  ;  as  alfo 
for  kis  Wife  Elizabeth  Jones  •,  and  his  Sons  Henry, 
William  and  Richard,  who  caufed  Ms  Tomb  to  be 
made,  Anno  Domini  f  696.  And  under  it  carv'd 
J.  H.  S.  the  Initial  Letters  of,  lefns  Hominum 
Salvator*  Not  far  from  this  is  another  Grave 
ftone  over  a  Miller,  with  all  the  chief  Tools  of 
his  thieving  Occupation  carv'd  thereon  :  And 
this  Mode  I  faw  was  pretty  cuflomary  among 
Tradefmen  in  many  Church  -  Yards  in  this 
Kingdom- 

Next  I  went  to  AMone,  a  Town  not  only  (I- 
tuated  in  the  two  Provinces  of  Ldnftcr  and 
Connougkt^  but  alfo  in  the  two  Counties  of  Weft- 
Meatb  and  Ro/common.    The  Shannon,  the  largeft 
River  in  Ireland,  running  from  North  to  South, 
divides  it  into  two  Parts  ;  over  which  is  a  Stone 
Bridge,  containing  feven  Arches,  built  by  old 
Queen  Befs ;   and  on  it  is  cut  out  a  Man  and 
Dog  with  this  infcription.     Robarts  Damport 
Was  Overfter  of  this  Workys.     Indeed,  the  Mat 
ter  is  not  fo  material  as  to  be  worthy  of  com 
municating  it  to  the  PublLck,  but  only  to  let 
my  Readers  fee  their  antient  way  of  Spelling, 
which  is  not  much  different  from  the  modern 
Orthography  now  in  ufe  among  'em  •,    and  to  de 
lineate  the  Arrogancy  of  this  petty  Officer, 
who,  becaufe  Alexander  the  Great  refpe&ed  his 
Horfe  Bucephalus,  attempted  to  immortalize  his 
Jriflj  Cur  tos.    Hence  I  went  to  Balidagon,  a  lit 
tle  Village  fix  Miles  from  Athlone  j   but  whence 
this  Place  takes  its  Name  I  cant  imagine,  unlefs 
a  Remnant  of  the  curfed  Philiftines  made  their 
Efcape  from  the   Slaughtering  Ifraelites  ,    by 
Swimming  over  the  Sea  ;    and  fettling  in  this 
bye  Country,  they  dedicated  thefe  Receptacles 
of  Poverty  to  their  Monftrous  God,    Dagon. 

Pro- 
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Proceeding  onwards  on  my  Pilgrimage,  I  went 
to  Balinajloc,  the  People  of  which  fmall  Town 
are  fo  Zealous,  that  rather  than  want  a  Houfe 
of  Devotion,  they  aflemble  in  a  little  Cabbin, 
where  a  Bank  is  raifed  for  the  Bog-trotting 
Congregation  to  fit  on  ;  and  fuch  an  awkard 
Pulpit,  Desk,  and  Communion-Table  is  beftow'd 
on  the  poor  Levity  that  it  would  puzzle  Inge 
nuity  to  fathom  the  Depth  of  humane  Fancy  for 
their  true  Defcription  :  However,  taking  fome 
Pity  and  Companion  on  thefe  godly  Wretches, 
before  I  left  'em  1  compil'd  for  them  the  follow 
ing  Stanza's,  calVd

Bidding  adieu  to  Balinojloe,  I  went  to 
rim,  where  the  Number  of  Houfes  exceed  not 
a  Pair-Royal  of  Aces  •  however,  the  Place  will 
be  ever  memorable  in  Hiftory,  for  the  decifive 
Battle  fought  here,  which  reduced  a  whole 
Kingdom  to  the  Obedience  of  the  Proteftant 
King  William  And  all  over  the  Plain  here  He 
fcatter'd  Heaps  of  Mens  Sculls  to  this  Day  ;  in- 
fomuch  that  it  does  not  only  reprefent  Golgo 
tha,  but  had  alfo  the  Father  of  that  Grecian 
Hero  dwelt  here,  who  wept  for  more  Worlds 
to  add  to  his  Conquefts,  he  might  havefav'd  his 
Page  the  Labour  of  mewing  him  at  Meals  the 
ghaftful  Emblem  of  Mortality.  Hence  I  pro 
ceeded  to  Logkrea,  where  is  kept  the  chiefeft 
Market  in  all  the  Province  of  Cwnaugkt  \  and 
from  thence  going  to  Killilel,  I  faw  a  fmall 
wooden  Crofs  fet  totttring  upon  a  Heap  of 
Stones  in  the  Road  ;  about  which  fome  Prieft, 
and  his  bigotted  Tribe,  had  been  mumbling  a 
a  Pater  Nofter,  and  Avc  Maria  to  the  Blefled 
Lady.  At  Balihavely  I  took  Notice  of  an  old 
Cattle  metamporphofed  into  a  Cow^Houfe  ^ 
and  next  I  went  to  Atkenrea,  an  ancient,  but 
much  ruinated  Town,  built  by  old  Kingjtkn 
of  merry  Memory.  Then  I  came  to  Galway,  a 
large  Seaport  Torcn,  fituated  on  the  River 
Caarle  ;  when  I  firfl  I  enter'd  this  Place,  I  really 
took  it  to  be  a  general  Goal  for  the  whole 
Kingdom  ;  for  the  Houfes  (  which  are  fome 
one,  fome  two,  and  fome  three  Stories  high  ) 
are  all  ftrongly  built  of  Stone,  and  moft  of  the 
"*  Windows 
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Windows  thick  barricadoed  with  thick  Iron 
Bars,  infomuch  that  there  are  not  the  like  Buil 
dings  to  be  feen  through  the  Country  for 
Strength.  In  the  Midft  of  this  Town  ftands  a 
Church,  dedicated  to  honeftSt.  Nicholas^  whofe 
Steeple  hath  a  pretty  good  Set  of  Bells,  and  its 
Chimes  are  fomewhat  Mu/ical,  but  not  well  ap- 
prov'd  by  the  Fanaticks,  becaufe  they  are  fet  to 
the  Tune  of  a  Pfalm.  Moreover,  in  this  Church 
are  two  Pulpits,  one  for  the  Do&or  to  preach 
in,  and  one  for  the  Archbifhop  of  luAm^  in  cafe 
his  Preferment  makes  him  not  above  it. 

The  Women  of  this  Country  are  gene* 
rally  fo  homely,  that  had  the  Mother  of  all 
Living  been  as  ugly,  when  (he  took  her  ill-con- 
dition'd  Being  from  one  of  Father  Adams 
Ribs,  her  frightful  Phifiognomy  had  forc'd 
the  Godhead  toad  the  fixth  Day  over  again. 
Seeing  the  female  Sex  fo  ordinary,  to  comfort 
them  under  this  Misfortune,  I  compofed  the 
following  Lines,  call'd  the  Pi&ure  of  an  Irijh 
Woman. 

Of  all  the  Creatures  I  have  ever  found , 
An  lri(h  Woman  if  a'  ft  range  Confound  I 
Vnfeemly  Geftures  wanton  Sports  betray. 
Yet  talk  of  Love,  fhe  knows  not  what  to  fay- 
Her  chicfeft  Breeding  lies  in  milking  Cows^ 
Her  Face  is  only  fit  to  fright  the  Crows  ; 
Her  Breafts  are  large,  her  Belly  fomewhat  hard, 
^And  Modefty's  a  7htng  fhe^U  ne'er  regard  : 
But  yet  to  give  the  Teagueland  Be  aft  her 
Her  Skin  is  really  a  Mulatto'*  Hue  •, 
Vgly*s  her  Hand,  yet  Legs  fo  little  bf, 
That  litler  Mill-  Pofts  you  flsall  feldsm  fee. 
Her  roving  Eyes  lafcivious  Looks  betray, 
as  the  Night  obfcures  A  glorious 
M 
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So  Ragged  Mantlet^  or  a  Cloak  des  hide 
Tfrofe  Imperfections  which  we  fbouM  deride. 
Spl&vin's  her  Foot,  irregular  her  Nofe, 
Which  always  is  uncleanly  as  her  Cloaths  ; 
Her  Buttocks  fwtll,  like  luflful  Bull  his  Cod, 
And  Knees  are  never  bended  tjo  her  Gcd  : 
For9  when  at  Leifure9  htr  Deletions  moft 
fieftfwd  on  Pripft,  and  consecrated  Hop. 
Her  Speech  Mfc  overs  a  perfidious  Heart, 
The  which  on  very  e.ific  'Terms  flte'll  part  ; 
^4n,d  as  for  that  ftrange  Cup  which  Water  keeps 
With  downward  Mouth,  awake,  or  whenJheJlcepSj 
Let  her  be  koneft  Woman,  Maid,  or  Whore, 
Like  Death  and  Hell  'tis  gaping  ftitt  for  more.

But  yet  for  all  this  Dearth  of  handfome  Wo 
men,  this  Country  in  another  Refped  is  far 
happier  than  England,  as  being  lefs  infe&ed 
with  Lawyers,  that  common  Bane  of  all  Man 
kind.  The  wild  Irifo,  in  all  Courts  of  Judica 
ture,  are  fworn  upon  a  Scull  }  herein  being 
more  fcrupulous  of  forfwearing  therafelves, 
than  by  taking  a  falfe  Oath  on  the  New~Tefta- 
ment  ;  as  'fuppcfing  the  -Ghoil  to  whom  that 
Scull  once  pertain'd  would  haunt  them,  in  cafe 
they  prpv'd  perjurM.  Affixes  are  held  twice  a 
Year  for  criminal  Matters,  and  Cafes  of  Nifi 
frius-,  and  tho'  Aftrx*  lefp  no  Print  of  her  Foot- 
Heps  in  this  Nation  when  fhe  fled  to  Heaven, 
yet  fo  partial  is  blindfold  Juftice  here  betwixt 
Man  and  Beaft,  that  the  Stone  Pounds  for  of 
fending  Cattle  feem  ftronger  built  thai)  Goals 
for  Malefactors.  Murderers  are  hang'd  and 
quarter'd  -,  and  Rapparees  fhare  the  fame  Fate  ; 
Which  la  ft  in  former  Times  was  the  Militia  of 
the  Country,  but  the  mean  Souls  of  the  Irijh 
Retelling  now  what  is  honourable  and  Praife- 

worthy, 
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worthy,  to  follow  Theft,  this  martial  Deno 
mination  fuffers  the  fame  bard  Fate  with  thofe 
honeft  Names  of  Tyrant  arid  SophiJ^er^  which 
from  Titles  of  Honour  are  degenerated   into 
Terms  of  the  greateft  Difgrace  and  Infamy  ; 
for  a  Rapparec  now   fignifies  no  more   than  a 
Robber  on  the  Highway.     As  for  the  great 
j      Commerce  the  People  drives,  that  was  plainly 
perceiv'd  by  meeting  neither  Waggon  nor  Pack- 
Horfe  100  Miles   an  End.     The  wild   Native 
Jriflj  obferve  more  Days  of  Fading  and  Abfti- 
nence  than  the  Kubrick  of  their  Church  enjoyns 
them  ;  becaufe  extream  Poverty  excludes  them 
from  theUfe  of  Flefh  and  Fowl  from  one  Year's 
End   to  another.     Their  Lodging  is  in  fmall 
Cabbins,    without  Chimneys,    put  up  in  the 
Highways  j  and  in  thefe  the  Man,  his  Wife  and 
Children,  Cocks,  Hens,  Chickens,  Hogs,  Pigs, 
Cows,  Calves   and  Geefe   lie  all   together.    If 
Teague  is  fo  topping  as  to  rent  a  fmall  Potatoe- 
Garden   for  5   Shillings  fer  Annum,  he  thinks 
hrmfelf  as  well  to   pafs  as  that  Italian  Duke, 
Who's  married  Yearly  to  the  j4driancSQa  •,  how 
ever,  his  Tenement  flvall  be  no  better  furnifh'd 
than  the  reft  of  his  Neighbours  j  which  is  com. 
rnonly  fet  off  with  a  Trufs  of  Straw  to  lie  on, 
a  Grid-Iron,  and  Pot   to  boil    Potatoes.     Thefe 
wild  People  wear  neither  Shoes  nor  Stockings, 
which  makes  me  flrongly   to  fnfpeft  that  they 
are  born  without  any,  as  Monfieur  Ragous  Ba- 
ftard  was  without  a   Shirt  \  and  as  often  as   I 
behold   their  tatterM    Apparel,  which   fcarce 
covers  what  Modefty  ought  to  conceal,  I  ima 
gine  them  to  proceed  from  the  Loyns  of   Ham, 
who  difcovering   his  Father's  Nakednefs,  the 
Curfe  of  him  and  his  Pofterity  lay  in  never  be 
ing  well  cloath'd  again. 

M  2  Here 
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Here  are  no  Stage- Coaches ;  and  inftead  of 
Carts  they  ufe  only  ^little  Cars,  with  fmall 
Wheels  without  Spokes,  fo  that   they  cannot 
carry  above  3  or  400  Weight  of  Tallow,  which 
is  one  of  the  chiefeft  Commodities  of  this  Coun 
try.     Sliding  Carts  are  alfo  very  common,  imi 
tating  much  our  Halliers  in  Briftot.     Inflead  of 
Soap  they   ufe  Cadtmacrtl,  that  is,  the  Excre 
ments  of  Dogs  whether  thick  or  thin,  which 
poor  Women  gather  up  in  the  Streets  with  as 
great  Pains  as  they  do  Rags  in  London.     In  Eng 
land,  Women  ride  upon  the  left  Side  of  a  Horfe, 
but  here  they  ride  upon   the  wrong  Side  ^  and 
very  often  aftride.    Moft  Things  edible  or  po 
table   are  very  cheap  ;  but  why  is  that?  Be- 
caufe  Money  is  fcarce,  which  makes  an  Englijh 
Shillings  go  for  13  Pence,  and  a  Guinea  i  Pound 
3  Shillings,  which  is  confiderable   above  their 
intrinfick  Value.    The  Inhabitants  of  this  King- 
do  n  greatly  admire  a  Difh  of  Potatoes,  to  which 
they  have  fuch  an  Appetite,  that  I  believe  they 
long  for  'em  after  they  are  dead  •,  for  in  molt 
Potatoe-Gardens  many  Souls,  grinning  ftrange- 
ly  at  this  delicious  Food,   which  is  both  Bread 
and  Meat  to  an  Irijhrnan  }  but  whether  they  get 
thither   by  Accident,  or   fome  fympathetical 
Vtrtue.  whofe  ftrange  Effedt   proceeding  from 
as  ftrange  a  Caufe,  the  Relicks  of  their  mortal 
C'rcaiTes  will  infenfibly  creep  (like  the  Sun's 
Shadow  on  a  Dial)  to  what  they   moft  affefted 
in  this  Lite,  is  a  Subject   on  which  1  fhall  not 
in  lift     For  above  40  Miles  together  I  could  not 
fee  a  Stack  of  Hay  }  and  Beafts  are  very  fmail 
here,  excepting  the  Woman,  who  being  great 
Breeders,  ftand  hard  and  faft  by  that  primary 
Command,  Incretfe  and  multiply  j  but  I  fuppofe 
their  Obedience  to  this  Precept   is  more  by  na 
tural 
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tural  Inftind,  than  acquirM  by  any  Knowledge 
of  the  Scriptures,  to  which  they  are  as  meer 
Strangers  as  the  remoteft  Heathens.  So  boggy 
is  moft  part  of  the  Country,  that  if  it  is  not 
Lucifer's  Backfide,  one  may  very  reafonably 
impute  it  to  be  the  grand  Magazine  of  Nature's 
Impurity.  Popery  is  very  predominant  ^  for 
altho'  fevere  Afts  are  made  againft  Jefuits, 
Monks,  and  Fryers,  yet  fecular  Priefts,  who 
own  no  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdiftion  of  the  See  of 
Rome,  are  tolerated  to  fay  Mafs.  Befides,  feve- 
ral  private  Nunneries,  tbtftfijts  have  public 
Chapels  here;  one  about  a  Furlong  or  two 
without  the  Weft-Gate  of  Galway,  dedicated  to 
the  Virgin  Mary  •,  and  another  a  little  without 
Abby-Gate,  dedicated  to  St.  Francis.  Super- 
ftition  has  a  great  Afcendant  over  their  Faith  ; 
for  about  half  a  Mile  without  William's  Gate 
are  two  Wells,  dedicated  to  the  blefisd  Lady 
andSt.TVm/iw,  round  which  every  Sunday  Mor 
ning  they  walk  bare-foot  an  Hour  together, 
mumbling  over  their  Beads,  and  then  eroding 
themfelves  with  the  Water,  which  they  hold 
to  be  good  againft  feveral  Infirmities,  they  re 
turn  home  as  little  fanftified  as  they  went. 
The  Pulpit-Prayers  us'd  by  the  Proteflant  Clergy 
in  Ireland,  are  fcarce  as  long  as  the  Lord's  Pray 
er  and  Doxology  ;  for  they  are  all  as  idle  as 
our  Englifo  Parfons,  who  don't  preach,  but  read 
Sermons,  excepting  here  and  there  one  that 
fcorns  to  teach  his  Congregation  out  of  a 
Book. 

From  Galway  I  went  to  Carmorris^  on  the 
left  Hand  whereof  are  feveral  Houies  paying 
Tribute  to  the  Ruins  of  Fire  and  Sword.  Next 
1  went  to  Balihove,  in  the  County  of  Mayo  ; 
and  truly  of  all  the  Irifi  Counties  commend  me 

to 
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to  this  for  good  FeHowffiip  ;  for  here  they  will 
kill  one  another  to  raife  a  RuB(Het  of  Aqua-vit<e. 
As  puffing  through  this  Country,  I  overtook  a 
little  Cair  loaded1  with  this  Liquor,  which  they 
prefer  above  their  beloved  Vfyuebaug}),  drawing 
before  a  Corpfe  ^  and  as  foon  as  the  fenfelefs 
Clod  was  inter  r'd  in  an  obfcure  Place  among 
Bogs' and  Hifts,  they  fell  heartily  ta  their  ftrong 
Sip^iags,  which  they  drew  out  into  fquare 
wooden  Cups,  and  thence  took  it  out  agen  with 
Egg-ftiels,  which  ferv'd  inftead  of  Tafters. 
For  my  part  being  a  Stranger,  they  invited  me 
to  participate  of  their  Liquor  ;  accordingly  I 
tarried  with  them,  to  fee  their  Manners  ;  'till 
the  Spirits  flew  fo  much  into  their  Heads,  that 
one  Brother  in  a  Quarrel  kill'd  another.  Here 
upon  fome  were  for  carrying  him  to  Juftice, 
and  others  again  for  hiding  the  bloody  Fad  ^ 
thus  whilft  a  long  Controverfie  held  concern 
ing  what  to  do  in  this  tragical  Matter,  an  old 
Man  among  'em  ftarts  up,  and  addrelfts  himfelf 
as  follows. 

"  Loving  Friends  and  Acquaintance,  in  tak- 
u  ing  our  laft  Farewel  of  a  Neighbour  here 
u  departed,  the  Funeral  Meeting  has  unhap- 
"  pily  occafion'd  the  Lofs  of  another.  Now 
"  if  we  fhould  deliver  up  this  Criminal  to  the* 
u  Government,  the  Severity  of  their  Juftice 
"  will  deprive  us  of  a  third  Friend  ;  which  Pu- 
ft  nifhment  will  not  retrieve  the  Life  of  his  un- 
"  fortunate  Brother.  Wherefore,  to  prevent 
u  the  Survivor's  untimely  Endt  we  11  prefently 
u  fend  to  fee  what  Goods  and  Chatties  the  De- 
*'•  ceafed  owns  *,  and  raifing  therewith  another 
u  Rundlet  of  Aqua-mt^  we'll  privately  bury 
u  our  lately  departed  Brother,  and  drink  his 

Requiem 
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u  Requiem,  without  taking  any  farther  Notice 
4t  of  this  Difafter  to  our  heretical  Foes". 

Thefewere  his  Words  as  near  as  I  can  re 
member,  and  his  Advice  being  applauded  by 
all  the  Auditors,  another  Rundlet  of  Jlqua  Vita, 
is  fctc'd  •,  but  by  that  time  it  was  near  out,  a 
a  frefh  Quarrel  arofe,  wherein  a  fecond  Perfpn 
was  murder'd  ;  which  being  likewife  fraother'd 
and  a  frefh  Rundlet  of  Aqua  Vit&  procur'd,  I 
took  my  leave  of  thefe  kind  Heats,  for  fear 
Chey  fhpuld  at  laft  raife  a  drunken  Collation 
out  of  me.  So  I  made  the  beft  of  my  way  for 
foxford,  a  very  large  Town,  with  a  Church  in 
it,  lying  among  very  high  Hill?.  Hence  I  went 
to  Lorras,  an  excellent  Jiarbour  for  Ships,  litu- 
ated  in  a  Bay,  twining  among  exceeding 
tjigh  Mountains.  Thence  I  went  to  5/^o,  which 
hatji  a  ftrong  Citadel,  by  a  Bridge  containing 
Bight  Stone  Arches.  Hence  1  went  to  Grange  ^ 
from  thencs  to  Balifljarwonr  a  Seaport  Town  ; 
hence  I  weat  to  Dwnegal.  a  Town  fituated  on. 
a  Hill,  and  was  burnt  by  the  Puke  of  Berwick* 
in  the  late  Iri(h  Wars.  Hence  I  went  over 


JParyfmoori  a  Mount  Ten  Miles  in  Length,  ia 
the  Province  of  Vlfler  ^  but  about  a  Mile  before 
I  came  to  the  End  of  it,  Colcrockcd*  [or  the 
Hangman's]  Wood  begins  }  where  a  great  ma- 
ny  Tories  or  Rapparecs  have  been  hang'd,  when 
they  made  their  foiitary  Receptacles  in  this  de- 
folate  and  dangerous  Place  for  robbing.  Hence 
1  went  to  RaphO)  a  Bilhoprick,  with  a  very  lit 
tle  Church  in  it.  And  next  I  went  to  London* 
Dtrry^  the  People  whereof  have  fuch  good  Sto 
machs  as  to  eat  Cats,  Rats,  Dogs  and  Horfe- 
flefh  in  time  of  a  Sifige.  The  moll  remarkable 
Thing  1  law  hereabout  was  the  Gallows,  which 

Hands 
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ftands  about  half  a  Mile  out  of  Town,  and  is 
of  a  Triangular  Form,  like  our  Triple-Tree 
at  Hyde-Park  Corner  ;  but  as  yet  has  not  hon- 
our'd  the  Roman  See  with  fo  many  Saints  and 
Martyrs  as  that  in  England. 

From  London- Derry  I  went  to  Colrain^  a  Sea 
port  Town  divided  by  the  Byrne  Water  into 
Two  Parts,  fo  that  it  ftands  in  the  Counties  of 
Derry  and  Antrim^  which  laft  Shire   is  much 
haunted  with  Fairies,  who  are  fo  mifchievous 
as  to  fling  Darts  at  People  as  they  Travel  in  the 
Night.    I  fawoneof  'em,  which  is  a  flatfolid 
Stone,  about  Two  Inches  long,  and  in  Shape 
like  a  Vamp  or  upper  Leather  of  a  Woman's 
pecked  Toe  Shoe  \  one  fide  white,  t'other  in 
clining  to  the  fame  Colour,  but  fpeckled  with 
red  Spots  }  and  is  reckon'd  very  medicinal,  if 
us'd  according  to  Prefcription,  for  the  fore 
Teats  of  Cows.    The  Iriflt  People,  I  perceiv'd 
all  the  Way  I  TravelPd,  are  haughty  of  Heart, 
implacable  in  Enmity;  light  of  Belief,  and  pa« 
tient  per  Force  in  Hunger  and  Cold.    Damage- 
fefant  is  feldom  committed,  becaufe  here  are 
few  or  no  Hedges  ;  nor  can  Forreft  Laws  be  in 
much  Ufe,  when  1  faw  not  one  from  one  End 
of  the  Kingdom  to  the  other.    Brogues   are 
more  worn  than   Shoes    by  both  Sexes  ;  their 
Mouths  fupply  the  Ufe  of  Bellows  •,  a  Pail  of 
Water  ferves  'em  for  a  Looking-Glafs  ^  and 
Cleanlinefs  is  as  much  unknown  to  them,  as 
the  Difcoveries  of  Chriftopher  Columbus  to  the 
Antienr.s.     The  richer  Sort  of  Women  wear 
blue  Cloth  Cloaks,  in  all  Weathers,  as  a  Type 
or  Symbol  of   their  Defire    of  wearing   the 
Breeches  too  -,  but  their  Husbands  to  mar  their 
Intentions,  generally  wear  Trowfers  made  of 
Frize,  which  is  the  ftaple  Commodity  of  the 

Country 
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Country.  The  midling  Rank  of  Womgn  wear 
Riding-Hoods  }  and  the  Poor  ones  clad  them- 
felves^with  courfe  Mantles,  thrown  over  their 
Kerchiefs,  which  are  as  black  as  their  Bodies, 
aud  their  Bodies  as  black  as  their  Souls,  but  yet 
their  Souls  are  blacker  than  either  ;  if  it  was 
but  for  their  Malice,  contrary  to  the  nth  Com 
mandment  ,  commanding,  Thaf  ye  love  one 
another. 

Tho'  the  Women  differ  in  their  Habits,  yet 
both  Gentle  and  Simple  count  Decency  in  Dref- 
fing  mter  Idolatry  }  and  that  their  Stockings 
may  hang  flatteringly  about  tbeir  Heels,  they 
have  utterly  forfworn  the  Ufe  of  Garters- 
Thofe  who  are  married  are  generally  dull  and 
fottifh,  fo  that  when  their  Husbands  come 
home,  they  look  like  fo  many  Pa  ffion-  Pictures, 
prefenting  ever  Sadnefs  and  Melancholly  ;  which 
makes  the  poor  Cuckolds  like  Spaniards,  who 
will  leave  their  Saviour  at  any  Time  for  a  Mai 
denhead,  look  as  dull.  Yea>  an  Irishman  loves 
a  Whore  as  well  as  a  Frenchman  ;  and  tho'  the 
Superftition  of  former  Times  accounted  a  Wo 
man  of  fuch  Pollution,  that  the  Council  of  Eli- 
beris  would  not  fuffer  a  Man  to  touch  her  three 
Days  before  his  receiving  the  Sacrament,  yet  in 
Defiance  of  all  Councils,  they  will  forfake  Sa 
craments,  and  all  things  elfe  holy,  rather  than 
go  without  a  Bit  of  old  Hat  :  And  this  Pra&ice 
of  abflaining  from  Women  at  certain  Times, 
was  ([  fuppofe)  in  Ufe  among  the  antient  Hea 
thens,  according  to  this  Caution  of  Tibulitts.

By  this  Queftion   in  the  laft  Chapter  of  Pro* 
verb*)  as  I  take  it,  Who  can  find  a  'virtuous  Wo 
man ?  One  would  be  apt  to  furmife  that  Solomon 
had  travelled  into  this  Country  ;  and  to  fee  the 
People  eat  Clover  Grafs,  a  Man  might  fwear 
'em  all  a- kin  to  grazing  Nebuchadnezzar.     The 
Genius  of  the  Irifo  is, not  a-whit  admirable,  for 
one  Age   here   grows  not  wifer  than  another, 
like  other  Nations j  which  gives  great  Sufpicion 
of  a  Mctcmyfifchofis,  or  Pythagoras^  Tranfmigra- 
tion  of  the  Soul  to  be  true  :  Seeing,  by  the  Con- 
verfation  I  had  among  the  Bogtrotters,  that  the 
younger  Folks  only   inherit  the  fmall  Senfe  of 
their  Progenitors  ;  whofe  profound  Knowledge 
was  heretofore   fo  great,  as  to  tye  Ploughs  to 
their   Horfes  Tails.      Their   Bogs   are   many, 
whence  they  have  all  their  Fuel,  for  they  burn 
nothing  but  Turf;  Spiders  are  very  plentiful, 
but  not  venomous  •  and  the  common  Texture 
fpun   out  of  their   Intrails,    makes  a   Sort  of 
Hangings,  which  the  Irifljfor  Cheapnefs  prefer 
much    before   good  Tapeftry.     In  fome  Parts 
they  make  their  Bread  with  the  Bark  of  Holly, 
from  which  tearing  off  the  green  Superfluities, 
they  work  it  up  round  like  a  Football,  and  bake 
it   in   the  Embers.     Their  Butter  being  mixt 
with   Salt  and  Gai  lick,  and  put  into   the  Skin 
which  fellows  the  Calf  from  the  Cow,  they  bu 
ry  in  a  Turf-Pit  for   8  or   9  Months  together, 
which  does  not  only  make  it  of  a  flrong  Tafle, 
but  likewife  dies  it  with  all   the  Colours  in   the 
Rainbow  :  And  Briskins,  or  the  Roots  of  wild 
Tanfie,  they  love  as  well .    Tho'  the  Streets  ia 
every  Town  aie  very  dirty,  yet  their  Scaven 
gers 
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pDers  Carts  are  no  bigger  than  Wheelbarrows  ; 
and  the  Ufe  of  Clogs  or  Pattins  is  an  Abomina 
tion  with  inofl  Women.  The  moft  epidemical 
Diftemper  among  Strangers  is  the  bloody  Flux } 
for  which,  Eggs  fry'd  in-Brandy  is  a  good  C^- 
tholicon  Few  or  no  Patients  happen  among  the 
lying-in  Women  •,  for  (like  the  Hebrews,  as 
their  pious  Midwives  pretended  J  they  are 
brought  to  Bed  without  any  Help  ;  warn  and 
do  all  without  Nurfes  •,  and  in  lefs  than  half  a 
Week  do  not  only  go  abroad,  but  alfo  give  Ear 
ned  for  being  with  Child  again.  Their  new 
born  Infants  are  as  hardy,  and  will  endure  Cold 
as  well  as  any  Laplander ,  or  the  ftrongeft  Bear 
fubjeft  to  the  Czar  of  Afufcovy*  The  Iriflj  Soil 
mimicks  Nature  like  the  vivifying  Mud  of  Nile  ; 
for  I  have  feen  the  Hairs  which  fall  from  Hor- 
fes  Tails  into  Puddles  of  Water  on  the  Road, 
tranfubftantiated  (if  I  may  be  fo  bold  as  to  ufe 
that  Word,  without  any  Offence  to  hisUnho- 
linefs  the  Popej  into  Worms ;  wherefore  it  is 
no  Wonder  that  Priefts,  by  the  Art  of  Leger 
demain,  can  convert  good  Bread  and  Wine  in 
to  real  Flefh  and  Blood. 

Jack-Daws  here  are  not  black,  but  white  and 
grey,  like  Royfton  Crows  }  and  Sea-Gulls  are  all 
white,  except  their  Wings,  which  are  tipt  at 
the  End  with  a  dark  yellow  }  but  the  largeft 
Birds  in  this  Kingdom  are  Whores-Birds  and 
and  Jay!- Birds.  Here  is  a  fort  of  Vermin 
breeding  near  Bogs  call'd  Alan- creepers  ,  in 
Shape  and  Bignefs  like  a  Lizard,  having  4  Legs, 
the  two  foremoft  of  which  bear  theRefemblance 
of  a  Human  Hand.  This  Creature's  Property 
is  to  creep  into  a  Man's  Belly,  if  he  finds  him 
lleeping  with  his  Mouth  open,  where  he  ex- 
treamly  tortures  him,  'till  fetch'd  oat  of  his  ni 
ls1  2  ternal 
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ternal  Habitation  •,  which  Operation  is  thus 
perform'd.  The  Patient  being  kept  falling,  his 
Chyrurgeon  baits  a  Hook  with  a  Piece  of  Meat, 
and  puts  it  down  his  Throat,  at  which  the 
hungry  Infeft  fnapping,  he  pulls  him  out  with 
a  fudden  Jerk,  and  kills  it.  Milk  will  not  keep 
fdo  what  they  can)  from  turning  four  in  fix 
Hours  at  any  time  of  the  Year  -,  but  why  this 
Region  can't  preferve  this  Sweetnefs  longer,  is 
fomewhat  paradoxical  to  me ;  unlefs  the  invi- 
fible  Effluvia^  which  fecretly  diflipate  them- 
felves  from  the  unwholfome  Fogs,  ariiing  out 
of  the  Bogs,  by  the  attractive  Power  of  the 
Sun's  Beams,  aiTume  the  Prerogative  of  forcing 
the  Putrefaction,  fo  common  to  the  liquid  Pro- 
duel:  of  the  Cow's  Teat.  An  Ignis  -fatuta  the 
lilly  People  deem  to  be  a  Soul  broke  out  of  Pur 
gatory  •,  and  on  the  Vigil  of  St.  John  the  Bap* 
*iJTs  Nativity  they  make  Bonfires,  and  run  a- 
long  the  Streets  and  Fields  with  Wifps  of 
Straw  blazing  on  long  Poles  to  purify  the  Air, 
which  they  think  infectious,  by  believing  all  the 
Devils,  Spirits,  Ghofts,  and  Hobgoblins  fly  a- 
broad  this  Night  to  hurt  Mankind.  Farther- 
more,  it  is  their  dull  Theology  to  affirm,  the 
Souls  of  all  People  leave  their  Bodies  on  the 
Eve  of  this  Feaft,  and  take  a  Ramble  to  that 
very  Place  where,  by  Land  or  Sea,  a  final  Sepe- 
ration  fhall  divorce  them  for  evermore  in  this 
World.  As  footi  as  Death  brings  his  laft  Sum 
mons  to  any  one,  the  wild  Iriflj  (both  Men, 
Women  and  Children;  go  before  the  Corpfe, 
and  from  his  or  her  Houfe  to  the  Church-yard 
fet  up  a  mod  hideous  Holoo  loo  loo,  which 
may  be  heard  two  or  three  Miles  round  the 
Country.  Now  when  a  Virgin  (  if  here  s  any 
fuch  Thing  after  fh,e's  in  the  Teens,  ,dies>  a  Gar 
land, 
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land,  made  of  all  forts  of  Flowers  and  fweet 
Herbs,  is  carried  by  a  young  Woman  on  her 
Head,  before  the  Coffin,  from  which  hang 
down  two  black  Ribbons,  fignifying  our  mortal 
State  }  and  two  white,  as  an  Emblem  of  Parity 
and  Innocence  j  the  Ends  thereof  are  held  by  4 
young  Maids,  which  are  not  fo  plenty  here  as 
Thornbackt,  before  whom  a  Basket  full  of  Herbs 
and  Flowers  is  fupported  by  2  other  Maids, 
who  ftrew  them  along  the  Streets  to  the  Place 
of  Burial :  Then,  after  the  Deceafed  follow  all 
her  Relations,  and  Acquaintance.  But  the 
Prieft  being  alham'd  to  walk  without  his  Ponti- 
ficalibits,  he's  as  inviiible,  'till  you  come  to  the 
Grave,  as  if  he  had  the  Ring  of  Gig ts  on  his 
Finger. 

Peas,  Beans,  and  Artichoaks  are  very  fcarce; 
but  what  is  worfe,  their  Beef  will  not  take 
Salt,  without  all  the  Fat  melting  away.  The 
Inhabitants  in  general  thinking  Adultery  and 
Fornication  more  laudable,  than  drawing  the 
Pidure  of  Pofterity  in  the  lawful  State  of  Ma 
trimony,  the  Morbus  gallicus  is  as  fafhionable 
al-1  over  the  Country,  as  iu  any  Court  in  Eu- 
topc  }  neverthelefs,  it  is  no  Miracle  to  fee  them 
look  fair  to  the  laft,  fince  they  drink  nothing 
but  what  Nature's  Liberality  is  pleas'd  to  be- 
flow  on  'em  at  Springs.  Children  that  are 
troubled  with  Kibes  are  always  in  a  fad  Condi 
tion,  becaufe  their  poor  Parents  being  great 
Strangers  to  any  fort  of  faked  Meat,  they 
have  no  Brine  to  Cure  them.  When  they  ufe 
Phlebotomy  they  frequently  bleed  ill  Blood,  be 
caufe  it  always  runs  in  their  Veins  ;  and  an 
jlpoftexy  feldom  kills  them,  becaufe  they  are 
riot  much  pamper'd  with  high  Feeding.  A 
fa  does  not  much  hurt  an  Irifiman9  by  rea- 

fon 
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fon  he  naturally  fwells  with  his  Rhodomonta- 
do's,  and  bragging  Lies  j  But  a  deep  Confump- 
lion  always  affedts  moft  their  Pockets.  Tho' 
all  their  A&ions  are  evil,  yet  are  they  uot 
much  afflifted  -1#itli  the  King*s-Evil ;  nor  are 
they  rnuch  troubled  with  the  Goz^becaufe  their 
Poverty  does  not  qualifie  them  for  it.  I  can't 
tell  what  an  Impofthume  may  do,  but  a  Lie  will 
never  choak  them^  nor  do  they  feem  to  have 
the  Pal/te^  but  wheu  a  bad  Confcience  makes 
'em  quake  and  tremble  like  an  Afpin  Leaf:  But 
indeed  the  People  are  all  moft  grievouily  infcft- 
cd  with  the  Scurvy  and  Spleen  too.  As  for  their 
Houfcs,  the  Rooms  up  one  pair  of  Stairs,  or 
higher,  are  cover'd  with  Earth  4  or  5  Inches 
thick ;  and  the  Tenent  of  the  Joyces  are  not 
put  into  Mortifes,  but  laid  crofs-wife  into 
Notches  over  the  Summet.  An  Irishman  and 
Fool  are  Correlatives  :,  or  at  lealt  fynonimous 
Terms  :  And  catch  him  without  a  Blunder, 
which  makes  him 'love  Bulls,  'tis  to  be  fear'd 
the  World  is  near  its  Dlfiblution.  They  fpeak 
largely  of -their  Antiquity,  boafting  as  if  they 
were  a  People  before  the  Creation  j  but,  in  my 
Opinion,  Ireland  could  not|  well  be  in  effe  fo 
eariv,  becaufe  e'er  a  powerful  Fiat  produced  all 
Things  out  of  nothing,  all  Things  lay  in  their 
original  Chaos,  fo  I  can't  imagine  of  what  the 
7/ijl  could  exiit,  nnlefs.  they  derive  their  De- 
icent  from  thofe  Atoms,  which  by  a  cafual  Con- 
courfe  (as  the  Epicureans  hold"'  jumping  toge 
ther,  gave  Being  to  the  World.  Neither  could 
it  be  a  Country  at  the  fir  ft  Dawn  of  Light,  by 
reafon  when  Oinnipotency  had  finifht  his  ftu- 
pcndious  WorKs,  he  fa  id,  they  were  good,  ,  and 
the  facred  Approbation  was  glorified  by  .all  the 
Sons  cf  tin  Merning)  who  foooted  together  for  Joy. 

Truly, 
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Truly,  I  fhould  rather  impute  the  Original  of 
this  Country  to  fome  Judgment,  which  flir- 
ring  up  the  Ocean,  to  overwhelm  fome  remo 
ter  Part  of  the  Globe,  whofe  aggravating  Sins 
too  much  incenfed  divine  Juftice,  it  left  its  an- 
tient  Current,  to  make  room  fora  Place  as 
wicked  :  for  you  may  read  in  divers  Authors 
of  a  Refurrection  of  Ifles,  peeping  up  in  many 
Parts,  where  none  were  ever  feen  before. 

Their  Language  they  do  not  only  reckon  ol 
der,  but  alfo  more  copious  than  the  Hebrew  \ 
however,  the  Copioufnefs  of  their  Linguo  is 
eafily  guefs'd  at,  by  not  having  a  Word  in  their 
Speech  to  exprefs  Breeches  j  and  many  other 
appellative  Words.  Like  the  odious  French  they 
put  the  Subftantive  before  the  Adjettivt,  and  to 
embellim  their  Difcourfe,  too  often  mixt  with 
Tautology,,  they  frequently  ufe  the  Figure  Hyf- 
ter.on  &  Prateron,  that  is,  putting  the  Cart  be 
fore  the  Horfe.  Their  Alphabet  contains  but 
thefe  17  Letters,  A,  £,  C,  Z>,  E,  F,  (7,  /,  L,  M^ 
N,  0,  P,  R,  S,T,  V',  but  this  literal  Paucity 
(like  the  Saxon.  Abecedary)  is  fupply'd  with 
fome  Abbreviations  or  Contractions.  The  Pro 
nunciation  of  their  Tongue  being  fomewhat 
guttural,  it  is  hard  for  the  Vulgar  to  fpeak  it-, 
harder  to  fpeak  it  ilgnificandy  •,  and  hardeft  to 
write  true.  In  the  late  King  James's  Reign 
an  Iri(h  Teaguifh  Prieft  mightily  extolling  this 
Bogland  Jargon,  he  as  mightily  interceeded 
with  his  papifbick  Majefty  to  eredl  publick 
Schools  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge^  for  profefliag 
this  Tongue^  but  an  Iriflj  Courtier,  who  had 
no  great  Veneration  for  this  conceited  Pedlar 
in  holy  Trinkets,  requcfting  the  King  to  com 
mand  him  to  tranflate.  Black  Ox  eat  raw  Egg, 
the  Prieft  prefeiuly  perform'd  his  Talk  thus, 
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Dane  dooue  ecye  ewe  ouce  ;  at  which  inarticulate 
Sounds  (for  if  you  was  to  hear  them  rightly 
pronounced,  they  found  juft  like  a  Dog's  bark 
ing)  his  Majefty  burfted  out  a  laughing,  and 
calling  to  his  Dog  Towfer^  faid,  Here's  my  Dog 
can  f peak  your  Language  already  •,  whereupon  the 
fpiritual  Jugler  drew  in  his  Horns,  and  fneak'd 
off  like  a  fmall  Cur  that  had  loft  his  Tail.  In 
their  Difcourfe  it  is  common  for  them  to  ufe 
two  Negatives,  which  I'm  fure  make  an  Affir 
mative  •,  unlefs,  after  the  manner  of  the  Greeks, 
they  ufe  them  to  make  the  Negation  ftronger. 
It  has  been  a  great  Difpute  among  Grammarians^ 
whether  an  Irishman  is  a  Noun  Subftantive,  or  a 
Noun  Adjeftivc  ;  but  it  is  carried  in  the  latter, 
by  reafoa  he  cannot  ftand  by  himfelf  in  Bat 
tle  j  for  before  the  Irijh  go  abroad,  you  fhall 
not  find  greater  Cowards  under  the  Copes  of 
Heaven  £ 

Why  the  Men  and  Women  here  fhould  be  "fo 
unmercifully  big  in  the  Legs,  above  any  other 
People,  I  impute  to  their  mean  Food,  making 
no  folid  Chyle  ;  fo  what  (lender  Diet  they  eat, 
defcending  into  their  lower  Parts,  it  there  fet 
tles  in  a  dropfical  fort  of  a  Humour.  For  all 
this  Climate  is  reckon'  d  wholefome,  it  is  rare 
to  fee  any  of  the  Natives  pad  the  clima&erical 
Year  }  and  their  Perfidioufnefs  is  commonly  at 
tended  with  more  Curfes,  in  one  refpedt  or  ano 
ther,  than  are  read  in  the  Commination  by  our 
Clergy  on  Ajh  Wednefday.  Such  as  have  Pewter 
take  great  Delight  to  have  it  furbelow'd  with 
Dull }  and  to  wear  clean  Linnen  they  reckon  as 
great  a  Crime  as  Loyalty.  The  People  (  like 
Janus  )  have  not  two  Faces;  but  that  they  are 
double-hearted  is  coufirm'd  by  the  Votes  of  all 
moral  Men  :  For  thinking  a  fly  deceiving  their 

bdfc 
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bed  Friends  meritorious,  is  a  general  Rule 
they  hold  without  any  Exception.  Here  few 
Women  die  Martyrs  fo  Lover  ^  but  if  they  crave 
the  AffVftions  of  a  Man,  wholly  averfe  co  their/ 
Inclination,  their  Endeavour  to  raife  Enjoy 
ment  of  him  is  by  Art;  and  to  this  -id  they 
often  ufe  Philtres.  Likewife.,  the  Spa;  k  that's 
refolv'd  to  facrilice  his  Youth  and  Vigour  on  d 
Damfel,  whofe  Coyne fs  will  not  accept  of  his 
Love-Oblations  ;  he  threads  a  Needle  with  the 
Hair  of  her  Head,  and  then  running  it  thro* 
the  mod  fieuSy  Part  of  a  dead  Man,  as  the 
Brawn  of  the  Arms,  Thigh,'  or  Calf  of  the 
Leg,  the  Charm  has  that  Virtue  in  it,  as'  to 
make  her  run  mad  for  him  whom  flie  fo  lately- 
flighted.  Providence  is  Very  admirable  in  all 
its  Ditpenfations,  of  ftrange'Iy  bringing  fur- 
pri7,ing  Accidents  to  pafs^  but  more  efpeciallj 
in  Ireland,  is  her  Gubernation  of  Chances  won 
derful,  in  preferving  a  People  from  ftarving, 
whofe  Chore  Commons,  in  moil  Places,  make  a 
lively  Reprefentation  of  Famine.  Their  Skill 
in  painting  comes  not  near  the  rude  Draughts 
of  the  boorifh  Dutch-,  whofe  Fancy  is  fhore 
grotefque  than  natural  ;  And  their  Churches 
diRover  neither  any  Workmanfhip  after  the 
old  Gothick  Fafhion  }  nor  fhew  the  Dorick^  Co* 
rinthian^  or  other  Orders  of  modern  Archi 
tecture.  Alfo  the  Spacioufnefs  of  them  may 
be  foon  guefs'd  at  by  their  Cathedrals,  the 
largeft  of  which  fcarce  exceeds  Oliver's  Taber 
nacle,  or  Calamy^s  Presbyterian  Meeting- Houfe 
i»  Long  Ditch  at  Webminfttr. 

This  Country  abounds  with  Foxes,  and  fome 
wild  Deer  }  Curlues  and  Cuckolds  •,  and  many 
Rooms  in  moft  Houfes  having  no  Chimnies, 
«uewoiUd  take  every  Town  to  be  a  Vent  of 
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Mount  vfitna,)  when  the Smoak  (which  is  enough* 
to  flifle  Charon)  makes  the  Walls  as  black  as 
Hell :  And  becaufe  Sarah  was  buried  in  the 
Field  of  Macpelah,  fome  of  the  Irijh  have  the 
Ambition  to  be  buried  in  open  Places.  The 
People  are  fo  alike  for  Rags  and  Jags,  that  I 
believe  PUutus  took  his  Amfhitryo  from  them. 

From  Colrain  I  went  to  Antrim ,  thence  to 
JBelfafti  and  thence  to  Donagkadea,  where  you 
may  dine  at  12  at  Noon,  and  by  Water  get 
to  Port- Patrick  in  Scotland^  by  3  in  the  After 
noon.  It  being  natural  for  the  Jrifljmen  to  be 
as  Jealous  as  Spaniards,  from  whom  they  pre 
tend  to  be  defcencied,  they  will  not  let  their 
Wives  wear  Smocks,  to  prevent  their  Neigh 
bours  from  taking  up  their  Linnen  ;  and  it  a 
Man  has  a  great  Eftate  here,  he  cannot  with 
the  Pfaltnift  fay,  My  Liues  are  fatten  to  me  in? 
fleafant  Places.  The  Hazel  Wood  in  Inland  is 
obnoxious  to  Snakes,  which  expire  in  the  Cir 
cles  made  with  them  •,  nor  will  a  Toad,  or  any 
other  venomous  Creature,  live  in  this  Clime : 
But  the  Reafon  why  the  Soil  is  fo  bleft,  is 
caufe  the  People  are  curlt 
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E TU R  N  ING  from  Ireland  to 
England  again,  and  being  ftill 
of  a  roving  Mind,  1  was  dif- 
pos'd  to  go  to  Holland,  I  think 
it  was  on  the  longeft  Day  in 
the  Year,  call'd  Barnaby  bright, 
when  going  down  to  Mar  fate  in  the  Ifle  of 
Thanet,  where  jtuftin  the  Monk  landed  to  con 
vert  Kentijh  Infidels,  I  went  on  board  the  Swift- 
fure,  a  thiid  Rate  Man  of  War,  on  which  Ad 
miral  Shovel  had  hoifled  his  Flag,  in  his  con- 
voying  King  William  then  over  to  Holland.  A 
fair  Wind  favouring  us,  we  foon  arriv'd  upon 
theCoaft  of  Holland^  which  I  perceiv'd  was  fo 
low,  that  the  People  had  the  Advantage  of 
other  Nations,  for  if  they  die  in  Perdition, 
they  have  a  !fhorser  Cut  'to  Hell  than  the  reft 
of  their  Neighbours. 
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1  landed  at  the  Briel  in   the  Ifle  of 
where  is  good    Accommodation    enough   for 
Travellers,    but  only  they  pay    dear   for  it. 
Hence  I  crofs'd  over  the  Maes  River  to  the  Ifle 
of  Roofenburg)  for  5  Stivers  -7  and  for  3  more  I 
crofs'd  over  for  Viderdir.g,  and   by  that  Time  I 
got  thither,  I  found  the  Ground  fo  light  all  the 
way,  that  a  ftrong  Earthquake  would  fhake  the 
whole  17  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  into  a 
Chaos.     Moft  of  their  Dwellings  in  this  To\ynt 
as  well   as  other   Places,  Hand   like  Privies  in 
moated  Houfes,  hanging  ftill  over  the  Water  \ 
and  hzdSt.Stephcn  been  condemn'd  to  fuffer  here, 
he  might  have  been  alive  this  Day  ^  for  unjefs  it 
be  their  paved  Cities,  Gold  is  a  little  more  plen 
tiful  than  Stones  ;  except  it  be  living  ones,  and 
then  for  their  Heavinefs  you  may  take  in  almoft 
all  the  Nation.    It  is  a  fingular  Place  to  fat 
lytonjdes  in,  for    there  are   Spiders  as  fat  as 
Shrimps  •,  and  a  flarting  Horfe  endangers  you 
two  Deaths  at  once,  breaking  your  Neck  and 
drowning.     Holland   hanging  moft  in  the  Wa 
ter,  it  feems  but  a  Bridge  of  fwimming  Earth } 
and  if  v£tna  be  the  Mouth  or  fore  Gate  of  Hell, 
furely  here  is  found  the  Poftern,  where  the  full 
Earth  doth  vent  her  crude  black  Gore,  which 
the   Inhabitants   do  fcrape  away   for  Fuel,  as 
ftjen   with  Spoons  do  Excrements  from  Civit 
Cats.    They  drcfs  their   Meat  in   Aqua  c^tejii^ 
for  it  fprings  not  as  ours  from  the  Earth,  but 
comes  to  them  as  Manna  to  the  Israelites  falling 
from  Heaven.     This  they   keep  under  Grouad 
'till  it  fliaks,  and  then  they  pump  it  out  again 
tor  Ufe  ;  So  when  you  wafh  your  Face  with  one 
Hand4  you  had  need  hold  your  Nofe  wich  the 
other  ^  for  tho'  it  be  not  a  Cordial,  yet  is  it  cer 
tainly  a  ftrong   Watery  and  an  Englifr  Bailiff 

prefers 
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prefers  it  far  beyond  Mint  Water.  Their  Dit 
ches  they  diftinguifh  into  Nooks,  as  my  Lord 
Mayor's  Cook  does  his  Cuftards •,  and  every 
Dutchman  being  his  own  Herald,  Efcutcheons 
are  as  plentiful  among  the  Boors  as  Gentry  is 
fcarce. 

From  Ulaerding  \  went  to  Schiedam,  a  final! 
Town  abounding  in  Fifhery  ;  and  where  Abun 
dance  of  Bufles,  Cord,  and  Network  is  made. 
Here  entring  a  Houfe,  the  firft  Thing    as  in 
other  Houfes)  I  encounter'd  was  a  Looking- 
Glafs  •,  and  next  other  Utenfils  of  a  Family, 
marfhalled  about  the  Room  like  fo  many  Watch 
men.     Were  the  Knacks  of  all  their  Houfes  f  et 
together,  they  would  far  exceed  the  Trumpery 
of  Deard's  Toyfhop  in  Fleet- ftreet,  or  the  Court 
of  Requefts  }  and  if  you  want  to  fpeak  Dutch, 
you  may  learn  a  great  deal   from  their  Signs, 
for  what  they  are   they  always  write  under 
them.    Coaches  and  Carts  are  as  rare  as  Co* 
mets  •,  and  all  their  Merchandize   they  draw 
through  the  Streets  on  Sledges,  as  we  do  our 
Tray  tors  on  Hurdles  to  Tyburn.    Their  Rooms 
being  but  as  fo  many  Sand-Boxes,  you  muft  ei 
ther  go  out  to  fpit,  or  blufh  when  you  fee  the 
Mop  brought.     As  their  Beds  require  a  Ladder 
or  Stairs  to  get  into 'em,  you  are  in  Danger  of 
breaking  your  Neck  if  you  tumble  out }  and  as 
they  keep  their  Honfes  cleaner  than  their  Bo 
dies,  fo  do  they  take  Care  to  have  their  Bo 
dies  cleaner  than  their  Souh.     They  are  not  fo 
nice-confcioned,  but   that  they  can  turn  out 
Religion  to  let  in  Policy  }  and  a  Dutch  Woman, 
being  the  Head  of  the  Husband,  fhe  takes  the 
Horn     to    her  own  Charge,  which  fhe  often 
multiplies,  and   beftows  the   Increafe  on  her 
Man.    The  People  are  generally  boorilh,  there 
fore 
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fare  their  Country  is  the  God  they  Worfhip, 
War  is  their  Heaven,  Peace  is  their  Hell,  and 
the  Spaniard,  the  Devil  they  hate. 

From  Schifdarr.  I  went  to  Rotterdam  the  fe- 
cond  great  Emporium  of  this  tra  ling  People, 
fkuated  on  the  Side  and  Banks  of  the  Mass,  and 
fitted  for  all  Conveniency  of  Tranfport  and 
Importation.  Here,  as  in  other  Places,  1  found 
1  might  fooner  convert  a  Jcw^  than  make  a 
Dutchman  yield  to  Argument?  that  crofs  him, 
becaufe  his  Spirits  are  generated  from  English 
Beer}  and  his  Body  is  built  of  pickled  Her 
ring,  which  makes  him  tefty.  if  you  fee  him 
fat,  he  hath  been  rooting  in  a  Cabbage  Ground, 
and  that  bladder'd  him  •,  he  is  as  churlifh  as  hi$ 
Breeder  Neptune  \  and  the  Love  of  Gain  is  as 
natural  to  him,  as  Water  to  a  Qoofe,  or  Car 
rion  to  any  Kite.  Truth  and  Honefty  is  as 
fcarcc  here  as  Hedges',  they  are  ieldom  de- 
ceiv'd,  becaufe  they  truft  no  Body,  and  Com 
plement  is  an  idlenefs  they  were  never  train'd 
in.  They  (hail  abufe  a  Stranger  for  nothing  } 
and  after  a  few  bafe  Terms  fcotch  one  another 
to  a  Carbanado.  All  that  help  them  not,  they 
hold  popifh}  and  take  it  for  an  Argument  of 
much  Honefty,  to  rail  bitterly  agaihft  the  King 
of  Spain-  Every  thing  is  fo  made  to  fwirn  a- 
jrtong  them,  that  it  is  a  Qneftion  if  Elijah's  Ax 
were  now  floating  there,  whether  it  would  be 
taken  for  a  Miracle.  The  Shipping  is  the  Babel 
which  they  boa  ft  on  for  the  Glory  of  their  Na- 
yion  *,  and  they  are  in  a  manner  all  dquatiles^ 
and  therefore  the  Spaniards  call  them  Water- 
Dogs-  A  Turkifh  Man  of  War  is  as  dreadful  to 
them  as  a  Falcon  to  a  Mallard,  from  whom 
their  bed  Remedy  is  to  fieal  away  \  and  Sailors 
among  'em,  arc  as  comiuon  as  Beggars  with  us-, 
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befides  the  Dutch  Tarpaulins  will  drink,  rail, 
fwear,  niggle,  fteal,  and  be  loufie  alike.  Slime 
humid  Air,  Water,  and  wet  Diet,  have  fa 
bagg'd  their  Cheeks,  that  fome  would  take 
their  Paunches  to  be  gotten  above  their  Chins  ^ 
and  bring  under  a  democratical  Government  ^ 
tell  them  of  a  King  in  Jeft,  and  they  will  cut 
your  Throat  in  Earneft  ;  for  they  hate  the 
Name  of  Majefty  more  than  a  Jew  doth  Images, 
a  Woman  pure  Virtue,  or  a  Nonconformilt  "a 
Surplice  •,  and  it  is  reported  that  there  is  but 
a  Sheet  of  Paper  betwixt  Rotterdam  and  Hell, 
which  is  a  nearer  Way  to  old  Nick  than  by 
Kochcfter. 

From  Rotterdam  I  went  to  Delfa  where  I  ob- 
ferv'd  that  every  Mynheer  fhall  walk  the  Streets 
as  Ufurers  go  to  Bawdy-Houfes,  all  alone  and 
melancholly  ^  and  their  Apparel  is  civil  enough, 
but  very  uncomely,  as  having  ufnally  more 
Stuff  than  Shape.  'Holland  is  the  Fair  of  all 
Seds,  where  all  the  Pedlars  of  Herefies  have 
Leave  to  vent  their  Toys,  their  Ribbands,  and 
faaatick  Rattles.  They  will  admit -of  all  Reli 
gions  but  the  true  one  •,  and  whofoever  di- 
fturbs  the  civil  Government  fhall  be  liable  to 
Punifhment,  but  the  Decrees  of  Heaven  and 
Sanftions  of  Deity,  any  one  may  break  un<- 
check'd,  by  profeffing  what  falie  Religion  he 
pleafes.  The  Men  are  cladded  tolerably  well, 
unlefs  he  inclines  to  the  Sea-Faihion  ;  and  then- 
are  his  Breeches  yawning  at  the  Knees,  as  if 
they  were  about  to  fwallow  up  his'  Legs.  The 
Dutch  Women  have  much  more  Forehead  than 
Face  ;  and  they  are  flarch'd  fo  blue,  that  if 
they  once  grow  old,  you  would  verily  believe 
you  faw  Winter  walking  up  to  the  Neck  in  In- 
They  are  far  from  going  naked,  for  of  a 

whole 
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whole  Woman  you  can  fee  but  half  a  Face  •,  her 
Hand  fliews  her  to  be  a  fore  Labourer  •,  and  it 
you  look  lower,  ihe's  like  a  Monkey  chain'd  a- 
bout  the  Middle,  and  had  rather  want  it  in 
Diet,  than  not  have  Silver  Hooks  to  hang  her 
Keys  in.  Their  Smocks  are  ever  whiter  than 
their  Skin  •,  and  their  Gowns  are  fit  to  hide 
great  Bellies  ^  but  they  make  them  fhew  fo  un- 
handfome,  that  Englishmen  don't  care  for  get 
ting  them.  Where  the  Women  lies  in,  the 
Ringle  or  Knocker  of  the  Door  does  Pennance, 
for  it  is  lapped  round  about  with  Linnen,  ei 
ther  to  fhow  yott  that  loud  Knocking  may  wake 
the  Child,  or  elfe  that  for  a  Month  her  Ring  k 
not  to  be  run  at.  For  their  Diet  they  eat 
much  and  fpend  little  •,  and  when  they  fend 
out  a  Fleet  to  the  Baft-  Indies,  it  (hall  live  3 
Months  on  the  Offals,  which  we  fear  would  fur- 
feit  our  Swine  •,  yet  they  feed  on't,  and  are  ftill 
the  fartie  Dutchmen.  In  their  Houfes,  Roots 
and  Stockfifh  are  ftaple  Commodities  ^  and  if 
they  make  a  Feaft,  and  add  Flefh,  they  have  an 
Art  to  keep  it  hot  more  Days,  than  a  dirty, 
dingy,  greafie  Cook  a  Pig's  Head  in,  Pyc- 
Corner. 

The  Dutch  Women  are  delivered,  together 
with  their  Children,  of  a  Sooterkin,  not  unlike 
to  a  Rat,  which  fome  imagine  to  be  the  Ofl> 
fpring  of  the  Stoves  they  have  betwixt  their 
Legs  in  Winter.  Their  Fairs  are  more  fre 
quented  on  Sundays  in  the  Afternoon,  than  their 
Churches  in  the  Forenoon  ;  and  they  are  fur- 
nifh'd  with  fuch  a  wonderful  Plenty  of  Corn  by 
their  Neighbours  ;  that  they  have  not  only  e- 
nough  for  their  own  Ufe,  but  alfo  to  export 
fufficiently  to  other  Countries,  by  felling  them 
at  an  extravagant  Price  a  Pig  of  their  own 

Sow. 
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Sow.  There  is  no  Nation  in  the  World  whofe 
Seas  yidd  the  like  conftant  and  general  Benefit 
as  our  Seas  do  ;  wherefore  the  Sloth  of  thejEw- 
glifl)  may  very  well  be  blam'd,  for  fuffering  the 
Dutch  under  their  Nofes,  to  rob  them  of  that 
Wealth,  which  would  be  theirs  at  the  fmall 
Rate  of  an  eafie  Induftry;  Btit  tho'  all  the  Com 
modities  they  have  either  domeftick  or  foreign, 
their  fifhing  in  our  Seas  brings  them  in  the 
greateft  Profit,  yet  have  they  another  Commo 
dity  which  is  very  profitable  to  them,  and  that 
is  War  •,  for  whereas  other  Nations  are  undone 
by  ir,  they  have  the  Secret  to  thrive,  and  grow 
exceeding  rich  by  it  The  Innholders  paying 
as  much  for  the  Excife  of  Victuals  and  Drink, 
as  they  did  at  firft  for  the  Thing,  it  makes  the 
Entrata  or  Revenue  of  thofe  High  and  Mighty 
States  twho,  when  they  implor'd  Queen  Eliza 
beth's  Aid,  writ  themfelves  the  poor,  diilreffed 
States  of  Holland)  very  confiderable.  This  free 
State  entertaining  all  Renegadoes,itis  the  com 
mon  Sink  of  Villany,  each  FadHon  calls  itfelf 
a  Church  ;  and  every  new-fangled, giddy- head 
ed,  enthuilaftical  Botcher,  Cobler,  or  Tinker,  is 
able  enough  to  fow  Sedition :  But  the  general 
Religion  here  is  Calvanifm.  the  Profeflion  where 
of,  tho'  fatal  to  Monarchical  Government,  a- 
grees  well  enough  with  the  Parity  of  free  States, 
where  the  People  have  fb  much  Voice  and  Au 
thority 

Holland,  with  the  1 6  other  Provinces  is  calPd 
the  Lew- Countries,  and  the  Netherlands,  from 
their  low  Situation.  Here  live  almoftas  many, 
,if  not  more,  Jews,  jZnabaptifts,  Socinians^  and 
tafias,  as  Cilvanijts  •,  fo  that  a  Traveller  who 
comes  hither,  need  not  want  a  Religion  to 
choofe  which  lhall  beft  pleafe  him.  W hi  1ft  I 
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was  in  Rotterdam,  being  one  Night  in  Company 
with  fome  of  the  Dutch  Boors,  who  were  ex 
tolling  Erafmu*^  who  was  born  in  that  Town, 
for  the  greateft  Scholar  the  World  ever  bred, 
my  Blood  broil'd  at  their  Infolence,  as  knowing 
England,  and  other  Nations  have  produced  Men 
of^better  Learning,  but  they  being  too  many 
for  me  to  refent  it,  I  had  no  other  Way  to  vent 
my  Refentment,  but  by  writing  the  following 
Lines,  which  I  privately  ftuck  upon  his  Effigies 
caft  in  Brafs,  and  ereded  not  far  from  the 

Houfe  where  he  was  born.

Thou  great  ColofTas  !  */  you  flood  aftride, 
JBetwixftky  Legs  the  Dutchmen  poft  might  ride 
To  tell,  Erafmus  is  the  only  £oor^ 
Whom  they  for  Learning  brag  a/,  -and  adore. 
Great  were  thy  natural  and  acquired  Parts* 
Which  made  you  ignrant  in  the  Liberal  Arts  ; 
And  tho*  thou  wen  half  Fool,  and  half  a  Knave*, 
Half  Proteftant,  And  yet  to  Rome  a  Slave , 
'Thy  Dottrine  fervid  this  People  very  well, 
Who  here  are  damnd,  before  they're  damn'd  in  Hell* 
r>o  farewel  folid,  monumental  Brafs^ 
£refted  to  commemorate  an  Afs 

But  the  high  and  mighty  States  being  affront 
ed  at  this  Lampoon  put  upon  their  chief  Prieft, 
a  Proclamation  was  ifTued  forth,  promi/Ing  the 
Reward  of  500  Guilders  for  apprehending  the 
Author  of  it }  whereupon  I  fled  to  Delph  in  the 
twinckling  of  a  Bed-Staff,  This  is  a  pretty 
round  compaded  Town,  about  2  Miles  in  Cir 
cumference,  fortified  with  a  ftrong  Wall  and 
Ditch,  but  after  an  old  Faihion  ,«  and  is  the 
great  Magazine  and  Armory  of  the  Common- 
lyealth,  vvhich  is  democratical,  as  I  faid  before, 

for 
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for  Monarchy  they  abhor  as  much  as  a  Scotchman. 
do'es  Epifcopacy,  or  a  true  bred  Irishman  paying 
Allegiance  to  a  Proteftant  Prince. 

From  Delph  I  went  to  the  Hague,  the  Metro* 
polis  of  Holland,  not  for  Trade,  but  for  the 
States  aflembling  at  this  Place,  which  is  round 
compared,  and  neatly  built  :  It  is  neither 
Town  nor  City,  but  calFd  a  Village,  as  being 
unwall'd,  and  is  reckoned  the  biggeft  in  the 
World.  Within  half  a  League  of  this  Place 
lies  interr'd  in  an  Abby  Margaret  Countefs  of 
Hcnenbcrg,  Sifter  to  William,  King  of  the  Ro- 
mans,  and  on  her  Tomb  ftill  remains  an  Epi-^ 
taph,which  mentions,  that  fhe  brought  forth  as 
many  Childrea  at  one  Birth,  as  are  Days  in  the 
Year.  The  Country  has  few  Trees  in  it,  be- 
caufe  the  Ground  is  fo  waterifh  and  foft,  that 
it  is  not  able  to  bear  the  Weight  of  one  5  and 
for  the  fame  Reafon  a  lefs  Quantity  of  Fruit 
and  Grain  grows  in  it. 

Their  chiefeft  Fuel  is  Turf,  of  which  the 
burn  fo  much,  that  it  may  be  very  well  thought 
the  Dutch  will  burn  up  their  own  Land  before 
the  Day  of  Judgment.  They  are  fo  cumbred 
about  the  Affairs  and  Bnfinefs  of  this  World^ 
that  their  Ignorance  in  Religion  is  unaccount^ 
ble-  The  Theological  Terms  of  Regenerati 
on,  Confubftantiality,  Predeftination,  Juftifi- 
cation,  San&ification,  or  hypoflatical  Union, 
are  full  as  myfterious  to  them,  as  the  intricate 
Hierogliphics  of  the  antient  Egyptians  were  to 
the  Vulgar.  >Tis  true,  they  neverthelefs  keep 
the  Sabbath- Day  very  ftrid,  for  all  the  while 
that  divine  Service  in  their  blind  way  holas, 
they  do  no  manner  of  Work  but  wafh  in  the  o- 
pen  Streets,  keep  Shops  almoft  open,  angle, 
ling,  play  on  the  Mufick,  dance,  clrink,  and 

whore ; 
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Ivhore  }  for  as  fix  Days  are  tirefome  to  be  at 
fcard  Labour,  their  high  Mightinefles  allow  the 
People  one  Day  in  feven  to  go  to  the  Devil  with 
tleafure.  In  fiue,  the  Dutch  are  good  for  no- 
thing  but^BT  be  ferv'd  as  a  Sultan  or  Grand 
Seignior  once  advis'd  a  French  King,  which 
advice  was  to  fend  an  Army  of  Pioneers  to  dig 
up  their  Country,  and  throw  all  the  Inhabitants 
at  once  into  the  Sea. 
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
